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LANSDOWNE ON THE 
MANCHURIA GRISIS 


He Says Germany Has Protested 
Against the Treaty. 


DEPLORES RUSSIAN SECRECY

Lord Cranborne, in the Commons, Says 


Germany Is Pledged to the Main- 
tenance of Chinese Integrity. 


LONDON, March 29.—In the House of 
Lords yesterday the Marquis of Lans- 
downe, the Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs, announced that no further mili- 
tary operations by the British troops in 
China were contemplated for the present. 
When Field Marshal Count von Waldersee 
ordered preparations for the recent ex- 
pedition, the British Government instruct- 
ed Gen. Gaselee to communicate with the 
home Government before participating 
therein. 

Lord Lansdowne said the compliance 
of China with the demands of the powers 
was hardly of such a character as to justify 
the withdrawal of the allied forces, but 
the British Government hoped to be able 
before long to withdraw or reduce its forces 
in China. Negotiations were necessarily 
slow with a refugee Government. On the 
broad questions, however, there was a 
practical unanimity among the powers. 
The allies had agreed they were not at war 
with China, and desired to derive no terri- 
torial advantage from the present events. 
They also recognized the binding nature of 
the existing treaties, and desired to main- 
tain the ‘‘open door’’ in commercial and 


economical questions, while within the 
spheres where existed preferential rights 
there should be equality of opportunity 
for all the powers concerned. The British 
Minister at Peking had been instructed to 
be moderate in his demands, and the Gov- 
ernment only desired to strengthen the 
guards sufficiently to insure the safety of 
the legations. 

In regard tc the question of indemnity, 
now under discussion, Lord Lansdowne 
said it had been decided that the claims 
should be forwarded by the powers in one 
lot. As to the source whence the indemnity 
should be paid, it was not desired to im- 
pose or. China any crushing burden. ‘To 
do so would be contrary to the policy of 
the British Government, which was to re- 
spect the existence of China as a power. 

The Secretary said both the British and 
German Governments had informed China 
that it was not desirable, while negotiating 
with the powers as a whole, that she should 
enter into a private arrangement, involving 
territorial or financial conditions, with any 
single power. Russia had again assured 
Great britain that the occupation of the 
British railroads was only temporary, and 
without prejudice to the interests inyolved, 
Great Britain had not waived her rights 
in connection with these railroads, nor 
had she ignored the interests of the share- 
holders. As to sources of revenue, the 
maritime customs might be readjusted so 
as to impose a real instead of a nominal 5 
per cent. ad valorem duty. Certain free 
articles ought to be subjected to duty, but 
caution was necessary, lest the interests of 
British commerce be damaged. 

Lord Lansdowne, referring to the Anglo- 
German agreement, said that when it was 
being negotiated the German Government 

ve Great Britain to understand that, in 
the. German view, Manchuria was not a 
plase where it considered jt had any influ- 
ence. He thought,“however, that the point 
did not deserve too much attention, re- 

arking that the only two treaty ports in 
Manchuria were Niu-Chwang and Ta-Lien- 
Wan, with regard to which. explicit as- 
surances had been given by Russia. Lord 
Lansdowne said he had seen newspaper 
spports suggesting that Count von Biilow, 
the German Imperial Chancellor, had in- 
térpreted the agreement differently from 
Great Britain, but the poins did not seem 
vital, because all the poets. including 
Germany, had repeatedly declared that 
their policy Was to maintain the integrity 
of China. 

In regard to the reported Manchuria 
agreement, Lord Lanséowne said he was 
not in a position to pass a final opinion 
on the matter. The Government would 
not criticise in any carping spirit any 
arrangement regarding Manchuria which 
‘was in the nature of a modus vivendi. The 
Secretary supsented that the published 
versions of the treaty might be simply 
trial beiloons on the part of some official 
or pure inventions designed to bring about 
@ misunderstanding. 

Lord Lansdowne added: 

‘“* Nothing would give us greater pleasure 
than to co-operate with the Russian Gov- 
ernment in exposing such an unworthy 
Object. If Russia would only, by com- 
municating the real text of the agree- 
ment, enable Great Britain to put an end 
to this misconception, we should be pre- 
pared to co-operate with her.”’ 

The speaker went on to declare that 
what militated against any such hopes 
was the mystery in which the negotiations 
had been involved throughout. Count 
Lamsdorf (the Russian Minister of For- 
eign Affairs) had, however. informed the 
British Ambassador at St. Petersburg that 
{t was the purpose of Russia to arrange a 
modus vivendi with China, with the object 
of preventing disturbances in the vicinity 
of the Russian frontier, and that Russia 
had no intention of seeking that guarantee 
in any acquisition of terrritory or in any 
actual or virtual protectorate over Man- 
churia. If the document really fell with- 
in the language used by Count Lamsdorf, 
his Majesty’s Government would certainly 
not object to it. 

Until these uncertainties were removed, 
said Lord Lansdowne, Great Britain could 
not do otherwise than adhere to the view 
that it was not desirable that China, at a 
time when she was negotiating with the 
whole of the powers, should simultaneously 
enter into a private and separate arrange- 
ment, involving territorial and financial 
conditions,-with another power. That was 
the language the Government had used to 
China, and it was almost precisely the lan- 
guage which had been used by the German 
Government. His Majesty’s Government 
would be tenacious in matters of principle. 
In matters of detail it realized that it must 
not always expect to have its own way. 
It would use its hest endeavors to bring 
the pre 
terminafe a situation which was _ incon- 
venient and fraught with danger to all 
concerned in the negotiations. 

Lord Cranborne, Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Foreign Office, answering a ques- 
tion in the House of Commons yesterday, 
said the Government was still without in- 
formation as to whether the Russo-Chinese 


Manchuria agreement had been signed or! 


not. 

On the third reading of the Appropriation 
bill a discussion of Chinese affairs was 
raised, and Lorn Cranborne referred mem- 
bers to Lord Lansdowne’s statement in the 
House of Lords. He added: 

‘*Germany is pledged to the maintenance 
of Chinese integrity by a hundred other 
documents besides the Anglo-German 
agreement® No one regrets the mystery 
surrounding the Russo-Chinese convention 
more than the Government. The Gcvern- 
ment has given Russia to understand that 
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any cession of territory to any individual 
power would be disapproved by Great 
Britain, and, indeed, this is the policy of 
Germany and of the other powers. The 
Government has also informed China that 
any such surrender of territory would be 
disapproved.”’ 


JAPAN SOUNDS THE POWERS. 


VIENNA, March 29.—Several Vienna 
newspapers assert that Japan has sounded 
Great Britain and Germany as to whether 
they would combine against Russia in the 
event of the annexation of Manchuria. 


YOKOHAMA, March 
statement that Great Britain, in reply to 


an inquiry, informed Japan that Man- 
churia was included in the Anglo-German 
agreement respecting China, has been re- 
ceived with great satisfaction. . 

The usually moderate leading journal, Jiji 
Shimpo, of Tokio, declares that Japan will 
brook no interference in Korea. If the 
material interests of Japan are involved 
she will draw the sword without hesitation.

The German Imperial Chancellor, Count 
von Biilow, in the Reichstag on March 15, 
alluding to the Anglo-German agreement 
regarding China, said its tendency was to 
preserve the integrity of China as long as 
possible, and to protect German_ trade 
there. The agreement, he added, did not 
refer 1o Manchuria, and did not contain se- 
ecret clauses.

LONDON, March 20.—The Daily Mail has 
received the following from Tien-Tsin, dated 
yesterday: 

“Col. Macdonald politely asked the Rus- 
sians to remove their flags from the British 
portion of the disputed territory, where 
they surreptitiously placed them after a 
mutual evacuation had been agreed upon. 
The Russians flatly declined. : 

‘‘It is understood that the question of an 
arbitrator on the title to the concession has 
not yet been settled.’’ 


FRENCH ACTIVITY AT CANTON. 


HONGKONG, March 28.—It is reported 
from Canton that the activity of the 
French is greatly increasing in the neigh- 
borifood of that city. Two French steam- 
ers ply between Hongkong and Canton, 


and French gunboats are much in evidence 
on the Chinese waterways. It is reported 
that two more steamers are being built in 
France to run between Hongkong and 
Canton, and that France intends to sub- 
sidize the carrying of the mails. It is ex- 
pected that a French postoffice will be 
opened in Canton about April 1. 

Objections have been lodged to the ply- 
ing of steam launches under a flag re- 
sembling the tricolor. The Chinese cap- 
tains fly the tricolor, with an addition of 
three smal] stars, which are invisible a 
short distance away, and as a result, the 
Chinese imagine the vessels are under the 
tricolor, and conclude that French influ- 
ence is gaining. 

It is reported that a French hospital was 
opened at Shamien (a suburb of Canton) 
some months back, for the purpose of re- 
ceiving Chinese patients. All this aids 
French influence and prestige. 


COUNT CASSINI’S ASSURANCES. 


WASHINGTON, March 28.--In the course 
of an interview at the State Department to- 
day between Count Cassini, the Russian 


Ambassador, and pacreter? Hay there was 
a further statement on the Ambassador's 
part regarding Russia's purpose in Man- 
churia. This ‘was: on precisely the Same 
lines as he had before laid down, but with 
more particulars. For instance, it was 
made to appear that the agreement between 
Kussia and China is really nothing more 
than a modus vivendi. It is purely tempo- 
rary in character, according to the Russian 
contention; the purpose is to restore law 
and order under Chinese authority in Man- 
churia and to provide for the gradual with- 
drawal of the Russian troops. 

Secretary Hay's callers to-day 
cluded the British and German Ambassa- 
dors and the Japanese Minister, all of 
whom were concerned in the status of Chi- 
nese affairs and particularly the final out- 
come of the Manchurian question. Little 
definite additional information was devel- 
oped.

McLEAVY BROWN NOT REMOVED. 


LONDON, March 29.—In the House of 
Commons yesterday, answering a question, 
Lord Cranborne, the Under Foreign Secre- 


tary. said McLeavy Brown, the Director 
General of the Korean customs. had not 
been dismissed from office, (as announced 
om Seoul by way of Yokohama, March 
24). 

There had been a difficulty, Lord Cran- 
borne added, which was engaging the close 
attention of the Government. 


WASHINGTON, March 28.-—-The Russian 
Ambassador, Count Cassini, bad an ex- 
tended conference with Secretary Hay to- 
day. The chief purpose of the visit was to 
deny the statements that Russia has been 
instrumental in the reported removal of 
McLeavy Brown. 

Count Cassini's visit resulted in the fullest 
eassurance that the matter is not one in 
which Russia is concerned, but that it is a 
purely domestic affair of Korea.

THE ACCIDENT TO YANG-YU. 
ST. PETERSBURG, March 28.—Last 
Monday, when the world expected that the 
Russo-Chinese convention in regard to 


Manchuria would be signed, the Russian 
Foreign Office reeeived word that the 
Chinese Minister in St. Petersburg, Yang- 
Yu, had fallen and been seriously injured. 

The news was received at the time with 
a grain of salt; but it was stated at the 
United States EmWassy this evening that 
Yang-Yu not only slipped on a wax floor, 
bruising his elbow and leg, but hurt his 
head, and was consequently confined to 
his bedroom. 

Yang-Yu is over sixty years old. He 
has recently displayed great anxiety in 
reference to the Convention, and has hesi- 
tated to sign it, particularly since he is in 
doubt about his reception should he return 
to China, as he belongs to the Liberal 
party. 


RUSSIAN MINISTERS WARNED. 


BERLIN. March 28.—The Cologne Volks 
Zeitung prints correspondence from St. 
Petersburg asserting that the students’ 
secret organization sent to the Ministers of 
the Interior and of War death sentences, 


and that the Minister of the Interior, by a 
decree dated March 23, forbade all papers to 
mention court proceedings arising out of 
complaints against recent police outrages. 

ST. PETERSBURG, March 26.—It is con- 
fidently expected that Lieut. Gen. Kleigel, 
the Prefect of Police, will be appointed 
to a Siberian Governor Generalship. A 
Ministerial circular, issued this morning, 
contained what 1s regarded as a severe 
criticism of Gen. Kleigel's policy of making 
arrests after the outbreak of the student 
troubles instead of forestalling them. The 
wrangle with Lieut. Gen. Viasemsky in 
the cathedral, which caused the resigna- 
tion olf Viasemsky, is also hurting Kleigel. 

It is reported that Grand Duke Viadimir 
is organizing a mediation committee for the 
purpose of inquiring into the complaints 
ot the students, and endeavoring to per- 
suade them to behave. , 

A story comes from the hospitals to the 
effect that nineteen students have already 
died from injuries received in the recent 
riots, presumably as a result of wounds in- 
flicted by the leaden bullets which the Cos- 
sacks are alleged to have put on their 
whips. The students themselves report 
only two deaths, while the mortality sta- 
tistics do not give a single death last weck 
except from disease. 

The candidacy of M. Kowalebsky for the 
ost of Minister of Education is regarded as 
ikely to succeed. Senator Tagantsoff, Cu- 
rator of the Moscow District, and M, En- 
rep, Curator of the Kharkoff District, are 
his principal opponents.

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| VALIDITY OF CITY — 
CONTRACTS QUESTIONED 


Amount Involved Is Said to Be 
$100,000,000. 


Supreme Court Decision May Cause 
Complication—Status of Tun- 
nel Contracts. 


The question has been raised as to the 
validity of contracts for public work in- 
volving $100,000,000, made by the City of 
New York since the passage of the so- 
called ‘“ Prevailing Rate of Wages law.” 
This act of the Legislature was recently de- 
clared unconstitutional by the Court of Ap- 
peals. The representatives of the labor 
unions in New York City have decided to 
reopen the fight, and their lawyers claim 
that only one phase of the labor law has 
been passed on, and that other cases will 
have to be carried to the Court of Appeals 
before the matter can be finally settled. 

The labor leaders have also discovered 
that in all contracts there is a clause allow- 
ing the Controller to abrogate them. There 
is also talk of starting taxpayers’ suits to 
restrain the contractors from continuing 
the work on their various contracts under 
what is known as the “ Tilden act,”’ allow- 
ing a taxpayer to sue to prevent the waste 
of public funds. 

The question was raised yesterday as to 
the validity of the $35,000,000 contract made 
with Contractor McDonald for the build- 
ing of the rapid transit tunnel in view of 
the decision of the Court of Appeals. Cor- 
poration Counsel Whalen refused to ap- 
prove the rapid transit contract ‘‘as to 
form" unless the clause provided that all 


men employed on the turinel would receive 
the prevailing rate of wages for their labor. 
‘rhe Rapid Transit Commissioners accepted 
the amendment to the contract and it was 
signed. 

Lawyer LL. Laflin Kellogg, who made a 
special investigation of the rapid transit 
contract, declared yesterday that the con- 
tractors would save millions on the cost of 
labor by the act of the Court of Appeals 
declaring the Prevailing Rate of Wages law 
unconstitutional. Lawyer Kellogg's inves- 
tigation is said to have been made as spe- 
= counsel to the Rapia Transit Commis- 
sion. 

He said yesterday to a TIMES reporter: 

“In a nutshell the matter stands as fol- 
lows: Wher the rapid transit contract wus 
made there were two bidders, the Order- 
donck bid and that of John B. McDonald. 
The two bids were nearly the same. The 
contract was signed with the clauses in- 
serted in reference to the prevailing rate 
of wages The decision of the Court of Ap- 
neals is that that law is unconsticutional. 
This does not make the contract null and 
void only so far as the clause contained 
therein. in regard to the rate of wages to 
be paid. This law and the cut stone law 
having been declared unconstitutional, the 
contractor is not bound to observe them, 
and the city cannot enforce their observ- 
ance, 

VALIDITY OF TUNNEL CONTRACTS. 

“The sub-contyactors on the rapid transit 
tunnel are not bound to observe the rate 
of wages Jaw or the law in reference to cut 
stone. The contractor cannot enforce these 
laws against the sub-contractors, but, in 
my opinion, the validity of the contracts 
are in no way affected. The rapid transit 
contract is as if it had been originally 


made without containing the provisions fn 
reense to the labor law and the eut stone 
aw.” 

Lawyer Kellogg estimates that on all 
contracts made with the city in which the 
prevailing-rate-of-wages clause has been 
inserted the contractors might be able to 
save about 15 per cent. in the cost of labor. 
The labor leaders claim that this is a 
practical present to the contractors of 
many millions of dollars which would come 
directly from the taxpayers. 

Every contract made by the City of New 
York since the labor law was passed has 
contained provisions compelling the con- 
tractors to pay all workmen the prevailing 
rate of wages. In addition to the thirty- 
five-million-dollar rapid transit contract, 
there are $5,000,000 of contracts far dock 
improvements of all kinds. The contracts 
for the new Hall of Récords and for all the 
public schools and firehouses contain this 
provision. The amount of all the contracts 
so made, it was estimated yesterday by 
Corporation Counsel Whalen, would foot 
up $100,000,000. 

Bills are now being prepared which will 
be rushed to Albany to prevent any 
stoppage of work on public contracts. It 
was said yesterday that there might he 
some adjustment between the contractors 
and the city. 

The tenor of the opinion of the Court 
of oo on the rate of wages question 
was that it was unconstitutional to com- 
pel the taxpayers to pay more for pub- 
lis work than they could get it done for 
as a private contract. In other words, 
that the city on all public contracts haf 
the right to take advantage of the cheap- 
est labor to be found, if the city officials 
so_ desired. ~ 

The estimate made by Contractor Mc- 
Donald on the rapid transit work was 
based upon the so-called prevailing rate of 
wages, and was much higher than the 
Court, of Appeals holds it should have 
been. Contractor McDonald now has the 
right to hire the cheapest labor, and the 
difference on the contract would amount 
to several millions. 

Whether this money will be made by 
Contractor McDonald or the sub-contract- 
ors whom he has hired to do sections of 
the work cannot be told. All these con- 
tracts have been kept secret. It was said, 
however, that the sub-contractors would 
be richer by the act of the Court of Ap- 
peals, as the contracts made were for lump 
sums for certain sections. 

Corporation Counsel Whalen returned 
from Albany yesterday. When seen at his 
office he refused to discuss this matter. 


THE COURT DECISION. 


Judge O’Brien of the Court of Appeals, 
who wrote the decision in the prevailing 
rate of wages suit, held: 

‘“‘In making iocal improvements a city is 
not an agent of the State; its right of self- 
government entitles it to make its own 
contracts fur such improvements, which 


cannot be prescribed by the State without 
violating constitutional guarantees. 

“The Constitution provides that the pub- 
lic expenditures of a city shall be only for 
city purposes, hence the city cannot make 
a contract which obligates it to pay more 
than the wmecessary or market rate of 
wages, because such a contract requirés 
the expenditure of public funds for a pri- 
vate purpose.” 

This private p:rpose is held by the law- 
yers who have examined the decision to be 
the excess of wages paid to a private citi- 
zen over what might have been paid if the 
prevailing rate of wages law was not en- 
forced. 

Judge O’Brien wrote as follows: 

“The act violates the Constitutional 
rights cf liberty and property of local 
preperty owners who bear the expense of 
the improvement because when the expense 
is enlarged beyond its reasonable and actual 
cost their property is taken without due 
process of law. 

‘*Similarly the property (i. e., the con- 
tract.) of the contractor is taken without 
the due process of law by the imposition of 
burdensome conditions, with respect to the 
means of performance of the contract, 
thereby depriving him of its benefits.” 

The labor leaders who have been to see 
Controller Color claim that under a de- 
cision rendered by the Appellate Division 
of the Supreme Court last week many of 
the contracts for city work will be de- 
clared invalid. The decision in that case 
was rendered on a suit brought under Sec- 
tion. 1,952 of the Civil Code to prevent the 
waste of public funds. The claim set up 
by Lawyer Julius Meyers, who tried the 
case, was that as the contract made by 
the East River Bridge Commissioners for 
work contained the provisions of the labor 
law in reference to the provelius rate of 
wages, which law had been declared un- 
constitutional, therefor the contract made 
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New York Herald 
Out Sunday, March 31, 1901. Four art sections, 
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by the East River Bridge Commissioners 
was illegal. 

Justice Rumsey held in his decision that 
the Court of Appeals established in the 
Rodgers case that the city could not be 
made by an act of the Legislature to pay 
more for labor than a private person. Jus- 
tice Rumsey, in granting the interlocutow 
judgment asked for, decided practically 
that the insertion of the provisions ‘of the 
labor law was a waste of public funds. 
Presiding Justice Van Brunt dissented. 
_President Nixon of the East River Bridge 
Commission said yesterday that the de- 
cision of the Appellate Division would not 
delay work on the East River Bridge. The 
matter has been referred to Corporation 
Counsel Whalen. 


COMMISSIONER SHEA ENJOINED. 


Court Orde® Temporarily Prevents Him 
from Accepting Bids for Tower 
Foundations. 

Justice McAdam in the Supreme Court 
yesterday granted a temporary injunction 
restraining Bridge Commissioner John L. 
Shea from entering into any contract for 
the construction of the tower foundations 
for the new East River Bridge. Bids for the 
tower foundations were opened on March 
11, and there has been considerable specu- 
lation as to why the contract was not 
awarded. 

The grounds on which the injuction was 
asked tor are that the bid of the lowest 
bidder is irregular and that the bid of Lieb- 
man & Gahagan is not signed by one of the 
parties. The principal claim, however, is 
baged on two recent decisions of the Court 
of Appeals fn declaring the prevailing rate 
of wages law and the cut or dressed stone 
law both unconstitutional. 

An Appellate Court decision of last Fri- 
day was also cited. This decision held that 
contracts containing iilegal clauses such as 
those cited are void. 

Justice McAdam granted an order to show 
cause on Monday, April 1, why the injunc- 
tion should not be made permanent. 


CABMAN WHIPS NAHAN FRANKO. 


Savagely Assaults the Violinist After a 
Dispute Outside the Metropoli- 
tan Opera House. 


Nahan Franko, the well-known violinist, 
now filling an engagement at the Metro- 
politan Opera House, was savagely leshed 
last evening at the conclusion of the per- 
formance by Robert McKnight of 343 West 
Forty-ninth Street, whom he had offended. 

Mr. Franko is just recovering from a se- 
vere attack of grip and made his appear- 
ance last night for the first time in some 
weeks. He was all bundled up as a protec- 
tion against the chill air, and as he came 
out of the stage door in East Fortieth 
Street he called to the cabman he had en- 
gaged to make haste and take him in the 
vehicle at that time standing in the middle 
of the street in the long line of carriages. 

The cabman did so and got in the way of 
McKnight, who drives for a stable in East 
Fifty-first Street, and who was engaged 
by M. Stachelberg, another man, and two 
women. Franko insisted on his man com- 
ing to him, and there was a wordy wrangle 
between the and musician, when the 
latter raised his foot to step into the cab. 

Whip in hand, McKnight sprang to the 
sidewalk after nim and struck him many 
elows on the body. Mr. Franko screamed 
tor heip, and finally ran to Policeman Mc- 
Keon who was stationed at the opera house 
and threw his arms around him for pro- 
tection. Just as the policeman seized Mc- 
Ixnight there was a call for him from his 
fare, and Mr. Franko finally consented to 
let him drive them to the Manhattan Hotel 
with the policeman on the box. After he 
had discharged his passengers McKnight 
Was made to drive to the West Thirtieth 
Street Station, Where he was locked up. 
Mr. Franko with a friend named Beattus 
preceded him there in his cab and preferred 
a-charge of assault. 


INVENTOR MURPHY ARRESTED. 


Said to Have Sold Bonds of His Third- 
Rail Company by Fraud.

BALTIMORE, March 28.—John McLeod 
Murphy, inventor of the Murphy third- 
rail system, now being tried in the Belt 
Line tunnel of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad, was arrested here to-day on the 
charge of obtaining $1,000 by false pre- 
tenses from Milton M. Lucy, who is the 
manager of a cash register agency. 

Mr. Luey told the Police Justice that he 
had purchased $1,000 worth of bonds from 
Murphy. The bonds, he said, purported to 
have been issued by the Third Rail Car 
Company of New York. He had bought 
them on the strength of Murphy’s state- 
ment that he had sold quantities of the 
stock to representative citizens and busi- 
ness men of Baltimore. These representa- 
tions, Mr. Lucy said, he discovered to be 
false.

TO TAX THE STEEL TRUST. 


Nearly 8100,000 Must Be Paid to Illi- 
nois to Do Business There.

CHICAGO, March 28.—It will cost the big 
Stee! Trust nearly $100,000 to do business in 
Illinois. This is the license fee the Secre- 
tary of State will demand. 

The Illinois law with reference to foreign 
corporations has a provision that before 
obtaining a license to do business in the 


State such corporations shall pay in to the 
State Treasury $45 for the first $5,000 and 
$1 for each $1,000 on capita stock in excess 
of $5,000 represented by property in the 
State of Illinois. 

It is figured in the Secretary of State's 
office that not less than $100,000,000 of the 
capital stock of the Morgan Steel Trust is 
represented by property in the State. On 
that basis the certificate of the new com- 
pany to do business in this State will cost 
the trust $95,045. 


REPORTED DANISH TERMS.

WASHINGTON, March 28.—The State De- 
partment knows no more about the report- 
ed offer to sell the Danish West Indies to 
the United States for $4,000,000 than is 
known by the general newspaper reading 
public. The dispatch from Copenhagen had 
been seen, but it was not a response to any 
inquiry by the Government. Nothing has 
been done toward acquiring the islands 
since last Spring, when the negotiations 
fell through. 5 

According to a high officer of the depart- 
ment, the United States Government is not 
now seeking outlying islands and people, 
and it is not believed that search will be 
made for any’ such opportunities as are 
susepetes by Denmark. The conditions of 
sale suggested by the dispatch of this morn- 
mg could not be entertained by the ex- 
ecutive branch of the Goternment, if made. 

The President cannot confer citizenship 
upon foreigners even to secure possession 
of a new territory, and he cannot ant 
free trade to any group of foreigners, how- 
ever small or however willing to become 
citizens of the United States. If the Dan- 
ish Islands are to become American islands, 
and any unusual privileges are to be given 
in exchange for territory, the Congress 
must grant the privileges.

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ADVISE SURRENDER 


So Says Gen. MacArthur in His 
Official Report. 


GIVES ALL CREDIT TO FUNSTON 


| Recommends that the Kansan Be 
Made a Brigadier. 


Hopes for Speedy Cessation of Hos- 
tilities as Result of the Capture 


—Praises Navy for its 


Co-operation. 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—A cable- 
gram received at the War Department 
late this afternoon from Gen. MacArthur 
tells in a succinct way the history of 
Aguinaldo’s capture, gives all credit for 
the brefiliant exploit to Gen. Funston, 
whose reward it suggests should be that 
of a Brigadier General in the regular 
army, and finally closes with an expres- 
sion of confidence in the speedy cessation 
of hostilities throughout the Philippine 
Archipelago as a result of the capture. 

Except that it makes no reference to 
the disposition to be made of Aguinaldo, 
the dispatch covers the whole field of 
gossip and speculation excited in Wash- 
ington by the néws that Funston’s ad- 
venturous expedition had been crowned 
with complete success. The cablegram is 
as follows: 


Manila, March 28. 
Adjutant General, Washington: 

Important mesSages fell into hands of 
Gen. Funston Feb. 28, from which Agui- 
naldo was located at Palanan, Isabella 
Province. Expedition organized, consisting 
of Aguinaldo's captured messenger, four 
ex-insurgent officers, and seventy-eight 
Macabebes who spoke Tagalo, armed with 
Mausers, Remingtons, and dressed to rep- 
resent insurgents. 

Funston commanded, accompanied by 
Capt. Russell T. Hazzard, Eleventh Cav- 
alry; Capt. Harry W. Newton, Thirty- 
fourth Infantry; Lieut. Oliver P. M. Haz- 
zard, Eleventh United States Volunteer 
Cavalry; Lieut. Burton J. Mitchell, For- 
tieth United States Volunteer Infantry. Of- 
ficers dressed as American privates and 
represented prisoners. 

Expedition sailed from Manila March 6 
on Vicksburg, landed March 14 on east 
coast Luzon, twenty miles south of Casi- 
guran. Reached Palanan, after marching 
three days, on the afternoon of March 23. 
Natives completely misled. Supposed de- 
tachment insurgent reinforcements, for 
which supplies were furnished. Aguinaldo 
also furnished supplies, and had his escort 
of forty men paraded to extend proper 
honor. 

Short distance Aguinaldo’s quarters dis- 
guise discarded, cembat followed, result- 
ing two insurgents killed, eighteen rifles, 
1,000 rounds ammunition captured, together 
with Aguinaldo and two principal staff of- 
ficers. No casualties our side. 

Splendid co-operation navy through Com- 
mander Barry, officers, men. Vicksburg 
indispensable to success. Funston loudly 
praises navy. Entire army joins in thanks 
sea service. 

The transaction was brilliant in concep- 
tion and faultless in execution. All. credit 
must go Funston, who, under supervision 
Gen. Wheaton, organized and conducted 
expedition from start to finish. His re- 
ward should be signal and immediate. 
Agree with Gen. Wheaton, who recom- 
mends Funston's retention volunteers un- 
til he can be appointed Brigadier General 
regulars.

A study of the latest atlas of the Phil- 
ippine Archipelago, as issued by the 
Coast Survey, shows that the Province 
of Isabella is in the extreme northern 
portion of the Island of Luzon. Palanan 
is a town on the eastern coast of Isabella 
Province, situated on a river somewhat 
inland, which flows into the Gulf of Pa- 
lanan. Between the coast and the Rio 
Grande, which flows northward through 
Northern Luzon, are the Sierra Madras 
Mountains, a coast range which is al- 
most impassable. Palanan and the coast 
towns, where Aguinaldo has been hiding, 
could only be reached by the sea. 


HOW FUNSTON DID IT. 


Planned the Capture, Selected His Men 
and Suffered Many Hardships 
to Get His Prisoner. 


MANILA, March 28.—The story of the 
capture of Gen. Emilio Aguinaldo, March 
23, as related by Gen. Funston, his captor, 
is as follows: 

The confidential agent of Aguinaldo ar- 
rived February 28 at Pantabangan, in the 
Province of Nueva Ecija, Northern Lu- 
zon, with letters dated Jan. 11, 12 and 
14. These letters were from Emilio Aguin- 
aldo, and directed Baldemero Aguinaldo 
to take command of the Provinces of Cen- 
tral Luzon, supplanting Gen. Alejandrino. 
Emilio Aguinaldo also ordered that four 
hundred men be sent him as soon as pos- 
sible, saying that the bearer of the letters 
would guide these men to where Aguinaldo 
was. 

FUNSTON LAYS HIS PLANS. 

Gen. Funston secured the correspondence 
of Aguinaldo’s agent, and laid his plans 
accordingly. Some months previously he 
had captured the camp of the insurgent, 
Gen. Lacuna, incidentally obtaining La- 
cuna’s seal, official papers. and a quantity 
of signed correspondence. From this ma- 
terial two letters were constructed, osten- 
sibly from Lacuna to Aguinaldo. One of 
information as to the 
progress of the war. The other asserted 
that, pursuant to orders received from 
Baldermo Aguinaldo, Lacuna was send- 
ing his best company to Presidente Emilio 
Aguinaldo 

His plans completed and approved, Gen. 
Funston came to Manila and organized his 
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expedition, selecting seventy-eight Maca- 
bebes, all of whom spoke Tagalog fluently. 
Twenty wore insurgent uniforms, and the 
others the dress of Filipino laborers. This 
Macabebe company, armed with fifty 
Mausers, eighteen Remingtons and ten 
Krag-Jorgensens, was commanded by Capt. 
Russell T. Hazzard. With him was his 
brother, Lieut. Oliver P. M. Hazzard, both 
of the Eleventh United States Cavalry. 
Capt. Harry W. Newton, Thirty-fourth In- 
fantry, was taken because of his familiar- 
ity with Casiguran Bay, and Lieut. Bur- 
ton J. Mitchell, Fortieth Infantry, went as 
Gen. Funston’s aide. These were the only 
Americans accompanying the leader of the 
expedition, 
ON THE WAY. 


With the Macabebes were four ex-insur- 
gent officers, one being a Spaniard and the 
other three Tagalogs, whom Gen. Funston 
trusted implicitly. 

Gen. Funston and the American officers 
wore plain blue shirts and khaki trousers. 
They carried each a half blanket, but wore 
no insignia of rank. The Macabebes were 
carefully instructed to obey the orders of 
the four ex-insurgent officers. 

On the night of March 8 the party em- 
barked on the United States gunboat Vicks- 
burg. It was originally intended to take 
cascoes from the Island of Polillo and to 
drift to the mainland, but a storm arose 
and three of the cascoes were lost. This 
plan was abandoned. At 2 o'clock A. M. 
March 14, the Vicksburg put her lights out 
and ran inshore twenty-five miles south of 
Casiguran, Province of Principe. 


THE MARCH BEGINS. 


The party landed and marched to Casigu- 
ran. The Americans had never garrisoned 
this place, and the inhabitants are strong 
insurgent sympathizers. Having arrived 
there, the ex-insurgent officers, ostensibly 
commanding the party, announced that 
they were on the way to join Aguinaldo 
between Pantobagan and Baler; that they 
had surprised an American ‘surveying par- 
ty, and that they had killed a number, 
capturing five. They exhibited Gen. Fun- 
ston and the other Americans as their pris- 
oners. The insurgent President of Casig- 
uran believed the story. 

Two of the Lacuna letters, previously 
concocted, were forwarded to Aguinaldo at 
Palanan, Province of Isabela. Gen. Fun- 
ston and the others were kept imprisoned 
for three days, surreptitiously giving or- 
ders at night. On the morning of March 
17, taking a small quantity of cooked corn, 
the party started on a ninety-mile march 
to Palanan. The country is rough and un- 
inhabited, and provisions could not be se- 
cured. The party ate small shellfish, but 
was almost starved. Wading swift rivers, 
climbing precipitous mountains, and pene- 
trating dense jungles, they marched seven 
days and nights, and on March 22 had 
reached a point eight miles from Palanan. 

They were now so weak that it was nec- 
essary to send to Aguinaldo’s camp for 
food. Aguinaldo dispatched supplies and 
directed that the American prisoners be 
kindly treated, but not be allowed to enter 
the town. 


AT AGUINALDO’S HOUSE. 


On the morning of March 23 the advance 
was resumed. The column was met by the 
staff officers of Aguinaldo and a detach- 
ment of Aguinaldo’s bodyguard, which was 
ordered to take charge of the Americans. 

While one of the ex-insurgent officers 
conversed with Aguinaldo’s aide, another, 
a Spaniard, sent a courier to warn Gen. 
Funston and the rest who, with eleven 
Macabebes, were about an hour behind. 
Having received this warning, Gen. Fun- 
ston avoided Aguinaldo’s detachment and 
joined the column, avoiding observation. 
The Tagalos went ahead to greet Agui- 
naldo, and the column slowly followed, 
finally arriving at Palanan. 

Aguinaldo’s household troops, fifty men 
in neat uniforms of blue and white, and 
wearing straw hats, lined up to receive 
the newcomers. Gen. Funston’s men 
crossed the river in small boats, formed on 
the bank, and marched to the right, and 
then in front of the insurgent grenadiers. 
The Tagalos entered the house r-here 
Aguinaldo was. 


AGUINALDO A PRISONER. 


Suddenly the Spanish officer, noticing 
that Aguinaldo’s aide was watching the 
Americans suspiciously, exclaimed: ‘‘ Now, 
Macabebes, go for them.’’ The Macabebes 
opened fire, but their aim was rather inef- 
fective, and only three insurgents were 
killed. The rebels returned the fire. On 
hearing the firing, Aguinaldo, who evident- 
ly thought his men were merely celebrating 
the arrival of reinforcements, ran to the 
window and shouted, ‘‘ Stop that foolish- 
ness! Quit wasting ammunition!” 

Hilario Placido, one of the Tagalo offi- 
cers, and a former insurgent Major, who 
was wounded in the lung by the fire of the 
Kansas regiment at the battle of Caloocan, 
threw his arms around Aguinaldo, exclaim- 
ing, ‘‘ You are a prisoner of the Ameri- 
cans!" 

Col. Simeon Villia, Aguinaldo’s Chief of 
Staff; Major Alambra, and others attacked 
the men who were holding Aguinaldo. 
Placido shot Villla in the shoulder. Alam- 
bra jumped out of the window and attempt- 
ed to cross the river. It is supposed that 
he was drowned. Five other insurgent of- 
ficers fought for a few minutes, and then 
fled, making their escape. 

When the firing began, Gen. Funston as- 
sumed command and directed the attack on 
the house, personally assisting in the capt- 
ure of Aguinaldo. The insurgent body- 
guard fled, leaving twenty rifles. Santiago 
Barcelona, the insurgent Treasurer, sur- 
rendered without resistance. 


REBEL FEARED EXILE. 

When captured, Aguinaldo was tremen- 
dously excited, but he calmed down under 
Gen. Funston’s assurance that he would be 
well treated. 

Gen. Funston secured all of. Aguinaldo’s 
correspondence, showing that he had kept 
in close touch with the sub-chiefs of the 
insurrection in all parts of the archipelago. 

It was also discovered that Aguinaldo, 
Jan. 28, had proclaimed himself dictator. 
He had beea living at Palanan for seven 
months, undisturbed, except when a detach- 
ment of the Sixteenth Infantry visited the 
town. On that occasion the entire popula- 
tion took to the mountains and remained 
there until the troops retired. 

Aguinaldo admitted that he had come 
near to being captured before, but he as- 
serted that he had never been wounded, 
adding, ‘‘I should never have been taken 
except by a stratagem. I was completely 
deceived by Lacuna’s forged signature.” 
He feared he might be sent to Guam, and 
he was quite glad to come to Manila. 

Palanan was guarded by numerous out- 
posts and signal stations. During the fight 
none of the Macabebes was wounded. 

BACK TO MANILA. 

The expedition rested March 24, and then 
marched sixteen miles the following day to 
Palanan Bay, where Gen. Funston found 
the Vicksburg, which brought him to Ma- 
nila. Commander Barry of the Vicksburg 
rendered Gen. Funston splendid assistance. 

Aguinaldo, who talked freely of past 
events, said he supposed Gen. Trias would 
proclaim himself dictator, evidently not 
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knowing that Trias had surrendered. He 
behaved courteously and gave no trouble. 

Gen. Funston says Aguinaldo is above 
the average in intelligence and has prepos- 
sessing manners. 


WHAT WILL FUNSTON GET ? 


No Doubt in Washington that He Will 


Be Suitably Rewarded. 

WASHINGTON, March 28.—Next to the 
capture of Aguinaldo himself, the chief in- 
terest of the Gay centred in the reward 
which the Government would give to Gen. 
Funston fer the brilliant and successful 
consummation of his project. He stands 
to-day on the records of the War Depart- 
ment as second on the list of Brigadier 
Generals of Volunteers, being preceded by 
Brig. Gen. James F. Smith of California. 

There have been several pending vacan- 
cies of a high grade in the regular service, 
and more or less speculation as to whether 
Funston would receive one of these ap- 
pointments. One of the vacancies is the 
high rank of Major General, but there has 
been no idea that the young Kansan would 
be tendered such an exalted rank. Next in 
order there has been one vacancy in the 
grade of Brigadier General of the regular 


service, with a second vacancy likely to oc- 
cur on the retirement of one of the present 
Brigadiers. This in effect makes two va- 
cancies in the regular ge of Brigadier. 

Chere is reason to believe that a definite 
determination was reached no lgter than 
yesterday as to the officers most suitable 
to be advanced to the rank of Brigadier 
General. The appointments were not an- 
nounced, nor is it known who the selections 
are, but it is at least certain that Gen. 
Funston was not one of those decided upon. 
This determination was of course before 
word came of Funston’s achievement, and 
since the commissions are not issued and 
public announcement made of the selee- 
tions, it is quite within the range of possi- 
bility and even probability, that there may 
be further consideration of the subject. In 
that event the way will be open for Gen. 
Funston’s appointment as a Brigadier 
General in _ the regular service. In any 
event, no doubt exists here that suitable 
ecegemen will be given to his achieve- 
ment. 

The army officers who are acquainted by 
personal experience with the treacherous 
side of the Filipino character declare that 
Funston undoubtedly took his life in his 
hand, when, with his little support of four 
white men and a small body of natives of 
unknown loyalty, he ventured into the lair 
of the insurgent leader. Past experience 
has shown the great danger of trusting the 
natives too far, and fortunate it was for 
Funston that his confidence in his scouts 
was not misplaced. 

Representative Long of Kansas was at 
the War Department to-day and discussed 
with officials je matter of adequately re- 
warding Gen. Funston. Mr. Long says 
that about six weeks ago the Kansas dele- 

tion called upon Secretary Root and the 

resident and recommended Gen. Funston 
for promotion and asked that he be given 
some recognition for past services. 

It was said then that there was no place 
for Gen. Funston except in one of the staff 
departments unless he was made a Briga- 
dier General, and it was said that he could 
not expect such a promotion as that. The 
action of the delegation was purely volun- 
tary, as Gen. Funston had made no appli- 
cation to them, nor had he made any re- 
quest at the War Department for recogni- 

en. 

Mr. Long says that the Kansas people are 
proud of Gen. Funston, and will be espe- 
cially pleased over his latest achievement. 


AGUINALDO’S PUNISHMENT. 


Officials Not Think Rigorous Meas- 


ures Will Be, Adopted. 

WASHINGTON, March °28.—The War De- 
partment has not had time as yet to con- 
sider the exact status of Aguinaldo, wheth- 
er he is to be tried, and what punishment. 
if any, is to be meted out to him. But 
there are certain general principles which 
are said to be clearly established, and the 
first question asked is as to. whether 
Aguinaldo is to be tried as a military or 
as a civil offender. If he is to be regarded 
as having committed treasonable acts or 
fomented an insurrection against the 
United States, then the trial would be of 
a civil character, for these are political 
offenses against the authority of the United 
States Government, and are not offenses 
under the articles of war, to be tried by 
a military court-martial or commission. 

It is hardly expected that the rigorous 
proceedure for treason would be adopted. 
If it should be, Section 5,332 of the Re- 
vised Statutes provides: 

‘Every person guilty of treason shall 
suffer death, or, at the discretion of the 
court, shall be imprisoned at hard labor 


for not less than five years, and fined not 
less than $10,000."" 

Another section provides for inciting in- 
surrection, short of actual treason, and 
specifies the punishment as follows: 

‘Every person who incites, sets on foot, 
assists, or engages in any rebellion or insur- 
rection against the authority of the United 
States shall be punished by imprisonment 
not more than ten years or by a fine of 
not more than $10,000, or by both.’’ 

The foregoing, however, are political of- 
fenses against the authority of the United 
States. [t is presumed that Aguinaldo will 
be held tor the present at least as a mil- 
itary prisoner. If tried as such it would 
be because he had offended against some 
of the articles of war. Already there have 
been several trials of Filipino officers for 
offenses against military usage, such as 
brutality, but a military tribunal will not 
take up the larger political offense against 
the authority of the United States. Arti- 
cle 154 of the regulations governing armies 
in the field recites: 

‘Treating in the field the rebellious ene- 
my according to the law and usages of war 
has never prevented the legitimate Gov- 
ernment from ayes the leaders of the re- 
bellion, or the chief rebels, for high trea- 
son, and from treating them accordingly, 
unless they are included in a general am- 
nesty.” 

This article is referred to as showing 
that the warfare in the Philippines has not 
given Aguinaldo such a _ strict military 
status as to relieve him from the higher 
and graver civil offense of high treason. At 
the same time, there is little belief that this 
offense will be charged, the idea being that 
he will be held as a prisoner without any 
definite determination of his status, and 
perhaps in time be granted amnesty on 
condition that he leave the country. 

Senator Hawley, Chairman of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Military Affairs, talked 
with the President about the matter to- 
day. Senator Hawley said he did not be- 
lieve Aguinaldo would be executed, but 
undoubtedly would be sent to some safe 
place, probably to the Island of Guam, 
where he could make no further trouble. 

Aside from the punishment to be visited 
upon him, the military regulations provide 
for the manner in which he shall be treated 
while held as a prisoner. These regulations 
are similar to those of the Oxford confer- 
ence, and more recently those made at The 
Hague conference. ome of the main 
features are that the captured officer must 
surrender his arms, the confinement must 
be such as will insure safety, but without 
intentional suffering or indignity; a _ pris- 
oner who escapes may be shot while in 
flight; paroles may be granted on stated 
conditions; honorable men, when captured, 
will abstain from giving information con- 
cerning their own army, and violence is not 
to be used against prisoners to extort in- 
formation. 

As to the disposition to be made of Agui- 
naldo, the army officers here express the 
opinion that it would prove troublesome. 
Secretary Root says he remembers the 
capture of Jefferson Davis, also the arrest 
of William M. Tweed, both of which em- 
barrassed the authorities. The Secretary 
desires further advices from Gen. MacAr- 
thur before Secnesteg the matter in great 
detail. He would say little or nothing about 
the disposition of Aguinaldo further than 
that he probably would be treated the same 
as other high officers of the insurgents 
who have been taken by the Americans in 
the prosecution of the war. 

Army officers who have been in the 
Philippines were very much interested in 
the news, and some of them discussed- the 
military-judicial features of the case. They 
point out that Aguinaldo could be held as a 
prisoner of war until the lose of the 
war.

BOSTON, March 28.—Sixto Lopez, for- 
merly secretary to Aguinaldo, said to-day 
that any one of the principal Generals, 
Tinio, Mascardo, Alejandrino, Maxilon, 
Cailles, or Arejola, would make as good, or, 
in the opinion of many Filipinos, better, 
leaders than Aguinaldo.

GEN. OTIS’S COMMENT. 


Importance of Capture Not So Great 


as Might Be Supposed. 

CHICAGO, March 28.—Major Gen. Otis, 
formerly in command of the army in the 
Philippines, and now in command of the 
Department of the Lakes, expressed satis- 
faction to-day over the capture of Aguin- 
aldo. 

“The influence of Aguinaldo has been 
waning for some time,’ said en. Otis. 
‘Therefore, the importance of the capture 
is not. so great as might be supposed. He 
has been a fugitive in hiding for so long 
that a large number of his followers have 
dropped away, and a great majority of 
people are tired of the whole thing—tired of 
being robbed and tired of the warfare. In 
fact, affairs in the islands are as quiet 
now as they have been for twenty-five 
years under Spain. 

“There are only two Filipino officers of 
any importance now left in the islands 
who still maintain their hostility to the 
United States, These are Gen. Cailles and 
Gen, Luchan. The former is now hiding in 
the mountains of the east coast of Luzon; 
the latter is in Central Luzon with a small 
band, 

“As to the effect the capture of Aguin- 
aldo will have on our affairs in the islands, 
1 believe it will hasten the time when 
peace will be restored. Of course the United 
States will have to protect the ¥ ple for 
some time to come, but [ think that in 
the course of a few months or a year the 
peomss may be able to protect themselves 
argely. The capiure will result in a de- 
crease of military demands in the Philip- 
pines. 

‘“Aguinaldo was once looked upon by 
the Filipino people as a little God, but this 
sentiment has been lost almost completely. 
I believe that Aguinaldo is personally hon- 
est, but he has been actuated by individual 
ambition.”’

The public places are crowded with Amer- 
icaus, natives, and other Orientals, and na- 
tive and Chinese performances are being 
given in honor of the commission. The Sul- 
tan will not appear at any of the perform- 
ances, and is apparently backward in tak- 
ing part in ceremonials in honor of the 
Commissioners. Miiitary officials here say 
that it would be better if thé treaty with 
the Sultan of Sulu should define his rights 
in detail.

PROPOSED DIOCESE OF MANILA. 


Committee of the Church Club Named 
to Further the Movement.

church where the large colony of Ameri- 
cans now in the Philippines could wor- 
ship. President Miller was empowered to 
appoint a committee, whose mission would 
be to enlist the interest of the twenty other 
Church Clubs in the United States toward 
uniting in a memoria] praying for the 
establishment of a diocese in Manila, 
which will be presented at the _ General 
Convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church of America, which convenes in 
San Francisco next October.

NO BETTER TERMS FOR BOERS. 


Chamberlain Says to Offer Further 
Concessions Would Be Folly—Mil- 
ner Not to be Recalled. 
LONDON, March 29.—The statement of 
the Right Hon. Joseph —— the 
Colonial Secretary, that the G6vernment had 
printed all it knew about the Botha-Kitch- 
ener peace negotiations and that nothing 
had transpired since, caused the Right 
Hon. James Bryce (Liberal) to analyze, in 
the House of ~ommons yesterday, the terms 
offered. He contrasted Lord Kitchener's 
first views with the final letter incorpo- 
rating Mr. Chamberlain's suggestions, and 
expressed the hope that the Government 

would reopen the negotiations. 

Mr. Chamberlain replied that to offer 
better terms would not be magnanimity but 
folly. The Government could not afford to 
show again that it paid better to be a rebel 
than a loyalist. The Cape rebels, as a rule, 
had been worse than the Boers. 

Replying to a question, Mr. Chamberlain 
anmeakoul that the Government had no in- 
tention of superseding Sir Alfred Milner as 
Governor of the Transvaal and Orange 
River Colonies. 

The Right Hon. W. St. John Brodrick, 
the War Secretary, in reply to a question, 
announced that the War Office had ful- 
filled its engagement, given on Feb. 7, to 
send 30,000 mounted reinforcements to Gen. 
Kitchener, 28,500 men having been actually 
dispatched, while 6,000 men were waiting 
transportation. 

The Right Hon. A. J. Balfour, the Gov- 
ernment leader, in response to a question 
put by Sir Robert T. Reid, (Liberal,) an- 
nounced the Government's refusal to per- 
mit Messrs. Merriman and Sauer to address 
the House. Messrs. Merriman and Sauer, 
respectively ex-Treasurer and_ex-Commis- 
sioner of Public Works of Cape Colony, 
asked for permission to address the House 
with respect to the peace settlement, and 
especially against the establishment of a 
Crown Colony form of Government in South 
Africa. 


THREE COMMANDOS COMBINE. 

CAPE TOWN, March 28.—Commandants 
Kritzinger, Scheeper, and Van Reenan 
have joined forces, and the three com- 
mandos, 1,000 strong, are now moving in 
the direction of the Orange River, via 
Venterstad, Cape Colony. 

The British inflicted a repulse, on March 
20, on the commandos of Gen. Malan and 
Commandant Scheeper, on Sunday’s River, 
The Boers fled, having lost sixteen killed.

TUNNEL PROJECT OF 
MR. JOHNSON REJECTED 


His Amended Proposal to Mr. Orr 
Considered Disappointing. 


Rapid Transit Commissioners to Pro- 


ceed with Their Plans for the 
Brooklyn Extension. 


The Rapid Transit Commissioners re- 
jected at the meeting yesterday the offer 
of Albert L. Johnson to construct a tunnel 
to South Brooklyn and under the Narrows 
and Staten Island to the New Jersey shore. 
President Orr had requested that the offer 
to build the tunnel be made specific, and 
when Mr. Johnson's reply was read yester- 
day the Commissioners declared that they 
were disappointed. It was decided to pro- 
ceed with the present plan and attempt to 
have the Municipal Assembly approve the 
route from New York City Hall under the 
East River to the Borough Hall in Brook- 
lyn and thence to Flatbush Avenue and 
Atlantic, Avenue, the station of the Long 
Island Railroad. 

Mr. Johnson's letter to President Orr is 
substantially as follows: 

** You say that on certain conditions you 
will recommend to the Board of Rapid 
Transit Commissioners the withdrawal and 
an amendment of the applieation now 
pending before the Municipal Assembly. I 
do not suppose that you really expect me 
to enter into an immediate binding obliga- 
tion on the mere basis of what you, a 
single member of the board, are willing 
to recommend. If the board itself will 
make me a pruposition on the lines which 


I stated in the Municipal Assembly I will 
consider it, and unless I find it coupled 
with unfair or illegal conditions I will ac- 
cept it. I should prefer that the proposi- 
tion, if made, should be accompanied by 
a complete draft of the papers which I 
am required to sign. 

‘““One of the conditions stated in your 
letter is that I deposit now with the Con- 
troller $150,000, to be forfeited to the city 
in certain contingencies. I do not refuse 
this, but I must first have a _ positive 
opinion from my counsel as to its legality. 
By this advice I want you to know that 
in this you are treading on dangerous 
ground. Have you any lawful right to 
be influenced in your official action by 
such a consideration? Would a plan adopt- 
ed by the Commission under such an in- 
ducement be valid? These are questions of 
great gravity, you will see, if you study 
the decision of the Court of Appeals in 
the King’s Bridge extension case, reported 
in Volume 153, New York Reports. The 
King’s Bridge franchise was nullified, 
among other reasons, because the applicant 
offered to pay $250,000 into the Treasury, 
which the court held was an unlawful in- 
ducement—in effect a bribe. 

‘You _ ask for a precise statement of my 
plan. In general, according to the top- 
ography, the road will be tunnel, elevated, 
or depressed, and possibly in some places 
upon the surface of private property; there 
would be no surface railroad on streets or 
highways, and no street crossings. The 
route will include your route under, the 
East River, and would branch in Brooklyn 
to Fort Hamilton; it would go under the 
Narrows to Staten Island, and thence un- 
der the hill and across the flats to a 
point to be fixed upon the city lines. 
Further than this I cannot go at this 
minute. My engineers and surveyors wiil 
enable me, however, very speedily, to lay 
out quite as precise a general plan as that 
you have submitted to the Municipal As- 
sembly. I did not understand that the 
statute contemplates the*settlement of de- 
tail and exact specifications at this stage 
of the proceedii.gs. 

““T cannot allow you without 
my part to intimate that I am in fault in 
this business. Your commission applied to 
the Municipal Assembly for its consent to 
the construction of a tunnel railroad on a 
certain route. The consent is indispensa- 
ble, being required by the etatutes and by 
the Constitution of the State. The giving 
of it is not a perfunctory matter. The As- 
sembly is in duty bound to exercise judg- 
ment and discretion and come to a determi- 
nation of its own. To enable it to do so, it 
afforded public hearings, and at those hear- 
ings I appeared and stated what my views 
were, what I thought ought to be done, and 
what I myself was willing to do. I am not 
in anywise in default. It would have been 
idle and foolish (and in your heart you 
know it) for me even to hope for the adop- 
tion of my plans unless I first stirred up 
the people to support it. I know of no bet- 
ter time and no better means for winning 
that support. 

‘“*Mr. Orr, this is serious business for you 
no less than for me. I tell you plainly that 
if my plans are adopted I am able and will- 
ing to put up the one-million-dollar cash 
deposit required by law, to give additional 
bond security not proportionately more on- 
erous than was required of Mr. McDonald, 
to build and equip the tunnel and railroud 
at bottom bedrock cost to the city, and to 
wait for my reimbursement as to so much 
of the cost as may seem to be in excess of 
the city’s Constitutional debt limit, till the

‘elity can lawfully pay me; to carry passen- 


gers for three-cent fares within the city 
simits, to pay union wages in construction 
and operation, and to provide an adequate 
sinking fund for the cost of construction 
and eqjuipment. I may make no prodigious 
profit within the city, but the profit from 
my outside connections will be sufficient, 
and upon that | will rely. I assure you 
that there is a margin more than ample 
for working out these results, notwith- 
standing that precise specifications cannot 
yet be given. If the people fail to get these 
advantages, upon you and your colleagues 
will rest the responsibility.”” 

President Orr said that it would not be 
advisable to delay action on the Brooklyn 
tunnel project or to withdraw the plan now 
before the Municipal Assembly, pending 
further negotiations with Mr. Johnson. 
Controller Coler appeared at the meeting 
at its close. The letter of rejection wus 
sent to Mr. Johnson. [n it was embodied 
Mr. Orr's statement that the letter of Mr. 
Johnson was “disappointing’’ and his 
statement varying in essential particulars 
from the proposal made to the Municipal 
Assembly. The letter also said that the 
Commissioners considered that the pro- 
osal of Mr. Johnson, as. transmitted, 
ound him to nothing. 


THE CITY HALL LOOP. 


Civil Engineers Begin the Preliminary 
Work—The Fate of the Park Trees. 
The first work on the City Hall loop of 

the rapid transit tunnel was done yester- 

day. Some of the trees in City Hall Park 
which for many years have afforded grate- 
ful shade in the Summer, have been marked 
for destruction. The largest of these trees, 
which stands near the statue of Nathan 

Hale, and the fountain will be removed in 

a few days. The trees were planted over 

forty years ago. 

Frank D. Fisher, chief engineer of the 
Degnon-McLean Construction Company, 
and Chief Engineer Miller of the Depart- 
ment of Parks began yesterday to stake out 
the line of the loop which will run through 
the park. In addition to the destruction 
of the trees, the public comfort station built 
during the administration of Mayor Strong 
at an expense of $20,000, will have to be de- 


stroyed to make way for the station of the 
tunnel road. 

The engineers in charge of this section 
of the work said that In two weeks a trench 
would be dug along the line of the road in 
the park and that the work would be 
rushed through to early completion. It was 
said by officials of the Department of Parks 
that some attempt — be made to save 
the lasge elm trees, f found practicable 
they will be taken up and replanted after 
the tunnel has been completed. 

At the meetin of the Rapid Transit 
Board Calvin W. Hendrick, ngineer of 
Sewers, reported that on March 26, the an- 
niversary of the day when work was start- 
ed on the tunnel a year ago, there had been 
constructed 15,000 feet of sewers from 5 to 
20 feet in width along the line of the tun- 
nel. There were built in the year 4,500 feet 
of side sewers. 

Chief Engineer Parsons made a report 
on the request made by the Bricklayers’ 
Union that more brick and less concrete be 
used in the construction of the tunnel. En- 
gineer Parsons stated that the reason why 
the concrete was so extensively used was 
on account of the large amount of fron and 
steel work which had to be protected from 
dampness. He said if brick were used the 
large amount of mortar necessary would 
endanger the stability of the columns. He 
added that in a short time the bricklayers 
would have plenty of work to do in the tun- 
nell, as there would have to be built a brick 
backing along the side walls the entire 
length of the tunnel. The facings of the 
tunnel will also be of glazed brick at all the 
stations. 

Superintendent Herrick of the Degnon- 
McLean Construction Company said that 
by June 1 at least one block of the down- 
townm.section of the rapid transit tunnel 
would be completed. This block will prob- 
ably be that on Elm Street, from Prince 
‘Street to Bleecker. The iron framework

NOVEL REASON FOR A STRIKE. 


Molder Refuses to Address “oreman 
as “Mr.” and Trouble Follows.

ANSONIA, Conn., March 28.—The 
molders of the Farrell Foundry 
chine Company threaten to go out on 
strike because of the insistence of their 
foreman, Archie M. Loudon, that they ad- 
dress him only as ‘“‘ Mr.’’ Loudon. Yes- 
terday Daniel F. Sughrue, one of the 
best workmen in the molding room, called 


‘“*Loudon”’ to the foreman across. the 
room. All the men stopped work, expect- 
ing trouble. According to witnesses 
Loudon grew red in the face, and, striding 
across the room, demanded with an oath 
that he be called only» Mr. Loudon. This 
Sughrue refused to do, and the foreman 
discharged him. 

The molders belong to the _ strongest 
union in town, Iron Molders No. 71. They 
immediately sent a committee to the Presi- 
dent of the company, Franklin Farrell, de- 
manding Loudon’'s discharge. Mr. Farrell 
called both men to the office, where he 
persuaded Loudon to apologize. Sughrue 
would not accept the apology, and walked 
out. The company cannot reinstate a 
man without the foreman's 
and this Loudon now refuses to give. The 
local union has applied to headquarters 
for permission to strike. The latter tele- 
graphed to-day that it would send mem- 
ners of the Executive Board to investi- 
gate. 

Loudon recently had charge of the pour- 
ing of a forty-ton casting, the largest of its 
kind ever turned out in New England. He 
was highly praised in the local papers, 
and the men say he has since been intoler- 
able in his treatment of them.

STRIKE AT “IDLE HOUR” GROWS, 


OAKDALE, L. IL., March 28.—The strike 
at William K. Vanderbilt’s new mansion 
at Idle Hour is extending. The dispute 
over the employment of non-union men 
on a portion of the steam fitting plant not 
having been settled, delegates from the 
union to which the decorators and uphol- 
sterers belong came from New York to-day 
and ordered them out.

John Mitchell, President of the United 
Mine Workers, left this city for Wilkes- 
barre, Penn., at 5:55 P. M. yesterday on a 
Lehigh Valley train to attend a convention 
of the Executive Committee of, the anthra- 
cite districts of the union, which will be 
held in Wilkesbarre at 10 A, M. to-day, 
where he will make his first official report | 
of the result of his visit to New York. He 
was accompanied by the Rev. Edward 8. 
Philipps and the four officers of the union 
who came here with Mr. Mitchell first. All 
of them will attend the convention which, it 


' is expected, will indorse the position taken 


by Father Philipps and declare against a 
strike. 

Mr. Mitchell, when seen early in the af- 
ternoon in the Ashland House, declined to 
make any statements as to what he had 
done himself or regarding the probabilities 
of peace. He had several talks in his room 
with Father Philipps, who, later, gave out 
the following statement over his name: 

“The threatened strike of 143,000 anthra- 
cite miners in Northeastern Pennsylvania 
will not, in my opinion, take place. Thanks 
to the matchless diplomacy of President 
John Mitchell and the friendly offices and 
all-powerful influence of J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan, a basis fer future harmony between 
Operators and miners has been reached 
without the least friction to mar the beau- 
tiful horizon of peace. Of my committee 


and our meeting with Mr. Morgan yester- 
day, it is sufficient to say that it was sat- 
isfactory to him, to us, and to the public; 
and, by us, at least, will always be re- 
garded as a historic link between capital 
and labor, which we hope will never be 
broken. My long dream has at last been 
realized in the mastery of intellect over 
force as “represented by selfish policy in 
employer and resort to war in employe. 

“Time has worked wonders in the labor 
world and brought about a happy condi- 
tion of things, impossible six months ago. 
Then John Mitchell and the United Mine 
Ww orkers were practically strangers in 
Northeastern Pennsylvania and New York. 
To-day the name of John Mitchell is synon- 
omous in Wall Street and the coal offices 
of New York with conservatism, statesman- 
ship, and safe leadership; the United Mine 
Workers of America is a recognized body; 
its representatives, President Mitchell and 
the district officers, have met and conferred 
with the representative of the operators. 
More than that, a confidence in labor or- 
ganizations has been established which 
must eventually result in convincing the 
several individual or independent operators 
that the wisdom and patriotism which have 
brought financier and coal President and 
labor leader together have also taught them 
the value and usefulness of jointly con- 
ferring in time of peace to prevent war. 
The lesson has been taught without cost;

be well. for all concerned.” 

Mr. Mitchell would not admit that he had 
anything to do with this statement. The

statement, he said, was Father Philipps’s, 
and Father Philipps was responsible for it.

Though I am not one of the miners,” 
he said, after he had issued his formal 
statement, ‘‘ yet from my knowledge of 
what was said on both sides at the con- 
ference in Mr. Morgan’s office, I can safely 
Say I believe that there will be no strike, 
I will attend the convention in Wilkesbarre 
to-morrow, and I think the convention, 
after hearing our report, will think that our 
mission was highly successful.”

Joint Passenger Committee’s Decisions 


—Joint Agent for Buffalo Traffic— 
New York-Chicago Rates. 


An important meeting of the Joint Pas- 
senger Committee was held in this city 
yesterday at the offices of the Trunk Line 
Association. All the roads of the Trunk 
Line and the Central Traffic Associations 
were represented. The first matter to be 
disposed of was the appointment of a joint 
agent to take charge of the interests of 
the railroads at Buffalo during the com- 
ing Pan-American Exposition. The ap- 


pointment of Harry T. Smith as joint agent 
and of C. C. Jenkins as assistant was au- 
thorized, and these gentlemen will open 
offices in Buffalo about the middle of next 
month. 

The joint committee declined to concur 
with the proposition of the Central Traffic 
lines to authorize special excursion rates 
between Chicago and New York for the 
coming Summer. On the proposition to 
extend the time limit of the Buffalo ex- 
cursion rates, of one rate plus $1, from 
five to ten days, the roads, with the ex- 
ception of the Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chi- 
cago and St. Louis, were of the opinion 
that such an extension should not be grant- 
ed. The disagreeing line enters Buffalo 
via_the Lake Shore, and on motion of D. 
1. Roberts it was therefore agreed to refer 
the settlement of this question to General 
Passenger Agent Smith of the Lake Shore 
as a committee of one. 

The Michigan .Central applied for relief 
from the rates from Chicago to New Eng- 
land points and return, which the Grand 
Trunk intends to make next Summer, 
After some discussion, however, the Mich- 
igan Central withdrew its application. 


THE MEXICAN CENTRAL. 


Control of the Road Secured by the 
Atchison, as Reported. 
Announcement was made yesterday that 
W. L. Stow & Co. had secured control of 
the Mexican CentraZ Railway by purchase 
of a majority of thé stock of that railroad. 
W. L. Stow, in making the announce- 
ment, declined to disclose the identity of 
the interests for which the purchase was 
made. He said, however, that the road 


had been acquired for one of the two lines 
which connect with it at El Paso. These 
are the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé and 
the Southern Pacific, and the belief was 
general among railroad men yesterday 
that the purchase had been made for the 
Atchison. 

The main line of the Mexican Central ex- 
tends from the southern bank of the Rio 
Grande, opposite El Paso, to the City of 
Mexico. With the various branches, the 
total mileage is about 2,100 miles. The 
outstanding stock amounts to $47,953,100, 
and the total amount of bonds is $95,600,- 
0OoU. The earnings of the road have not 
amounted to much more than its fixed 
charges. 

It was intimated yesterday that the new 
interests would appear at the election of 
directors at the next annual meeting. 





Rumored Mission of James J. Hill. 


James J. Hill, President of the Great 
Northern Railroad, and supposedly the 
largest single stockholder in the Northern 
Pacific Railway, went to Boston yesterday 
for the purpese, as rumor had it, of con- 
ferring with officials of the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy Railroad, for the ac- 
quisition of which Northern Pacific inter- 
ests are still reported to be negotiating.

Young Woman Tried to Descend to 
Window by a Rope, but It Broke. 

When Emma Kump, twenty-one years 
old, a nurse employed by Dr. Louis Lich- 
stein at 149 East Ejighty-ninth Street, 
reached the house yesterday afternoon she 
found the door to her room, on the third 
floor, locked. She thought over the matter 
a moment, and then concluded that the 
proper way to get into the room under the 
circumstances was to let herself down from 
the window of the fourth floor to the win- 
dow of her room, on the floor below. She 
procured a clothes line and slipped it 
around the leg of a bed in the room on the 
fourth floor. Then she made one end of the 
rope fast around her waist. She climbed 
lightly out of the window and without the 


slightest hesitation began to let herself 
down. Anna Tott, the cook, was hanging 
out clofhes in the rear yard, and when she 
spled Miss Kump suspended in mid-air she 
shrieked: 

**Go back, Miss Kump. 
go back. You're crazy. 

The young nurse kept on letting herself 
down gently and answered gayly: 
“Oh, I guess I’m not crazy. 
watch and see me do it.”’ 

At that moment the worn-out end of the 
rope made fast to the bed succumbed to 
the weight of the young woman's body. A 
second later the intrepid young woman 
struck the flagstones of the yard, and she 
lay there groaning. The cook shouted in 
terror and then fainted. Dr. Lichstein re@n 
out, and found the nurse unconscious. He 
carried her into the house and found that 
her left arm was broken, her forehead 
badly cut, and her back injured, and she 
was internally hurt. She was sent to the 
Presbyterian Hospital in an ambulance, 
and it is feared that she will die. 

TROUT SEASON OPEN. 
Hundreds of Eager Anglers Sat Up All 
Night to be First at Their Favorite 
Long Island Stream. 

The Long Island trout fishing season 
opened this morning with the last stroke 
of midnight, and hundreds of fishermen 
who had anxiously awaited the event, 
boarded trains last night bound for their 
favorite fishing grounds, to be among 
the first at the streams. Hempstead, Bel- 
mar, Babylon, Oakdale, Islip, and every 
other town along the route received its 
quota of impatient visitors. Long before 
daylight the enthusiasts were up. Many 
di dnot go to bed at all, but sat by the 
fires in the clubs and in the hotels swap- 
ping fish stories, renewing old acquaint- 
ances, and, with bulging hip pockets, keep- 
ing one eye on the clock and the other on 
their gear, already laid out for use. 

In the various sporting stdres throughout 
the city it was said that there was an un- 
precedented early season rush for fishing 
supplies. Many of those who went, accord- 
ing to a saiesman in one of the large sport- 
ing stores, seemed about to begin their 
first experience with the first day of the 
season. Said this salesman: 

“A fellow came in here this morning 
and said that he wanted extra large trout 
hooks. I knew trom this that he had not 
much experience in the game, and that 
likely he had gained his knowledge from a 
fishing directory, and had acquired his 
casting Gown in the hallway or his flat. 
I told him, therefore, that at this season 
of the yeur small hooks were as useful as 
large ones for any sized trout that he 
would be likely to find willing to go nome 
with him. But he said he guessed he knew 
what he wanted. He didn’t give a rap what 
was ordinarily used, but wanted a hook for 
extra large sized trout as he was not one 
of the kind to dillydally with small fry. So 
I gave him what he asked for, and I know 
I'll never see him again.”’ 

In some localities, considering the young 
season, there was a surprising demand for 
steel rods. Steel rods, according to one of 
the experts, while they are cheap and of 
one price, are popularly supposed to be 
stronger than the split bamboo article. The 
rods are hollow, and but little heavier than 
bamboo. They are liable to rust, however, 
despite a coating of japanning which is in- 
tended to prevent just that drawback. 
Also, after some usage, experts say, they 
are just as Hable to breakage as are the 
bamboo rods, the point of fragture appear- 
ing in the joints, principally because of im- 
proper putting together and disjointing. 

The only other new device which seems 
to have taken a hold on the fishermen is 
the pantasote fishing coat, made in fawn 
color and especially adapted by its pliable- 
ness to fishing and climbing among rocks, 
boulders, and underbrush. 

There was the usual demand for lines, 
hooks, trout baskets, and wading boots. 
Though at this season of the year trout are 
best caught with worms, many scorn to 
use what they call an unsportsmanlike 
bait, and even at the risk of a comparative 
“skunk” at the hands of the wormbaiters 
they order flies. Among the flies used at 
this season are the brown hackle, the 
abbey fly, the red ibis, the professor, and 
the black spinner. 

However, fly or worm, the season is on 
full tilt, and the man with the $1.50-rod 
will be able to sell his prize to a $30-rod 
man, and the $30 man will be able to have 
his picture taken with his ‘ record break- 
er,’ and arm in arm the two will come 
home drinking out of the same flask and 
inventing conscienceless fish stories with 
no eye to the hereafter, but only on the 
date when the law again closes the 
streams.

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WILLIAM S. DEVERY 
IN THE ROLE OF JUDGE 


Ex-Chief of Police Knows All the 
Tricks of His Profession. 








Metes Out Justice Impartially, and Ren- 
ders Trials at Headquarters Interest- 
ing with His Humor and Siang. 





William S. Devery is never uninterest- 
ing to a layman when he sits at Police 
Headquarters in judgment over members 
of the uniformed force, to which, he con- 
tends, he still belongs, although his funo- 
tions as First Deputy Commissioner have 
been delegated to him by Col. Murphy. Mr. 
Devery rose from the ranks, and knows 
all the tricks of the trade, so that the 
delinquent wights who appear before him 
cannot deceive or feaze him. 

He has what is better than common 
sense, uncommon tact in getting to facts 
in a direct fashion, and an old-fashioned 
way of dealing out strict justice that is 
commended by all, even by those on whom 
his decisions fall the heaviest. And he 
preserves a keen sense of humor, which 
he exercises in a kindly way. No one in 
the trial room finds time hanging heavily 
while complaints are being investigated by 
the former Chief. e is severe, and at 
each session piles up important contribu- 
tions to the Police Pension Fund. He uses 
police slang freely, but it is a case of fel- 
low against fellow with a common jargon. 
In this respect he resembles George -W. 
Matsell, the only man in the history of 
the Police Department before Devery 
who after being a member of the uni- 


formed force tried members of it as a 
Commissioner. 

Mr. Devery had a calendar of thirty- 
seven charges before him when he began 
trials yesterday. He had disposed of it 
in two hours and a half at :80 o’clock, 
except for two adjourned hearings, which 
-were taken up in the afternoon. Some of 
me rulings and remarks were character- 
stic, 

In the case of Policemen O'Connell and 
Mahoney of the Elizabeth Street com- 
mand, accused of standing in uniform at 
the bar of a Bayard Street saloon, Rounds- 
man Hauptman failed to produce a witness 
who betrayed the defendants. 

* Better,’ said Mr. Devery, “ present a 
complete case or none at all. ou ought 
to have had him here. You get him by 3 
o'clock.”’ 

Later Hauptman said he could not find 
the man, and established that the men 
he accused were going from duty when 
he caught them. 


MUST RESPECT THE UNIFORM. 


“You men,” said Devery in pronouncing 
judgment, ‘“‘ ought to respect the uniform. 
Standing up to a bar with the buttons on 
don’t look nice. You ought to stay out 
of such places while you have them on. 
I'm going to fine you ten days’ pay each, 


You could have gone home and put on 
citizen’s clothes and then have got all 
the rum you wanted.” 

‘‘T’ll fine you three days’ pay,’’ said the 
ex-Chief to Policeman C, A. Nielson of 
the same command, who met a complaint 
of not being found on post with the ex- 
cuse that he searched for a _ burglar. 
“When you are called off in that way 
rap, for your side partner and cover your- 
self.”’ 

Policemen Joseph Rothschild and C. J. 
O'Neil were promptly fined five days’ pay 
each for failing to discover burglaries com- 
mitted on their posts, in the First Avertue 
command. In each case Mr, Devery inti- 
mated that anxiety to be relieved militated 
against good police duty. 

** Don’t make any more such complaints,” 
was the rap on the knuckles Mr. Devery 
gave Roundsman Leary of the Oak Street 
Squad, who did not investigate Policeman 
Carter’s excuse that he was not found 
because he was clearing a _ street-traffic 
block. ‘‘ The officer ought to have your 
place. You ought not to be a Roundsman,. 
Case dismissed.”’ 

Roundsman Boettler said he was “ satis- 
fied’ that Policeman Shea of the Bicycle 
Squad was not on his post, and there was 
a question of five minutes’ disappearance 
of the accused, 


‘*How far,’ asked Mr. Devery, “can 
you go in five minutes?”’ 

‘*A mile and a half.” 

“Well, you're a very slow rider. Make 


sure next time. Travel properly. I1 dis- 
miss your complaint.” 

A complaint by Roundsman Sweeney 
against another member of this squad, F. 
X. Conway, was dismissed, because the 
complainant had not probed the defend- 
ant’s excuse, with ‘‘ Make a better com- 
plaint next time.” 

“Pay your debts,” said the Deputy Com- 
missioner to Policeman C. A. itscher of 
the Old Slip Station House, accused of 
owing $30. “TI'll fine you fifteen days’ 
pay, and may try to remit it if you pay up. 


But pay your debts.” 
Roundsman Butler caught Policemen 
Boylan and Mahoney of the Oak Street

A CHARACTERISTIC CASE. 


The longest case was that of Policeman

James E. Taylor, colored, 
who is employed under Postmaster Van 
Cott, accused him of assault on February 
20, at Wendell’s Assembly Rooms, where 
there was a ball of Hamilton Lodge, 
Grand United Order of Odd Fellows. Mr. 


Devery was perfectly fair with Taylor and 
his witnesses, urging them not to be timid 
and to present their case fully. Taylor was 
vindictive and impertinent, and often pro- 
claimed that policemen could not tell the 
truth. He and his witnesses established 
that he created trouble by pulling a chair 
from under Tobin. They did not prove 
the assault. Taylor was arrested as a dis- 
orderly person, but was discharged at a 
police court.

SHOTS FOLLOW A QUARREL. 


Fellow-Contractor’s Criticism Enrages a 
Paperhanger—One Bullet Takes Ef- 
fect—Policeman’s Peril. 

The question of how a piece of wall 
paper should be hung to get the best color 
effect caused a quarrel between¢’two con- 
tractors yesterday afternoon at 205 West 
One Hundred and Forty-first Street, dur- 
ing which Harry A. Von Dietsch, fifty-two 
years old, a painter and decorator of 1,737 
Avenue A, was shot and dangerously 
wounded by Louis P. Manes, forty-seven 


years old, a paperhanger of 440 West 
Thirty-seventh Street. Manes, in trying 
to escape after the shooting, fired at a 


policeman who was pursuing him, but nar- 


rowly missed his mark, and was ar- 
rested. 

Von Dietsch had the contract for paper- 
ing and decorating the row of flats from 
201 to 207 West One Hundred and Forty- 
first Street, and sublet the paper hanging 
contract to Manes. The two men met on 
the street in front of the flats yesterday, 
and Von Dietsch criticised Manes’s manner 
of hanging the paper. Angry words en- 
sued, and finally Manes drew a revolver 
and fired three shots at Von Dietsch. Two 
of the bullets went wild, but the third 
entered Von Dietsch’s lower jaw on the 
right side and passed out through the left 
cheek, making an ugly and dangerous 
wound, 

Manes fled up Seventh Avenue, with 
Policeman Brueck of the West One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-fifth Street Station, who 
had seen the shooting, in pursuit. At One 
Hundred and Forty-fifth Street the police- 
man called on Manes to stop. The latter 
turned, and, taking steady aim, fired at 
the policeman’s head. The bullet went 
wild, and Manes continued up the avenue. 
Brueck then drew his revolver and shout- 


ed: 
“If you don’t drop that pistol I'll drop 
you.” 


Manes promptly stopped running and 
waited for the officer. A large crowd 
which had been following in the wake 


of the fugitive had halted and scattered 
when the contractor had fired at Brueck. 
The prisoner was taken to the station 
house, and later to the Harlem _ Police 
Court, where he was held in $2,000 for 
trial. Von Dietsch was taken to the Man- 
hattan Hospital, where it was said that his 
injury would require a great deal of 
care. 





$60,000 Fire at Jamesburg, N. J. 
JAMESBURG, N. J., March 28.—The big 
shirt factory of Kohlenzer & Dazain was 
destroyed by fire this morning. The flames 
started in Bennett's fruit store, adjoining 


the factory, leaped to the factory, and 
thence spread to the grocery store of Louis 
Mount, which was totally destroyed. The 
loss’ is estimated at between $50,000 and

The storm centre in the Northeast has passed 
into the Atlantic, and the pressure in the t- 
lantic States, though still low, is rising rapidly. 
There 1s another depression of marked char- 
acter in the extreme Southwest, with a ten- 
dency toward an eastward movement. It is thus 
far attended by little precipitation, except in 
Colorado, where snow is falling; elsewhere east 
of the Rocky Mountains the weather has been 
generally fair, except from Western New York 
eastward, where there were also light snows. 

Temperatures are below the seasonal average, 
except in the Gulf States and the extreme 
Northwest, and have appreciably fallen in New 
England and the nofthern portion of the Middle 
Atlantic States. 

West of the Rocky Mountains the weather has 
been fair, except in Northern Nevada and Utah 
and on the north Pacific Coast, where there was 
a little rain. Temperatures were somewhat 
higher, except in the Southern district. 

There will be snow in the Central Rocky 
Mountain region and rain or snow in the Middle 
and Southern Slopes and extreme Southwest. 
During Saturday rain or snow will probably ex- 
tend into the Middle and Upper Mississippi 
Valley. With these exceptions, generally fair 
weather will prevail east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains during the next two days.

Charged With Misconduct With a 
Young Married Woman. 





Trial Secretly Held and the Finding 
Not Published—Accused Is Now 


in New Jersey. 





A scandal involving the suspension of a 
minister from the Brooklyn Presbytery, 
which has been kept a secret by that body 
for some months, became public yesterday. 
The clergyman concerned is the Rev. Dr. 
Alfred H. Moment, who has been supplying 
the pulpit of Immanuel Presbyterian 
Church, in Flatbush. Dr. Moment, as the 
result of an investigation by the Presby- 
tery, has been suspended on charges of 
* conduct unbecoming a Christian minis- 
ter." His suspension was recommended by 
the Judicial Commission of the local Pres- 
bytery in December last, but so carefully 
guarded from publicity was the matter that 
it did not leak out until yesterday. Dr. 
Moment’s suspension expires in July, but 
it is not expected that he will resume his 
work in Brooklyn. He is now staying at 
Scotch Plains, N. J. 

Concerned with him 
conduct is a young married woman whom 
the minister baptized when she was a child. 
Dr. Moment is fifty-five years old, a wid- 
ower, with a daughter about sixteen 
years of age. What adds interest to the 
ease is the fact that Dr. Moment was 
Chairman of the Prosecuting Committee of 
the Brooklyn Presbytery in the trial about 
a year ago 


of charges against the Rev. 
George L. McClelland, whom Dr. Moment 


in his alleged mis- 


succeeded in the pulpit of Immanuel 
Church. 
Dr. McClelland was charged with work- 
ing against the interests of his church and 
with misstatements as to the amount of 
salary he drew prior to becoming pastor 
of Immanuel Church. The charges against 
him were dismissed by the Presbytery, but 
he left Brooklyn and went to Albany. Dr. 
Moment was one of the most active in the 
prosecution of the charges against Mr. 
McClelland. He is alsu said to have op- 
posed giving Mr. McClelland a letter when 
the latter left the Brooklyn Presbytery. 
Not long after Dr. Moment became act- 
ing pastor of Immanuel Church, unpleasant 
rumors concerning him got afloat, and the 
matter finally was taken up by the local 
Presbytery. resulting, as stated, in the sus- 
pension of Dr. Moment last December. The 
young married woman concerned with Dr. 
Moment in the alleged misconduct is a 
member of a family which was connected 
with the Spring Street Presbyterian Church, 
Dr. Moment was the pas- 
tor there. This young woman has rela- 
tives connected with the Central and 
Lafayette Avenue Presbyterian Churches 
in Brooklyn, it is said. When Dr. Moment 
was a the pulpit of the Spring Street 
Church, about twenty years ago, the young 
woman was a child, it is said, and was 
baptized by him. The discovery of alleged 
misconduct between the two, it is claimed, 
was made by the young woman's mother. 
This alleged discovery is said to have been 
made since the decision in the McClelland 
case.

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CHARTER PROVISIONS 


Senate Committee Decides on Ed- 
ucational Features. 








A Central Board of Forty-six Members 


Provided—Trustees to Control Some 

’ of the City Hospitals. 

‘ Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, March 28.—The most important 
feature of the proposed new charter which 
was left open after last night's protracted 
session of the Senate Cities Committee was 
the educational feature. An educational 
provision was agreed upon by the commit- 
tee to-day. Senator Elsberg, who had most 
to do with drawing up the provision, said 
of it: 

“The chapter is as the Charter Revision 
Commission recommended with modifica- 
tions along the line of the Elsberg bill in 
regard to the distribution of excise moneys, 
and the number of district and associate 
Superintendents.” 

The school chapter provides for a central 
Board of Education composed of forty-six 
members. There will be one local board 
for each borough. The excise tax that now 
foes toward the pension fund will be re- 
tained, and the 4 per cent. tax on the city 
Generally for educational purposes will be 
retained. The Davis law scheme fixing the 
maximum and minimum salaries of teach- 
ers is incorporated. The local boards, how- 
ever, are to arrange salary schedules be- 
tween maximum and minimum points sub- 
ject to the approval of the central board. 
There are to be six associate Superintend- 
ents. 

The Auditing Department of the Board 
of Edueation is put back under control of 
the city Controller, while the associate Su- 
perintendents and the Board of Examiners 
are to be added to those in control of the 
school teachers’ salary fund. ; 

The police section of the charter provides 
that the Police Commissioner shall appoint 
two Deputy Chiefs of Police from among the 
five Deputy Chiefs of Police in office, and 
the three Deputy Chiefs of Police not so 
appointed who shall have been in said 
office prior to the Ist day of July, 1900, 
shall become Inspectors of Police, with the 
salaries of Deputy Chiefs and the rights 
granted to Deputy Chiefs in respect to the 
relief pension fund. At present there are 
five Deputy Chiefs. 

Assemblyman Davis, at the meeting of 
the Assembly Cities Committee to-day, sug- 
gested an amendment to the police section 
of the charter giving the Mayor the right 
to remove deputies as well as to remove 
the Commissioner. Mr. Davis received no 
more encouragement than was given to 
Senator Elsberg when he put forward a 
similar peepee in the Senate Cities 
Committee last night. 

Contrary to the first decision of the Sen- 
ate Cities Committee the control of the hos- 
pitals in the greater city will be divided. 
The receiving hospitals will be taken away 
from Superintendent Keller, A special com- 
mission to be appointed by the Mayor will 
be placed in chargeyvof these particular in- 
stitutions. It is ovided that the control 
of Bellevue Hospital and the Fordham, 


Harlem, and Gouverneur Hospitals and the 
Emergency Hospital in East Twenty-sixth 





Street, in the City of New York, shall 
cease, and shall be vested in a bourd of 


trustees of seven, together with the Chari- 
ties Commissioner, appointed by the Mayor 
from lists presented by the United Hebrew 
Charities of the City of New York, the par- 
ticular council of the Society of St. Vincent 
De Paul in New York, and the New York 
Association for Improving the Condition of 
the Poor. 

Other features of the charter as prepared 
by the Senate Cities Committee are as fol- 
ows: 

A single-headed Dock Commission. This 
will be opposed by the Assembly committee, 
which wants three Commissioners. 

Annual salary of $1,000 for Aldermen. 
The Assembly committee believes the sal- 
ery of an Alderman should be $2,000. 

The Board of Aldermen, together with 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, 
are to have power so that they shall no 
longer be merely allowed, but it shall be 
their duty, to fix the salary of every person 
who draws pay from the City of New York. 
This will take away absolutely from every 
head of department the power to fix the 
salaries of his own subordinates—a power 
which it is believed has led to flagrant 
abuses in the past. 

Porough Presidents will be practically 
Commissioners of Public Works. 

The Controller’s salary is fixed at $15,000. 

There will be a_single-headed Health 
Board and a single-headed Board of Chari- 
ties. 

The bill contains the recommendation of 
the Charter Revision Commission that the 
Mayor’s power of removal extend through- 
out his entire term. 

The presence here to-day of Herbert R. 
Limburger, attorney for the Ramapo Com- 
pany, gave rise to the report that some 
new Ramapo legislation would be inserted 
$n the charter. The report could not be 
verified. 


DISAPPOINTED ASSEMBLYMEN. 


Three Legislators Who Expected to 
Play Important Parts in Charter 
Revision and Did Not. 


Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, March 28.,—It would have been 
@ hard task to find in Albany to-day three 
more disgusted men than Assemblymen 
Otto Kelsey of Livingston and Gerhardi 
Davis and Julius Seymour of New York. 
Ever since the session opened these three 
Assemblymen have been students of the 
Charter Revision Commission’s report. It 
has been practically the only literature to 
which they have given time and attention. 
At night, when his fellow-Assemblymen 
at the ‘‘ House of Commons” have sought 
relief from the cares of the day in good- 
fellowship, Mr. Kelsey has hied him away 
to his room and burned the midnight oil 
poring over the great volume prepared by 
George L. Rives and his collaborators. 

Assemblyman Davis never went to New 
York that he did not carry a copy of the 
commission’s work in his gripsack, and he 
read it going and coming. He read it with 
such absorbing interest that the train 
hewsboy is said to have asked him one 
day for the title of ‘“‘ his novel,’’ thinking, 
doubtless, from the interest Mr. Davis took 
in it, the book would be a good “ seller.’”’ 
As for Mr. Seymour, he has taken more 
interest in charter revision than he did in 
osteopathy, which is saying a good deal. 

The painstaking study of the report by 
these three gentlemen was for a laudable 
purpose. They were preparing themselves 
for the work of molding the Charter Re- 
vision bill which was to become a law. 
Deep was their disappointment and disgust 
when they learned last night that their 
services as charter molders were not de- 
sired. They had expected that the Charter 
Revision bill would be the work of the 
Joint Cities Committee, and in this work 
they had expected to shine by virtue of 
their special knowledge. But the Senate 
Committee on Cities ignored them. The 
Senate committee, with the assistance of 
the Charier Revision Commission, framed 
a bill to its satisfaction, and this bill will 
be introduced to-morrow with the under- 
standing that it is the administration bill. 
The measure will go to the printer to- 
morrow afternoon, and it is expected back 
on the desks of the members Tuesday. 

For a while to-day, Messrs. Kelsey, 
Davis, and Seymour were talking in a re- 
bellious strain. They were inclined to 
“throw down” the Senate bill when it 
came over to the Assembly, and fix it up 
according to the ideas of the Assembly 
Cities Committee. When Senator Strana- 
han, learning of their ruffled feelings, sent 
for one of the trio, the indignant Assembly- 
man refused to answer the summons. The 
atmosphere was squally. The Democrats 
on the Assembly Cities Committee, who 
knew of the row, were predicting that un- 
less the Governor sent in an emergency 
message on the charter revision, there 
would be a wrangle between the two 
houses which would protons the session to 
May. But later in the day there came a 
caim, and the probability now seems to be 
that the Assembly will accept the Senate 
bill without serious protest. 


CORPORATION TAX BILL PASSES 








Democrats Attack the Governor's 
Measure in the Assembly—Vote 
Was 90 to 35. 


ALBANY, March 28.—The fourth and last 
of Gov. Odell’s tax bills, the Lewis meas- 
ure, offering inducements to domestic cor- 
porations doing business in the State with 
their factories located in other States to 
locate their manufactories in New York, 
passed the Assembly to-day by a vote of 90 
ayes, 35 nays, after it had been opposed 
by Messrs. Fitzgerald and Harburger of 
Wew York, and Frisbie of Schoharie.

When enacted 
nto law it would result in domestic cor- 
porations which erected their factories in 
other States coming back into New York. 

A call of the House was ordered, and the 
bill was passed.

PLAN NOW TO LEGALIZE 
CHRISTIAN SCIENTISTS 


Assemblyman Bell Has a “ Vision” 
of Amendments. 








MEDICAL MEN TO FIGHT THEM 


“Scientists” Will Be Prohibited from 
Practice Only in Surgical and 
Contagious Disease Cases.

ALBANY, March 28.—In the Assembly to- 
day Assemblyman Bell gave notice that he 
would call up his Christian Scientist bill 
next Wednesday. Mr. Bell now says he has 
hopes of passing the measure. His new 
found hopes are based upon what he termed 
“‘a Christian Science vision '’’ which he had 
last night. 

“TIT was sitting in my room,” said Mr. 
Bell, ‘‘smoking my pipe and feeling very 
sore at the tuPn affairs had taken. Nobody 
seemed to be satisfied with the legislative 
situation as regards my bill. least of all 
myself. I began to do some hard thinking 
to see if there was not some way in which 
the bill could be made satisfactory to the 
doctors and unobjectionable to the ‘ scien- 
tists."" What is it that the doctors really 
demand in the last analysis? I asked my- 
self. And the answer came, they want to 
prevent persons having no medical educa- 
tion from treating contagious or infectious 
diseases or having to do with any cases re- 
quiring operative surgery. 

“That, I said, is the solution of the whole 
problem. The Christian Scientists will be 
willing to be restricted to that extent, and 
the osteopaths have already agreed to such 
restriction in the bill introduced by Mr. Sey- 
mour. My ‘ vision’ told me the warring fac- 
tions could be brought together on that 
basis and that the Assembly would surely 
bass a bill framed on those lines. 

‘“‘So the first thing I did this morning 
was to telegraph to Dr. Frank Van Fleet, 
the Secretary of the New York County Med- 
ical Society, informing him that I would be 
in New York Saturday and would arrange 
for a conference on that day between him 
and Dr. Robert T. Morris, representing the 
Medical Society, and Caro] Norton and Mrs. 
Laura Lathrop, representing the Christian 
Scientists. When I reached the Capitol one 
of the first men I met was George H. Kin- 
ter, who represents the Buffalo Christian 
Science element, and who has been active 


in Albany in opposing my bill. I told him 
the compromise I had thought out. 

“*] think that will be satisfactory to my 
people,’ he said. ‘ You get the doctors to 
agree to it and I think opposition to your 
bill will be withdrawn.’ 

‘“When I call my bill up Wednesday,” 
continued Mr. Bell, “I will offer two 
amendments to it. On the second page of 
the bill, where a practitioner of medicine is 
described as any person who shall, for re- 
muneration, profess to heal or give treat- 
ment to any person, by the use of any 
means whatsoever, whether with or without 
the use of any medicine, drug, instrument, 
or appliance for the relief or cure of ‘ any 
wound, fracture, bodily injury, infirmity, 
physical or mental, or other defects or dis- 
ease,’ I will strike out the clause beginning 
with ‘any wound’ and insert the words 
“any contagious or infectious disease or 
perform operative surgery.’ And to the end 
of the bill I will add this new section: 

Provided, however, that any ogteopath may 
practice the treatment known as osteopathy 
who shall first pass a satisfactory examination 
at the hands of the State Board of Regents in 
academic subjects, and who shall have received 
# license to practice osteopathy from said board, 
but no osteopath shall be allowed to use or pre- 
scribe medicines or drugs in the treatment of 
diseases, nor be allowed to use operative sur- 
gery or treat what are commonly known as 
contagious or infectious diseases, 

“Do you think the doctors will 
those amendments?”’ Mr. Bell was asked. 

“TIT think they will. My conscience tells 
me that I have found the just and proper 
solution of the controversy, and whether 
the physicians agree or not, I will move 
the bill with those amendments and take 
the responsibility for it myself. 

‘“‘T have made a partial canvass of the 
Assembly to-day. I have informed mem- 
bers who could not see their way clear to 
vote for the bill in its present form of the 
changes which I proposed to have made, 
and thirty members who had declared their 
intention of voting against the bill as it 
now reads told me they would gladly sup- 
port it with the amendments I intend to 
offer. I think there is no doubt that we 
will be able to pass the bill in its new 
form.” 

From talks had with several of the mem- 
bers who are strong advocates of legisla- 
tion against the healing practices of the 
Christian Scientists, it is by no means cer- 
tain that the medical fraternity will give 
its consent to Mr. Bell’s amended bill. They 
say that, to pass the bill as Mr. Bell now 
proposes to change it, would legalize the 
practice of the Christian Scientists in all 
cases except those of contagious or infec- 
tious diseases and cases of operative 
surgery. Rather than do this, they say 
it would be far better to have no legisla- 
tion at all upon the subject, leaving the 
Christian Scientists to take whatever re- 
sponsibility they must take under the ex- 
isting law.

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NEW TRIAL FOR KENTUCKIANS. 


Supreme Court Reverses Verdicts 
Againsts Powers and Howard In 


the Goebel Murder Case. 

FRANKFORT, Ky., March 28.—The Court 
of Appeals to-day granted new trials to 
Caleb Powers and James Powers, sen- 
tenced in the lower court to life imprison- 
ment and death, respectively, in connec- 
tion with the shooting of William Goebel 
in February, 1900. z 

In the Howard case the entire court con- 
curred, but in the Powers decision the 
Court_was divided on political lines. The 
four Republican Judges united in an opin- 
ion written by Judge Du Relle, and the 
three Democratic Judges in a dissent by 
Judge White. The decision in the Powers 
case hold the Taylor pardon invalid, but 
orders a new trial on the ground of errone- 
ous instructions to the jury and admission 
of incompetent testimony. THe Howard 
case is reversed because of erroneous in- 
structions, incompetent evidence admitted 
in the trial, and other minor points. 

The trial for Powers will probably take 
place at Georgetown in May. Howard's 
case probably will be passed until the Fall 
term, Both Powers and Howard are in 
jail here. 


A YOUNG WIFE ACCUSED. 


Her Mother-in-Law Charges Grand Lar- 
ceny—A Mysterious Letter—The 
Husband’s Story. 


YONKERS, N. Y., March 28.—Mrs. Kath- 
erine Wegener of this city was arrested to- 


day by Detective William Welch in the 
New York County Court House. The 
young woman was brought here, and to- 
night was arraigned upon a charge of 
grand larceny and released under bail of 
$1,000. The charge was made by her moth- 
er-in-law. 


Paul Wegener is the young woman's hus- 
band. Two years ago, he states, he mar- 
ried Katharine Rupple of New York. She 
had been committed to the House of Mercy. 
He knew this and the facts of her life, but 
he loved her. His parents disowned him, 
and he and his wife went to live with her 
parents on West Ninety-ninth Street, New 
York. 

The husband later was forgiven by his 
father and mother, and the young couple 


went to live with them at Mount Vernon. 
Wegener at that time was employed by 
the Metropolitan Street Railway. Some 
time afterward he secured a position with 
an insurance company. 


On his wife’s assurance that she could 
no longer remain with his parents Weg- 
ener rented a home in this city. After a 
short time here they moved to a flat in 
West Ninety-eighth Street. While living 
there they obtained a child when it was 
three days old from a person in Brooklyn. 


This they palmed off as their pwn. The 
child brought about a second reconciliation 
between Wegener and his parents. The 
couple returned to them. 

Wegener says he entered their room late 
in the evening three weeks ago, and found 
his wife writing a letter. When he asked 


to see the létter she refused. Then he 
ordered her from the house, first forcing 
her to give him the letter. This he says

TRAIN SMASH HIS FAULT. 


Conductor Admits His Failure to Read 
Instructions Properly Caused the 


Bordentown Disaster. 

TRENTON, N.-J., March 28.—Conductor 
Edward S. Sapp admitted at the inquest 
being held by Coroner Bower into the col- 
lision between the Nellie Bly Express train 
and a local accommodation, near Borden- 
town, on Feb. 21 last, that he was respon- 
sible for the accident. In reply to ques- 
tfors he acknowledged that he had failed 
to properly read his instructions, which 
were to wait on the siding until the three 
sections of the express train had passed. 
He waited until two sections had passed 


and then ran out onto the main line, and 
the collision followed. 

His only explanation as to how he made 
the mistake was that his thumb must have 
covered the figure 3, which indicated the 
third section. Sapp also admitted that he 
had been notified before leaving Camden 
that the Nellie Bly was running in three 
sections. 


Among the witnesses heard were Train 


Dispatcher Ancker of Camden, who sent 
the orders for the meeting of the two 
trains; J. B. Kunzi, the Bordentown op- 


erator, who received the orders, and Mor- 
ris Fitzpatrick, the messenger boy at Bor- 
dentown, who delivered the orders to En- 
gineer Thompson and Conductor Sapp. 

It was brought out during the testimony 
of Kunzi that the rules of the company 
require the engineer and conductor, upon 
receiving orders, to read them aloud in the 
presence of the messenger delivering them. 
Messenger Iitzpatrick testified that this 
was not done by either Sapp or Thompson, 
(the engineer of the local train, who died 
in the hospital yesterday,) and it was also 
disclosed that, notwithstanding this rule of 
the company, it was not the custom to read 
the orders aloud, 

The inquest will be continued to-morrow 
morning. 


AN INVALID FOUND DEAD. 
His Body Lay at the Bottom of, an 


Air Shaft. 
Harrison T. Benjamin, twenty-two years 
old, who lived in the Lexington Apart- 
ments, 126 East Thirty-fourth Street, 


either jumped or fell into the air-shaft at 
the house yesterday evening, and was 
found dead at the bottom an hour later. 
He had been suffering from nervous pros- 
tration, and had just returned to the city 


after a month at Lakewood. He com- 
plained much, however, of the noises in 
the streets and in other flats.

“POUNDING” THE FIREMEN 


Efforts to Stop Forced Payments 
for Election Purposes. 





Firemen Complain of Frequent Trans- 
fers If They Refuse to Pay—Expect 
Two-Platoon Bill to Stop it. 


Acting as spokesman for a number of his 
comrades, one of the older firemen in the 
New York Fire Department said yesterday 
that the real cause of the opposition of 
Commissioner Seannell and others high in 
authority in the department to the proposed 
Two-Platoon bill now before the Legislat- 
ure at Albany was that, should the bill be- 
come a law, Tammany Hall would lose its 
power in the department, so far as the col- 
lection of money for election and other pur- 
poses was concerned. As it is now, Tam- 
many, he said, could, through shifting men 
whenever it saw fit to various out-of-the- 
way stations, cause so much trouble and 
annoyance to the man affected as to make 
a non-compliance with demands noth- 
ing less than a perpetual torment. 

“As it is now,” said the fireman respon- 
sible for the interview, ‘“‘ they can and do 
move us whenever they think that the con- 
duct of the person whom they wish to pun- 
ish has warranted the action. We are 
asked at election times to contribute $15 a 
man to the funds of the organization, re- 
gardless of our political affiliations. Should 
we refuse, then we are immediately shifted 
as a general rule, and the shifting is kept

up just as long as the Commissioner ,or 
other person responsible for the moving 


thinks necessary.”’ 

‘**One of the engineers, A. S. Stewart, now 
of Engine Company 17, on Ludlow Street, 
in 1898 was asked by one of the Brooklyn 
leaders to contribute to the election funds 
and refuscd. Here is what he got for his 
refusal: After notifying him that unless he 
complied he would be shifted, and a'‘refusal 
on his part resulting, they sent him to Bath 


Beach. Then they shifted him to Benson- 
hurst, where he remained a few months, 
and then moved him back to Bath Beach. 
From there he was moved shortly twelve 
miles away to East New York, and again 


detailed to Brooklyn. He remained there a 
while and was then moved back to the sta- 
tion in East New York. After staying in 
East New York a while he was transferred 
to the Brooklyn water front and finally to 


Ludlow Street. where he is now, vending 
unother transfer. 
“This is only one in a hundred similar 


eases and serves to illustrate what a blow 
to the power of Tammany Hall the two- 
shift bill would be if it became a law. 
Should it become a law the men would not 
object to the transfers, for then they could 
get home anyway. But now suppose a man 
is stationed at Coney Island. He gets only 
one meal at home each day. Being allowed 
only three hours for meals he can make 
cnly one trip home, for if he tried to make 
two or three, as is the case in the city, they 
would get him for being absent without 
leave. 


‘““Not only are the men under the ban 
continually being shifted, but everything 
else as well that can be done in the way 
of cutting off privileges enjoved by those 


who ‘give up’ when asked is resorted to. 
The engineers in one company are re- 
quired to scrub the floor like the firemen, 


and then to keep the engine polished be- 
sides. This does not apply to all the sta- 
tions. 


“The men in the department expect the 
two-shift bill to do away with this con- 
tinufl pounding. Commissioner Scannell's 
claim that 400 extra men would be required 
is a little at variance with the real facts 
in the case. Already during this year, 105 
men have been added to the department. 
Add to this number the 100 men detailed 
to the repair shops, and put them on duty 
as firemen, and there would be necessary 
only about 200 extra men to make up the 
shifts. This repair-shop business is a slick 
scheme, They will call a man and ask him: 
‘Didn't you fall off a wagon?’ or some 
other similar question. ‘We will put you 
on the sick list and give you a place in 
the repair shop, then,’ they tell him, and 
he then does eight hours’ work instead of 
twenty-one, as the rest of us do. To take 
the place of these repairers. they should 
take mechanics from the civil service list. 
take mechanics from the civil service list.’’

ALBANY, March 28.—The New York fire- 
men’s double-platoon bill will be moved in 
the Senate next week, and its advocates 
are confident of its passage. If the bill be- 
comes a law it is the plan of the firemen 
to request Fire Commissioner Scannel to 
exercise the discretion granted to him to 
introduce the system in New York. If he 
refuses, his reappointment, it is said, will 
be strongly opposed. 

The advocates of the bill its 
principal object is to do away with what is 
known as “ pounding” in the Fire Depart- 


ment. Under the present system, if a fire- 
man incurs the displeasure of Tammany, 
the Fire Department can break his spirit 
by transfers. This is what is called ‘‘ pound- 
ing.”’ 

A statement has been made to the Senate 
Committee on Cities that since Jan. 1 nine- 
teen members of the Fire Department of 
Greater New York have died. 
were killed, and the remaining fifteen are 
said to have died from diseases which could 
be almost directly attributed to long hours 
and undue exposure.

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_ THREE NEW HIGH SCHOOLS 


Two for Boys and One for Girls 
Are Now Under Way. 


Eighteen Months Before Their Comple- 
tion—The Structures Will Embody 
Every Modern Convenience. 


Ground has just been’broken for the two 
new high schools for boys, and work will 
be pushed forward on the new buildings 
as quickly as possible, The work on the 
new high school for girls, for which ground 
was broken on Dec. 18, has progressed 
steadily. The basement walls are now up 
level with the sidewalk and part of the 
first tier of beams have been put in. 

It is estimated that eighteen months will 
be required for the building of the new 
schools. 

The Peter Cooper High School, for boys, 
is to be built on the north side of East One 
Hundred and Sixty-sixth Street, on the 
block bounded by the Boston Road on the 
west and by Jackson Avenue on the east. 
The school will provide for 2,735 students, 
which, if circumstances warrant, can be 
increased to about 3,000. 

In style the building is designated as 
English collegiate Gothic, adapted to mod- 
ern uses and construction. The exterior 
will be of gray brick, with gray stone and 
terra cotta trimmings. The most striking 
feature is the great central tower, nearly 
560 feet square and about 170 feet in height. 
It contains the large ventilating shafts. 

The upper floors of the tower have been 
designed to provide laboratories. Beneath 
the extreme easterly side, on Jackson Ave- 
nue, is the sub-basement. Above the base- 
ment are seventy-one rooms in all, not 
counting those used for stores, toilets, 
preparation, and lockers. Of the seventy- 


one rooms there are forty-six section rooms 
of about the usual size. Each room is 
lighted by a large window or combination 
of windows in a single opening. 

Besides the section rooms 
twelve laboratories for chemical, physio- 
logical, biological, physiographical, and 
other purposes, and three lecture rooms to 
be used in connection therewith. Indepen- 
dent of the lecture rooms there will be pro- 
vided four large study halls, one on each of 
the stories. A large library, five rooms for 
special purposes, and separate gymnasiums 
have been provided, each with its running 
track, shower baths, locker rooms, doctor’s 
examination room, &c. 

The auditorium has been formed by a 
two-story structure at the rear of the 
building, with entrances not only from 
the main building but from the adjoining 
streets, The ground for the Peter Cooper 
High School cost the city $112,637.40. he 
building will cost $583,000. 

The High School of Commerce will be 
differentiated from the other boys’ high 
school_,in point of architecture, the idea 
being to put up a structure rather more 
suggestive outside of a modern office 
building. It is to be built on the northerly 
ride of Sixty-fifth Street, about 300 feet 
west of Broadway, and running through 
the block to the southerly side of Sixty- 
sixth Street, the frontage on Sixty-fiftn 
Street being 150 feet and on 
Street 100 feet, with a total depth of 200 
feet 10 inches. 

The building 
basement in height. 
front will be granite, 
stone and gray brick, the main entrance 
being on Sixty-fifth Street, through an 
arched opening, giving access directly into 
the first story lobby, from which entrance 
is had into the auditorium, also to the 
library on the right and the Principal's 
rooms, together with Secretary’s office, re- 
ae room, &c., on the left. Provision 
will be made for two elevators immediately 
in front of the main entrance. 

The basement, covering the entire plot, 
has been divided so as to have a gym- 
nasium %3 feet long by 52 feet wide, with 
an overhead running track. Immediately 
adjoining are locker and bicycle rooms. On 
the westerly side of the basement has been 
provided a natatorium with a plunge bath, 
shower baths, dressing rooms, toilet ac- 
commodations, &c. On the northerly side 
of the basement there will be a lunch room, 

The auditorium in the first story is 68 
feet wide by 100 feet long, exclusive of the 
stage, which is 16 feet S. 40 feet. Addi- 
tional seating accommodations are pro- 
vided in the gallery, which bring the total 
number of sittings up to 1,200. The spaces 
have therefore been planned to provide 
twenty-three section rooms of slightly 
more than the regulation size, and fifteen 
rooms capable of subdivision into two or 
more section rooms, or for fitting up as 
laboratories, lecture rooms, bankin of- 
fices, &c., these being exclusive o the 
large library. Principal's and Secretary’s 
offices, on the first floor, and the ward- 
robe, laboratory rooms, &c., which are dis- 
tributed throughout the entire structure. 

The building is to be of fireproof con- 
struction throughout, the present contract 
being for $302,640. The ground cost 
$149,640.60. 

The new high school for girls will oc- 
cupy a plot 225x200 in West One Hundred 
and Fourteenth Street, running through to 
One Hundred and Fifteenth Street, 100 
feet west of Seventh Avenue. The ground 
cost $188,436.25, and the cost of the build- 
ing is estimated at $600,000. It will be five 
stories and basement, the exterior being 
red brick with buff Indiana limestone and 
terra cotta trimmings. It is designed to 
accommodate about 2,500 pupils.

Asa preliminary step President O’Brien has 
addressed a letter to every Principal in 
Brooklyn asking for information on the 
subject. 

It was learned yesterday that a few days 
ago a citizen of Brooklyn made a complaint 
that in the school his daughter attended 
the supply of books of geometry was so 
small that the girls could only get the use 
of the book on alternate days. 

Mr. O'Brien's letter to the Principal of 
the Girls’ High School is as follows:

EAST SIDE HIGH SCHOOL. 


The Excellent Record of the Many 
Graduates—The Winners of 
the Prizes. 


The closing exercises of the East Side 
Evening High School were held yesterday 
evening at the Public School Building at 
Rivington, Forsyth, and Eldridge Streets. 
The large hall on the top floor of the 
building was crowded with the friends of 
the forty-four young men who received 
their diplomas for faithful attendance and 
study during the last three school terms of 
120 nights each.

‘This fact,”’ said Mr. Hess, in confer- 
ring the diplomas, ‘‘is a high testimonial 
to the young men of the East Side who 
have to work hard during the day, yet who 
have enough desire for knowledge to make 
them spend their evenings at school in- 
stead of in some sort of amusement.” 

The pupils are not, however, all young 
men; some are older than their teachers, 
ranging all the way from thirty to fifty. 
The majority, however, and all those who 
received diplomas last evening are about 
eighteen years old. Most of them are He- 
brews from Russia. 

There was a contest for prizes for the 
best recitations of poems and speeches 
and for the best orations written by _ the 
The committee which 
decided the contests consisted of Superin- 
tendent Godwin, Prof. Downing of the 
Teachers’ College, and Principal Holly. 
There were five contestants for the prize 
for recitation and four for the prize for 
the best oration. The former went to Mau- 
rice Kass, who had recited with much 
spirit ‘‘The Raven.’’ Honorable mention 
was made of David Haar for his declama- 
tion of ‘‘Crime Its Own Detector,” by 
Webster. The prize for the best oration 
went to Harry Sperling for his essay on 
‘“ Individuality.”” The honorable mention 
went to Emil E. A. Stalhuth for his ora- 
tion on ‘The Martyr Spy of the Revolu- 
tion."’ Besides, there were many special 
prizes awarded for proficiency in study. 

The East Side Evening High School 
Quintet furnished much amusement by 
singing some negro songs with imitation 
banjo accompaniment. 


DRILL FOR SCHOOL CHILDREN. 


Comments on the Price Bill by Messrs. 
Maxwell and Jasper. 

‘Our school children march now as well 
as the Seventh Regiment,” said Superin- 
tendent Jasper, when asked yesterday what 
he thought of Mr. Price’s bill providing for 
military instruction and drills in public and 
high schools in cities of the first and sec- 


ond class, under the supervision of regular 
army officers. The bill has been introduced 
at Albany. 

“In general I think such things are 
good,”” continued Mr.~-Jasper, ‘when not 
carried too far.

‘Oh, please, Mr, Judge, let him go this 
time,”’ she pleaded. ‘*I am the only one in 
the family that’s working, and he can be 
such a help to me. The Magistrate took a 
long look at the slight and emaciated fig- 


ure before him, and after she had told him 
that she was eighteen years old, he said he 
didn’t believe she could be more than four- 
teen, 

“T have been sick a great deal, Sir,’’ said 
the girl, ‘‘and I haven't had time to grow 
much, but if you will only let my brother 
go I will promise that he will be a good 
boy. I will count my beads every night for 
him, and for you, too, Sir. I'm the only one 
in the family that’s working, and my fath- 
er and mother need the money, and my 
brother is the only one that can help me.” 

“Why don’t your father and mother 
work?’”’ asked the Magistrate. 

“My father and mother have both been 
sick for years, They can’t do anything at 
all. My two sisters have married and gone 
away, I don’t know where, and my other 
brother is insane, and there’s nobody to 
work but me. On the 4th-of April my broth- 
er here will be fourteen years old, and he 
can_ they go to work, too.’’ 

“How much do you make?" asked the

“I do piece work in a box factory, Sir, 


|; and I make from $5 to $6 a week.’ 


*Tiow many hours do you work?” 

‘*I work from 7 in the morning to 6 in 
the evening, but I’m sick, Sir, and I’m 
afraid I can’t work much longer. I have 
trouble with my heart, and they told me 
at Bellevue the other day@that if I didn’t 
take care I would drop dead some day. If 
anything should happen to me, by father 
and mother would starve if my brother was 
locked up.”’ 

The agent of the children’s society spoke 
up and said that the boy had been arrested 
before for stealing oranges and peanuts. 

The Magistrate regarded the girl advo- 
cate for awhile, and then said he would 
adjourn the case until to-morrow, and then 
see what he could do about it. He re- 
marked, incidentally, that it was a pretty 
sad case.

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ABEARN BILL CONDEMNED 


City Supt. Maxwell Says It Is a 
Mischievous Measure. 


Denounces It as Special Legislation for 
Normal School Graduates—Its 
Probable Effects. 


Vigorous opposition was expressed yes- 
terday by City Superintendent Maxwell to 
the Ahearn bill, which was reported by 
the Senate Cities Committee at Albany on 
Wednesday. 

When asked his opinion of the bill, Mr. 
Maxwell said to a reporter for THE NEW 
YORK TIMES: 

“The bill introduced in the Senate by 
Senator Ahearn providing that all pupils 
who entered the normal course of the Nor- 
mal College of the City of New York on or 
before Feb. 1, 1898, shall, upon graduation 
therefrom be exempted from further ex- 
amination, and shall upon graduation be 
entitled to have a license to teach in the 
City of New York .is, in my judgment, 
wrong in principle and would result in in- 
jury both to the public schools of this city 
and to the Normal College. In the first 
place, it should be noted that the graduates 
whom it is propsed to license by the act of 
the Legislature are graduates of the normal 
course, not of the course leading to a de- 
gree. Why should either class be helped by 
legislation? Why one rather than the 
other? 

‘“‘In the second place, some—I am happy 
to say only a very few—of the graduates of 
the Normal College since 1898 have already 
demonstrated their unfitness to be teachers. 
The passage of Senator Ahearn’s bill would 
practically place these persons in charge of 
classes. I know of no more serious out- 
rage on the rights of a citizen than to place 
the education of hjs children in the hands 
of an incompetent teacher. This outrage 
Senator Ahearn proposes to legalize. 

‘“‘In the third place, Senator Ahearn is 
attempting to secure special legislation in 
favor of the graduates of the Norma: Col- 
lege. During an experience of nearly twen- 
ty years, in which I have been watching 
closely educational legislation, this is the 
first time that an effort of this kind has 
been made. I need scarcely say that the 
Normal College and its graduates do not as 
a rule need any legislation of this kind, 
The Normal College graduates have stood 
well at the examinations for licenses con- 
ducted by the Board of Examiners. All of 
them who are fitted to be teachers, and 
that is an overwhelming majority, have re- 
ceived licenses and are teaching in the pub- 
lic schools. 

“If this special legislation for the Nor- 
mal College is successful, it is only rea- 
sonable to expect that other institutions 
in the city and State will seek legislation 
to have their graduates placed on the 
eligible list of teachers for the City of 
New York. The Legislature has required 
the City of New York to pay its teachers 
higher salaries than are paid to teachers 
anywhere else in the world for correspond- 
ing service. The people of New York, who 
pay these salaries, have a right to expect 
that only the best of those who apply for 
teachers’ positions shall be appointed. 

“The passage of Senator Ahearn’'s bill 

will — the carrying out of this wise 
and just policy. 
‘In the last place, under the rules of 
the Board of Education, the Board of Ex- 
aminers places the names of those who 
secure licenses on eligible lists in the order 
of standing at the examination. The 
School Board for the Boroughs of Man- 
hattan and the Bronx has prescribed that 
teachers shall be selected from this list 
for employment in the order of standing. 
This bill, if enacted into law, would, so 
far as the graduates of the Normal College 
are concerned, prevent the carrying out of 
this policy. In a word, I regard Senator 
Ahearn’s bill as purely mischievous, and 
until the Legislature shall have acted oth- 
erwise I must refuse to believe that it will 
place its seal of approval on this mis- 
chievous measure.” 


WOMAN LAW GRADUATES. 


Fifty New York University Students 
Receive Diplomas. 

Diplomas were presented to fifty women 
members of the Women’s Law Class of the 
New York University last night in Madison 
Square Garden concert hall. It was the end 
of the eleventh year of this department. On 
the platform were the Board of Directors 
of the Women’s Legal Educational Society, 
which established the Women’s Law Class. 
The President of that society, Mrs. John P. 
Munn, presided. Near her sat Miss Helen 
M, Gould, a Vice President of the society. 
The deans and members of the Faculty of 
the university and Chancellor Henry M. 
MacCracken were also on the platform. 

Prof. Isaac Franklin Russell, lecturer to 
the Woman's Law Class of New York Uni- 
versity, made a brief address on ‘* The Duty 
to Litigate.’’ He said in part: 

‘Public policy demands that there be an 
end of litigation; so speak the sages of the 
ancient law. Practical sagacity prompts 
lawyers to compose quarrels through com- 
promise; the spoils of the profession are 
thus the greater, Some Judges have an 
irresistible passion for settling cases while 
yet undetermined in court: reversals for 


error are thus cleverly avoided. Some rail- 
roads and other large corporations main- 
tain distinct funds, administered by in- 
genious and experienced counselors, which 
are drawn upon regularly in settlement 
with blackmailers who bring lawsuits 
which are certain to be vexatious, even 
though the defendant win and pet judg- 
ment against a plaintiff, who is f sanciaily 
irresponsible. 

**On the other hand, the duty to litigate 
is equally clear and certain. he right to 
justice is inalienable, and a contract not 
to sue is void. Self-defense is the supreme 
and first law of nature, 

‘““We hear in many quarters the vulgar 
criticism of corporate wealth, that it is in- 
trenched in the courts, whereas every cor- 
poration has the undoubted privilege of 
having its status and legal rights examined 
and defined by the highest judicial authori- 
ee If these rights be found excessive and 

angerous to society, the remed rests 
with the Legislature to change the law. 
Good may thus come from the spirit of 
litigiousness; a bad law may by the ver 
effort to enforce it reach its doom throug 
repeal, and progress toward perfection may 
receive new stimulus from the establish- 
ment of a better precedent.” 

Prof. H. Wade pee of Yale delivered 
an address on ‘‘ The Legal Profession,’”’ and 
essays were read by Mrs. Lella McKesson 
Millar and Miss Bertha Sandford,

SUCCESSOR TO BISHOP WIGGER. 


A Private Letter from Rome Indicates 
that the Rev. Charles H,. Colton 
Will Be Named. 
Information contained in a private letter 
received here from Rome is to the effect 
that the Rev. Charles H. Colton of this 
city has been selected as the successor to 
the late Bishop W. M. Wigger of the Dio- 
eese of Newark. Although this is the first 
presentation of Father Colton’s name in 
connection with the vacant New Jersey 


diocese, the information is thought to be 
authentic. b 

Much speculation has been indulged in 
since Bishop Wigger’s death as to his 
probable successor, and the delay in the 
appointment of an incumbent for the va- 
cant Bishopric has been the subject of 
considerable comment. It has been gen- 
erally conceded, however, that Bishop Far- 
ley of this city would, in all likelihood, be 
the one whom Rome would select for the 
place, Bishop Farley’s name stood second 
on the list of names sent to Rome by the 
clergy of the Diocese of Newark, _the 
others being those of ‘Vicar General J. J. 
O’Connor of Newark and the Rev. Dr. 
Charles J. Kelly, rector of the Church of 
Our Lady of Grace, Hoboken. 

Thus far the list of nominees made out 
by the Bishops of the Province of New 
York, and submitted to the authorities in 
Rome, has been closely guarded, and none 
outside of the hierarchy has been admitted 
to the secret here. But it was tacitly 
agreed that the name of Bishop Farley 
appeared also on the Bishops’ list, and, in 
that event, his selection for the vacant 
office by the Pope seemed to most of the 
clergy inevitable. Nointimation as to the 
second and third names on the Bishops’ 
list could be gained. 

The-Rev. Father Charles H. Colton, 
whose promotion to the See of Newark 
would be acceptable to all interests, it {s 
believed, is the rector of St. Stephen’s 
Church, in East Twenty-eighth Street, 
Manhattan, and one of the most success- 
ful Roman Catholic pastors in this city. 
He was a curate under the late Dr. Ed- 
ward McGlynn when the latter was rector 
of St. Stephen's, and was appointed to the 
vacant rectorship which followed Dr. Mc- 
Glynn’s retirement some years ago. 

When the Rey. Father Colton assumed 
charge of St. Stephen’s the parish was sad- 
dled with a heavy debt. In a comparative- 
ly short time, however, the parish was en- 
abled to pay off every obligation, despite 
the fact that its territory was almost cut 
in half,.to permit of the creation of a new 
Carmelite parish, that of Our Lady of the 
Scapular, within its former parochial 
boundaries, thus reducing materially its 
sources of revenue. Father Colton has 
also won much distinction in the archdio- 
cese for the conduct of St. Stephen's 
Parochial School, which is considered one 
of the largest and best-equipped Catholic 
educational institutions in the city. The 
rector of St. Stephen's is a quiet, unob- 
trusive man of middle age, who has never 
made himself conspicuous in a public way, 
having devoted himself wholly to the duties 
of his office, ~ 

Within a short time the Rev. Father 
Colton will celebrate the twenty-fifth an- 
niversary of his ordination to the priest- 
hood. It is said that the celebration of 
this silver jubilee will be taken advantage 
of by Archbishop Corrigan to inform Fa- 
ther Colton of his appointment as Bishop 
of Newark, and that no formal announce- 
ment of the appointment will be made be- 
fore that time. 


NEBRASKA ELECTS SENATORS. 


Gov. Dietrich and Joseph H. Millard, 
Both Republican Bankers, Select- 
ed by the Legislature. 
LINCOLN, Neb., March 28.—After a 
deadlock of two and one-half months the 
Republicans of the Nebraska Legislature 
nominated J, H, Millard of Omaha and 
Gov. Charles H. Dietrich of Hastings for 
the long and short terms, respectively, in 
the United States Senate. A joint sessign 
of the Legislature was held at noon to 
ratify the caucus nomination. Mr. Millard 
will assume the seat of Senator Thurston, 
and Goy. Dietrich the seat of the late 

Senator Hayward. 

Repeated caucuses and a daily ballot for 
two months and a half tell the story of 
the struggle for the two vacant seats of 
Nebraska in the United States Senate. 
When the Republican caucus adjourned 
late last night the deadlock apparently was 
as firm as ever, On reassembling this 
morning the men who probably prevented 
the nomination several days ago of D. E. 
Thompson began going over to Crounse, 
but could not muster enough votes to reach 
any solution of the difficulty. Mr. Thomp- 
son finally arose and announced his de- 
cision to withdraw from the contest for 
the short term, and suggested that his fol- 
lowers take up Goy. Dietrich. 
Immediately Edward Rosewater of Oma- 
ha, candidate for the long term, announced 
his withdrawal, and suggested to his 
triends the name of Mr. Millard. Mr. 
Meiklejohn also withdrew. Two ballots 
were then taken. On the first Gov. Diet- 
rich received G7 votes, and his nomination 
was made unanimous. Crounse received 35 
and Millard 39. Before the second ballot 
was half finished several changes were 
made to Millard, and then Crounse finally 
withdrew before the completion of the 
vote. Miliard’s nomination was declared 
unanimous. 

The deciding ballot in the joint session 
was: Millard, 70; Dietrich, 70; Allen, 58; 
W. HH. Thompson, 52; Hitchcock, 8; 
Berge, 2. 

Mr. Millard was at Omaha at the time 
of his election, and pending his arrival 
the joint session took a recess until 3 
o'clock to ieceive his acceptance. Mr. 
Rosewater spoke briefly, saying he was 
sleased over the fact that his pledge to 
-resident McKinley had been fulfilled in 
the election of two Republican Senators 
from Nebraska. The otner defeated can- 
didates also spoke. E 

Joseph H, Millard and Charles H. Diet- 
rich are both bankers. Neither has beea 
prominent in politics until within the last 
year. Senator-elect Millard was born in 
Hiamilton, Canada, in 1836. He came to 
Nebraska in 1856, and has resided since 
then in Omaha. He was the founder of 
the Omaha National Bank, of which insti- 
tution he is still the President. He was 
for many years a’ Director of the Union 
Pacific Railroad, but has not been con- 
nected with the road under the reorganiza- 
tion. He has never held a public office, 
Charles H. Dietrich, elected for the short 
term, is Governor of Nebraska and Presi- 
dent of the German National Bank of 
Hastings. He was born at Aurora, IIl., 
in 1853, and came to this State in 1887. 
Prior to his nomination for Governor on 
the Republican ticket last year he had 
never been in politics. Gov. Dietrich’s 
election to the Senate will raise Lieut. 
Gov. Savage to the office of Governor, 
which the former will vacate on his quali- 
fication as Senator, 


PICTURES AT AUCTION. 


The George L. Crosby Collection Dis- 
persed at Low Figures. — 


The collection of seventy-two oil paint- 
ings of the late George L, Crosby, a retired 
Chicago stock broker, valued at $150,000, 
was sold at auction by John Fell O'Brien 
in the baliroom of the Waldorf-Astoria last 
night by order of C. H. Patterson, execu- 
tor, and brought only $66,910, 

The auction audience was made up large- 
ly of sightseers, and the bidding for the 
most part was done apparently by dealers, 
Works of Corot, Cazin, Daubigny, Schrey- 
er, and others brought about half their 
original purchase price. 

The record price was $4,500 for Anton 
Mauve’s “ Cattle at the Well.”” This pict- 
ure was an unusually luminous and color- 


ful example of the Dutch painter whose 
works are now so much sought after. It 
was secured by -M. Knoedler & Co. The 
same firm purchased tor $3,000 Felix Ziem’s 
‘**Grand Canal, Venice.’’ The “ pictorial 
historian ’’ of Venice has in this work re- 
produced the Ducal Palace and the Cam- 
panile tinged with the warm glow of the 
setting sun. Gondolas, shipping, and sky 
are touched with the wonderful color ef- 
fects for which Ziem is famous. 

Francois Daubigny'’s ‘* Corbigny on the 
fevre,” a beautiful little river scene, 
brought $2,800. M. H. Seligman was the 
purchaser. 

Adolph Schreyer’s ‘‘ Arabs in the Desert ” 
sold to W. A. Copp for $3,150. This is one 
of the best-known works of the famous 
painter of horses, 

Julien Dupré's ‘‘ Le Regain,” one of the 
first successes of this artist, was bought 
by Henry Dischen for $2,525. 

Corot’s “ Evening,’’ a characteristic com- 
position, brought only $1,200. This little 
panel shows a sleepy river, impurpled in the 
afternoon sun, and several white build- 
ings glowing mellowly through the thick- 
The purchaser was J. L. 


Francois Auguste Bonheur’s “ Cattle in 
the Forest of Fontainebleau ’”’ was secured 
by W. A. Copp for $2,400. This work is 
the original picture from which A. T. Stew- 
art ordered made the famous ‘‘ Woodland 
and Cattle,’’ now in the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum. The artist was a brother of Rosa 
Bonheur.

A MEMORIAL MEETING 
OF THE AUTHORS’ CLUB 


Eulogies for Those Members Who 
Have Passed Away. 


Oscar S. Straus’s Tribute to the Memory 
of William Lyne Wilson—The 
Other Speakers. 


Each year it is customary for the Au- 
thors’ Club to have ‘upon some designated 
evening a memorial meeting for such mem- 
bers of the club as have died during the 
year preceding. Last night tribute was | 
paid to the memories of Charles Dudley 
Warner, Stephen Crane, Moses Coit Tyler, 
and William Lyne Wilson. 

Among the members present were E. C, 
Stedman, Richard H. Stoddard, Moncure 
D. Conway, Oscar 8. Straus, Prof. Calvin 
Thomas, George Cary Eggleston, Stephen 
H. Thayer, Prof. F. H. Giddings, George 
Haven Putnam, and Edward S. Van Zile. 
Mr. Putnam spoke of Moses Coit Tyler. 
He said, in the course of his. remarks: 

“Tyler won distinction as &{ man of let- 
ters, but to those of us who are privileged 
to know him as a friend, his memory re- 
calls first the man, and only at the second 
step the man of letters. His relation to lit- 
erature indicates that with him also the 
man was the first thing to be considered. 

“In his studies of the work done by the 
writers of by-gone generations the reader 
feéls that Tyler's chief thought was to dis- 
cern and to present the man behind the 
book. He finds in these books that have 
come down to us not only the personality 
of the literary worker, but the personality 
of the readers to whom they were ad- 
dressed."’ 

In his eulogy upon Charles Dudley War- 
ner, Edward S., Van Zile alluded to the 
dead author as dne who had been a prince 
in the aristocracy of letters, but an Ameri- 
can Prince, since the striking characteristic 
ey his work was its peculiarly American 
spirit. 

A eulogy prepared by Ripley Hitchcock 
was read by Rossiter Johnson, the club's 
Secretary. Its subject was Stephen Crane. 
It quoted from a letter written by Crane to 
Mr. Slitchcock, in which the writer referred 
to New York as having muddled him, Its 
admiration had made him a fibbering idiot, 
he said. ‘‘‘The Red Badge’ is no great 
shakes,” he said; *‘ the violet story is quiet, 
but let it go.’’ 


TO MR. WILSON’S MEMORY. 


Oscar S. Straus read a eulogy upon Will- 
fam Lyne Wilson. It was as follows: 

*“ William Lyne Wilson was born in Jef- 
ferson County, Va., which is now West 
Virginia, on May 3, 1848. He died at Lex- 
ington, Va., on Oct, 17, 1900, in his fifty- 
eighth year. He was educated at Charles- 
town Academy and Columbia College, Wash- 
ington, D. C., where he was graduated in 
1869, 

“ After graduation Mr. Wilson attended 
the University of Virginia, but the war 
breaking out, he enlisted as a private in the 
Confederate Army and continued as such 
until the end of the war. After the war he 


became Professor of Latin in Columbian 
University, and shortly afterward he mar- 
ried Miss Huntington, the daughter of the 
Greek professor in that university. 

“When the ‘iron-clad oath’ was repealed 
im West Virginia, Mr. Wilson returned to 
practice law in Charlestown until 1882, when 
he accepted the Presidency of the West 
Virginia University. 

“Only two weeks after accepting this 
position, through one of those contingen- 
cies that often happen in our political life, | 
he was forced to accept the nomination as 
the candidate of his party for Congress, 
and he was elected by a bare majority of 
nine votes. He continued in Congress for 
six successive terms until 1895, when, by 
reason of his conspicuous advocacy of 
tariff reform and the change of sentiment 
following that agitation in many parts of 
the country, he was defeated. 

“While in Congress he attained the 
foremost position in the legislative branch 
of his party, and as Chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee of the House of 
Representatives he framed the law known 
as the ‘ Wilson bill,’ but because of the 
hopeless division of his party it was mu- 
tilated by some 400 amendments, so that 
the bill, as finally passea, embodied no 
longer the principles, but at best only the 
tendency, for which the Democratic Party 
had contended. 

“In 1895 he was appointed Postmaster 
General in President Cleveland’s Cabinet, 
and at the expiratfon of his term was elect- 
ed President of Washington and Lee Uni- 
versity, at Lexington, which position he 
held when he died. 

“ This is the brief outline of the life of a 
man vrho filled every position he held with 
conspicuous modesty and rare ability. He 
was known as the scholar in politics, as 
throughout his public career, he displayed 
such scholarly research and thoreugh un- 
derstanding of the questions that came up 
for consideration, 

‘William L. Wilson was a remarkable 
man, an ideal official; he typified all that 
is best in American  statesmanship—a 
scholar by inclination, by temperament, 
and by training; a statesman by the 
breadth, the depth, and soundness of his 
views, which were never obscured by 
temporary phases or by party expedi- 
ney. 

“ With his thorough and accurate knowl- 
edge of the political development of the 
country he possessed the rare faculty of 
convincing oratory which appealed with 
suggestive force and power to the minds 
of his fellow-citizens, whether on the stump 
in his native district or in the halls of 
Congress, or before public assemblages. in 
the leading cities of the country. 


NEVER SAID AN UNKIND WORD. 


“ Though he was in the forefront in some 
of the most hotly contested issues that agi- 
tated political parties during the last twen- 
ty years, yet the sweetness of his character 
and broadness of his views, which reflected 
themselves in his every utterance, had the 
charm to elevate even his opponents above 


the petty wrangles and bitternesses engen- 
dered by party strife. 

‘* He never said an unkind word and never 
did an inconsiderate act. No man ever 
went from the halls of Congress carryin 
with him a higher measure of esteem an 
affection from his colleagues on both sides 
of the House than William L. Wilson. 
“This is not the time or place to discuss 
the correctness of his conclusions on tariff 
questions, but this much must be said, even 
by those who differed from him, that his 
philosophical and scholarly arguments have 
a permanent value for the proper study of 
the principles that underlie revenue legisia- 
tion, as well as whether under a demooctrat- 
ic government it be just and equa to 
levy imposts for purposes of protection, as 
distinguished from its needs for economic 
administration. 

“He had the stateman’s instinct for 
searching out the fundamental principles 
of every public question, and the methods 
and mental qualities of a philosepher to 
measure those principles by the permannent 
standards of equity and justice. 

“To the public good he ee his untiring 
efforts, and he enriched the public service 
by a life’s work of kigh ideals, of broad 
and conservative statesmanship, and by an 
unswerving loyalty and unselfish devotion 
duty, Which will enshrine his 
memory among the foremost scholarly lead- 
ers of political thought in our courtry dur- 
ing the closing years of the nineteenth 
century.”

BOATSWAIN’S HEROISM 
SAVES DROWNING CREW 


Jammed and Battered by Drifting 
Wreckage, He Swims After a Boat. 


Then Picks Up Comrades Who Also Had 
Been Thrown Into the Sea When 
Their Vessel Went to Pieces. 





The investigation by Capt. Jensen, skipper | 
of the American bark Silicon, last Sunday 
afternoon of what, through his glass, ap- 
peared to be a bit of driftwood, about 120 | 
miles south-southeast of Cape Hatteras, led 
to the rescue of ten famished, almost na- |

The rescued men, all of whom were turned 
over to the care of the Italian Consul by 
Capt. Jensen on his arrival in port yester- | 
day afternoon, were the crew of the Ital- 
ian bark Maria Madre B., which, after be- 
ing tossed and buffeted for four days by | 
the fierce gales off Hatteras, went to pieces 
on the afternoon of the 2ist inst. Her crew 
were thrown into the sea, and were only | 
saved from drowning by the heroism of An- 
tonio Lari, the boatswain, who succeeded in 
extricating the vessel’s only lifeboat from | 
amid the drifting wreckage. Lorenzo Bozzo, | 
mate of the Maria, was swept overboard 
and lost before the vessel broke up. 

When the Silicon arrived off Bedlow's ! 
Island the rescued seamen were transferred | | 
to the tug Idlewild and brought to the city.

Jensen, they presented a pitiable appear- 
ance, They were dressed in various com- 
binations of oil cloths, overalls, or other 
garments suggestive of life on the high 
seas, At the Consulate, when Capt. Jensen 
took leave of them, they crowded around 
him with tears in their eyes and expressed 
their gratitude to him in Italian and by 
signs, Capt. Muzzario threw his arms 
around his rescuer’s neck and kissed him 
on both cheeks, much to the embarrass- 
ment of the American. 

Through an interpreter Capt Mazzario 
then told his story. 

“We sailed,” he said, “from Pensacola 
on the 7th of March for Genoa, with a 


cargo of timber. Fine weather favored us 
until the 18th, when we were off Hatteras. 
From this date until our ship went to 
pieces we had an experience with wind and 
storm such as few sailors ever live to re- 
late. Tossing and rocking, our vessel stood 
the fury of the gales until the morning of 
the 2ist, The storm then was at its height. | 
Terrific seas were breaking over us, our | 
masts were carried away, and the Maria 
became waterlogged, She was now going 
to pieces, and as the day wore on I realized 
that our chance of escape was the slimmest 
possible. The mate had been swept over- 
board by a heavy sea and lost, and the men, 
exhausted with hard work and worry, were 
in a pitiful condition, owing to the terrific 
strain. 

“The evening came and with it the end 
of our vessel.. It was about 4 P. M. when 
she went to pieces and we were thrown 
into the sea. he lifeboat was swept away, 
but Antonio Lari, swimming and groping his 
way through the wreckage, that was, it 
seemed, everywhere, managed to get the 
boat. He was bruised and bleeding and his | 
face fearfully cut, but he rowed as best he 
could through the débris and picked up 
three others of the men. Gisberto Maza- 
chino, Giuseppe Figari, and Giovanni Cin- 
quino. These four then rescued the rest of 
us. We had neither food nor water and 
very little clothes. As the days went by, 
our tongues became swollen from the terri- 
ble thirst. We suffered intensely, too, from 
the exposure to the weather, and soon all 
of us were brought to the verge of despair, 
We made out one vessel during the time, | 
but were too far away for them to see us. 

“The fourth day, which was the last, 
found all the men exhausted in the boat, 
with the exception of myself. I still man- 
aged to sit up and keep the coat, which 
we had tied to a stick, elevated as a signal 
of distress. That afternoon the Silicon 
made us out and bore down. For the kind- 
ness and humanity of Capt. Jensen I cannot 
adequatel express my gratitude. Only 
this will I say, that my prayers to God for 
his welfare will be unceasing.” 

Capt. Jensen said that when he bore 
down on the boat he found the men in a 
deplorable condition. Some of them were 
able to board the Silicon, but others had 
to be assisted. Their feet were swollen, 
and they were unable to speak with the 
exception of the Captain. The crew of the 
Silicon gave oil cloths, overalls. and other 
articles of clothing they were able to spare 
to the rescued men. 

When asked how he happened to investi- 

te the speck on the water he saw through 

is fiase, the skipper replied: 

“IT had passed a day or so before a dis- 
masted and waterlogged vessel, (this was 
not the Maria Madre B.,) and I had been 
keeping a sharp lookout for drifting life- 
boats in consequence. So when I made 
out the little dot on the ocean I decided to 
investigate, and you know the result.” 

The names of the rescued sailors, in ad- 
dition to those already mentioned, are For- 
tunato Bossio, Felice Blanca-Lana, Fran- 
cesco Lari, Tommassio Vittorio, and Oli- 
vari Bartolomeo. The last two are boys 
thirteen years old.

The athietic competitions started off with 
something of a sensation, the famous 
sprinter and world’s’ record holder 
** Maxey’ W. Long of the ‘Twenty-third 
Regiment, being beaten in a fair and even 
race in the fiflal of the 100 yards’ dash for 
the military championship by W. 8. Ed- 
wards of the Twenty-second Regiment, to 
the complete amazement of Long’s com- 
rades of the Twenty-third. That Kdwards 
had beaten Long in the semi-finals on 
Wednesday night was regarded generally 
as something of a fluke, and even Ed- 
wards’s friend were not sanguine as to the 
result of the finish. Four men stood on 
the scratch mark for this event, and the 
crack of the starter’s pistol had hardly 
reached the ears of the spectators before 
Edwards, who jumped awa with the 
quickness of an arrow from the bow, had 
a lead of half a yard, and with all steam 
on was skimming away, with Long in hot 
pursuit, these two steadily leaving the oth- 
ers. From start to finish Edwards held 
first place, and actually drawing away 
from Long when they reached the straight 
run for the finish, won by about four feet, 
with Long second, and P. A. Sayles, also 
of the Twenty-second Regiment, third. The 
time, 0:10 4-5, was the best that has been 
made from scratch, on the Madison Square 
Garden track, and beat the time for the 
semi-final heat when Edwards won from 
Long by a fifth of a second, 

F. A. Smith of the Twenty-third Regiment 
won the final heat in the half-mile novice 
run in rather easy style. Nine trial heats 
in the 220-yard handicap were run, and as 
heat winners only qualified for the final, 
each heat made a hot race in itself, several 
of the finishes being close enough to leave 
the results in doubt until the winners were 
announced officially. In this “race the 
Twenty-third Regiment athletes showed to 

reat advantage, five of the nine heats be- 
ine won by men from that organization. 
One man of the Twenty-second Regiment, 
M. Block, was declared: eligible for the 
final, though he did not win_a heat, the 
ruling being reached because Block, on the 
twenty-yard mark, lost his chance to win 
his heat through being impeded by another

' “THE CHIEF MISCHIEFMAKER TAKEN. 
AGUINALDO has given us such a deal 
of trouble that now that we haye him 
in hand no sane person who is not a 
public enemy would venture to suggest 
that we should make any disposition of 
his person which would now or ever 
leave him free to seize opportunities to 
do further mischief. We know him to 
‘be perfectly faithless and treacherous. 
Spain paid him a very large sum of 
money in consideration of his promise to 
cease fighting and call off his associates 
in insurrection. Under the persuasions 
of Mr. E. SpENceR Pratt, who officiously 
meddled with matters that did not con- 
cern him and was properly rebuked for 
it by his Government, AGUINALDO easily 
forgot his promise and took the first 
opportunity to make war again upon the 
Spanish forces. Between the time when 
the Spanish fleet was destroyed and the 
date of the arrival of our troops he and 
his men were of some service to us. In 
the fighting around Manila they were an 
obstruction to our operations, and the 
chief anxiety of our commanders was to 
get them out of the way. From the mo- 
ment of the surrender they became a 
source of perplexity and of danger. The 
letters and orders of AGUINALDO prove 
that he planned and prepared the attack 
upon our forces long before the actual 
outbreak of hostilities on the 4th of Feb- 
ruary, 1899. It is evident that we did 
not understand him, and he did not un- 
derstand us. The efforts we made to 
placate him and the insults and aggres- 
sions our troops endured under their or- 
ders to avoid a conflict 
strued as a sign of weakness, after the 
Tagal fashion. Yet we are constantly 
told that by concession and affability we 
#might have made AGUINALDO our friend 
for life. That has been a very costly 
delusion for the United States. 

The truth is, and reasonable men now 
see it—never so plainly as now--that 
there was no getting.on with AGUINALDO 
and his Tagal chiefs except by the ex- 
hibition of a firm authority from the very 
beginning. To promise them independ- 
ence and the control of the islands would 
‘have been to commit a crime and invite 
a horror. The mistake, if mistake we 
made, was in leaving any room for the 
suspicion on the part of these reckless 
and unsteady men that at any time we 
wavered intention to take and 
hold with controlling authority the ter- 
ritory that lawfully came into our pos- 
session by the terms of the Paris treaty. 
If our procedures ever gave occasion for 
any doubt about that, it was then that 
we opened the door for trouble with the 
restless native element and armed AaulI- 
NALDO with the courage to make his 
venture. 

What his real capacity is as a chief- 
tain may be judged from the almost 
ludicrous manner of his capture. He has 
fought us long and well after the method 
of warfare for which the Tagal nature 
and country offer peculiar advantages. 
But in the end he is trapped by devices 
such as would be employed to nail a 
bandit in his cave. The remarkable 
cleverness and the great personal bravery 
of Gen. Funston will be generously réc- 
ognized and never forgotten by his coun- 
trymen, but the réle of AGUINALDO in 
the undertaking is one that makes it im- 
possible for his friends in this country 
to continue, without disturbing the grav- 
ity of their audiences, their attribution 
to him of all the glorious virtues of all 
the leaders in all the struggles for hu- 
man liberty. 

The War Department, we imagine, will 
find no great difficulty in determining 
what to do with its captive. He is a 
prisoner of war, and as such is entitled 
to considerate and honorable treatment. 
The impossible thing is ever to set him 
free again so long as he has power to do 
mischief. Next to that in the category 
of the inadvisable we should place a de- 
cision to bring him to this country. If 
Grorce F. Hoar should ever be elected 
President the prisoner would forthwith 
be released and invited to a great dinner 
at the White House, which would be un- 
seemly. On the whole, the climate of 
Guam would probably be found salubri- 
ous for AGUINALDO. It was a political 
mistake and a hideous cruelty to send 
TovussaINTtT L’'OUVERTURE to a fortress 
among the snowy ridges of the Vosges 
Mountains. It was a serious military 
mistaké to send NAPOLEON to Elba, for 
he got away too easily. But after ARaBI 
Pasha was transported to Ceylon he gave 
no further trouble, and GERONIMO was a 
very peaceable Indian in Florida. It is 
not the punishment or the disgrace or 
humiliation of AGUINALDO that is the ob- 
ject of our policy. Protection for our- 
selves and for the people of the Philip- 
pines against the intrigues of a very 
crafty and dangerous agitator and parti- 
san chief is the whole purpose of his cap- 
ture and detention. For the attainment 
of that end he must be kept under sure 
restraint, without any chance whatever

were miscon- 
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of “jumping” the military jurisdiction 
of the United States. It must be seen 
that it is now altogether impossible to 
say how long AGUINALDO should be kept 
a prisoner. But it may be affirmed with 
full conviction that so long as there is 
any chance for him to renew his trade 
of chief mischiefmaker in the Philip- 
pines hé is not a safe person to be at 
large. 

The insurrection, which was already 
crumbling to its end before its leader 
was captured, should now break up alto- 
gether, and will unless some other leader 
is anxious to give the genius and courage 
of FunsTon another chance. A great 
work in civil organization has already 
been accomplished in the islands. It 
should now go forward yet more rapidly 
and with greater hope of a complete so- 
lution of the first problems that have 
confronted the commission. 


A DUELLO OR A MELEE? 

It is hardly rash to assume that hos- 
tilities between Russia and Japan will 
ensue as the result of the behavior of 
Russia in Manchuria, in Tien-Tsin, and 
in Korea. This last action, indeed, seems 
to have been taken expressly as a means 
of goading Japan. The offense of the 
removal of Mr. McL&avy Brown from 
the Directorship of Korean Customs was 
primarily an affront to England, al- 
though it was denied yesterday, in the 
House of Commons, that the removal 
had in fact been effected. Great Britain 
may not at present, owing to the urgency 
of her engagerhents elsewhere, be in a 
position effectively to resent such an af- 
front. But, if the affront, supposing that 
it has been offered, was primarily to 
Great Britain, the menace was equally 
directed against Japan. And evidently 
Japan is not in a mood to submit to any 
fresh provocations from Russia. A very 
experienced observer sets forth in our 
columns to-day what the Japanese tem- 
per really is. Everything that has hap- 
pened since Russia upset the treaty of 
Simonoseki has been an embitterment of 
the Japanese grievance on that account. 
The conquest of Manchuria, the seizure 
at Tien-Tsin, have been additional Japa- 
nese grievances. The endeavor, even 
though it has not yet succeeded, to oust 
the British official at Seoul is a fresh 
grievance. 

To outsiders it seems as if the Russian 
adoption of the policy of “ brusquing 
things’ in the Far East were highly in- 
judicious, and that the death of MovurRa- 
VIEFF had been a great national loss, It 
is quite true that we cannot know how 
serious are the “ private griefs,’’ the do- 
mestic disturbances which the statesmen 
of St. Petersburg think to escape by 
rushing the author of The Hague Confer- 
ence into a foreign war. Evidently those 
disturbances are serious and threatening, 
more so than they have been for many 
years. But it seems to be an instance of 
great temerity for Russia to provoke a 
war, even with Japan alone, and much 
more with Japan backed by the moral 
weight of the nations which have the 
greatest stake in the future of China, It 
is not now as it was when Russia in- 
duced Germany and France to join her in 
robbing Japan of the fruits of her vic- 
tory over China, fruits which Japan had 
offered to share with all comers. Ger- 
many will surely not take part against 
Japan and in favor of Russia now. Ger- 
many has far more to gain by “ the open 
door”’ in China than by any partition 
she could make with Russia of the spoils 
of Chinese conquest. And, indeed, Rus- 
sia has already put herself upon record 
as opposing the partition of China, now 
that she has already taken her own 
slice. Of course, it would not cost Russia 
much to go back upon that position, 
if thereby she could conciliate the good 
will of Germany in a war with Japan. 
But Germany would be blind to her real 
interests in the Far East, her great and 
growing commercial interests, if she al- 
lowed herself to make common cause 
with that one of all the great Powers 
with which commercial considerations 
count least as against political, with 
which commercial interests are furthest 
from being political. 

As to the two great nations with 
which commercial interests and polit- 
ical interests are identical, as to Great 
Britain and the United, States, there 
can of course be no question. Their 
sympathies must go with Japan. Our 
own highly “benevolent neutrality" 
would certainly do Japan no harm and 
might conceivably do her great good. 
We have already let it be known that 
our interests in the Far East, whatever 
and how great soever they may be, are 
not worth fighting for. We have empha- 
sized our position by withdrawing our 
troops from China itself. Our abstinence 
from the scramble is all the more strik- 
ing because of the large and efficient 
quota which we contributed to the forces 
of Christendom, when the question was 
of the rescue of the imperiled legations. 
We have really illustrated, in “ practical 
politics,” the noble words of BURKE: 
“The blood of man is well spent when it 
is spent to redeem the blood of man. 
The rest is vanity; the rest is crime.” 
And there can be no sort of doubt that 
Great Britain, perhaps from somewhat 
different motives, will take substantially 
our position. Great Britain has in the 
past fought many ‘little wars” to 
extend British markets. But, not to 
speak of the extreme inconvenience to 
her of just now saddling herself with a 
fresh war, on any account, her interest 
plainly lies with the tacit confederacy 
of the great trading Powers which find 
their account in a neutrality, as between 
Japan and Russia, highly benevolent 
toward Japan. 

There remains only France to be con- 
sidered. France was easily swept into 
the wake of Russia when Russia under- 
took to upset the treaty of Simonoseki. 
The position of France in Europe is even 
now unfortunately such that France 
might find it difficult to refuse the Rus- 
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sian demand that she should join Rusia 
against Japan. The actual interests of 
France, in the specific matter at issue, 
do not lie in that direction, but, contra- 
riwise, in holding aloof with the trading 
nations. But, assuming that Russia has 
the means of coercing France, it would 
be as unwise for Russia to exercise that 
coercion as for France to submit to it. 
The trading nations are inclined to say, 
‘“‘Hands off and Fair Play,’’ while the 
issu is between Russia and Japan alone, 
and they will be sure, from the sympathy 
which is born of self-interest, to give to 
Japan “the height of fair play.’”’ But, if 
another Power should come in on the 
side of Russia, it is not to be imagined 
that Germany ‘and Great Britain would 
longer hold aloof. By enlisting France 
on, her side, Russia would enlist far 
stronger Powers, stronger so far as the 
Far East is concerned, on the side of 
Japan. 

There is thus a very good hope that the 
struggle between Japan and Russia, if it 
has in fact been precipitated by the ac- 
tion of Russia, and to the advantage of 
Japan, will be fought out by them alone,’ 
and that the other Powers will be able to 
avoid being dragged into it. In other 
words, the war, if war must be, is likely 
to be in the nature of a duello and not of 
a mélée.

PEKING AND NEW YORK. 

The mass meeting of the people of Pe- 
king to petition Gen. CHAFFEE that the 
Americans centinue their share in the 
municipal management there suggests 
many things cf interest not only in China 
but ut hore. . 

It is good to know that on the other 
side of the globe, under conditions of the 
hardest sort, the men who have held the 
power of the United States, defended its 
rights, and diseharged the duties of its 
Government, have been wise, just, and 
humane. Not only was their task very 
hard, but their temptations were very 
great. They were sent to China in the 
first instance to aid in rescuing our le- 
gation and our citizens from the most 
cruel and treacherous outrage. They had 
to fight their way from the coast to the 
capital against stubborn resistance with 
only too frequent violations by their ene- 
my of the laws of war. The troops of oth- 
er nations retaliated in kind, Our own did 
not. When Peking was captured and the 
legation rescued, the flight of the Court 
was followed by looting worthy of the 
Middle Ages. In this our troops took no 
authorized part, and individual offenses 
were promptly dealt with. Then the mu- 
nicipal administration was taken up in 
the part assigned to the Americans, and 
the work has been well done. Order has 
been preserved. Life and property have 
been safe. Business has been resumed, 
and the usually hated “foreign devils” 
are begged to stay by the very people 
who a few months ago were mad to kill 
them or drive them out. It is a noble 
record in which the American people 
may well take deep pride. 

That pride must, however, for New 
Yorkers, be tempered by the knowledge 
that the virtues shown by our soldiers 
in China are sadly lacking in the civilian 
agents to whom like work far less 
troublesome or difficult is intrusted 
in the greatest city of our own 
land. Were the forces of Tammany 
about to be withdrawn from New 
York to-day, mass meetings would be 
held, not to beg for their stay, but to 
implore them to stand not on the order 
of their going. Here, though in a gen- 
eral way property is safe, it is largely 
because our protectors are restrained by 
fear of public opinion from extending 
their ravages. Looting is reduced to a 
system. Vice and crime are corruptly 
licensed and the officers of the law fat- 
ten on the license fees. Instead of confi- 
dence and gratitude, the prevailing sen- 
timent among decent people is an anx- 
lous desire by peaceful means to rid the 
city of its rulers, and the work is felt to 
be difficult and doubtful. 

What is the source of this difference? 
Why have we agents in the Orient whom 
we can trust, and agents at home whom 
we dread and despise? The answer is 
not simple; but one of the fost syb- 
stantial and important elements in it is 
the fact that the force from which the 
agents in the Orient have been chosen 
has been kept almost wholly clear of the 
blighting and polluting influence of 
spoils politics. On the other hand, Tam- 
many is the completest product of spoils 
politics skillfully and closely organized 
and administered without scruple and 
with great energy and astuteness. Prac- 
tically the army has the elements of effi- 
ciency and character which it is the ob- 
ject of the merit system to bring into the 
‘civil service. It is open to all. Its offi- 
cers are trained in a school to which 
entrance is now generally obtained by 
competition. Within the army promotion 
from the lowest to the highest rank de- 
pends by law largely on proved fitness, 
and the rule is so far generally observed 
that violations of it are exceptional and 
likely to producescandal. Tenure for life 
or good behavior prevails with a moder- 
ate pension and retirement allowance in 
the regular army, and these are not prac- 
ticable in the civil service. But in the 
civil service, where the pay, especially 
in the great body of the places, is much 
better than in the army, a tenure secure 
only from the changes of politics in the 
subordinate places would be the full 
equivalent of that obtaining in the army. 
The organization of the civil service in 
a@ way to secure all the advantages of the 
military organization in character and 
efficiency is quite practicable. 

If we ask why, then, it has not been 
secured, the only reply possible is that 
the people have not felt the need of it. 
It took them a long time to see the need 
in the army. The war of 1812-15 gave 
them the first lesson, and it was a terri- 
ble one. The army went into that war 
largely under the command of political 
officers, and its general record, until the 
brilliant close at New Orleans, was one

of imbecility, disaster, dnd discredit. The 

short war with Mexico showed that the 
lesson had had a good effect, but the war 
for the Union—the regular officers being 

largely on the side of the South—brought 

another and severe lesson in the evil of 

politics in the army. Our present army is 

to a great extent the product of a gen- 

eration of profound peace, a small es- 

tablishment, and the dangerous Indian 

service, For a third of a century there 

was little to tempt the politicians in the 

army or even fh the civil side of the War 

Department. What ruin'they threatened 

when ALGER marshaled them to the as- 

sault on the outbreak of the Spanish 

war we all Know. 

Our whole history, then, teaches that 
we got the splendid army service we 
have only when the people had learned 
in the stern school of experience what 
our need was and how to supply it. We 
shall have a like civil service when we 
have learned a like lesson. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


— Hot wrath fills the heart and inspires 
the pen of the retiring, or, more properly, 
the retired person who, as ‘No. 1,500,” 
writes editorial articles for The Star of 
Hope, the papér published in Sing Sing 
Prison. He and it, he declares, have been 
cruelly “slanderéd, first, by Phe Chicago 
Times-Herald, which charged The Star of 
Hope with printing, as the work of a con- 
vict in Clinton, a poem written many years 


ago by Judge Rovert T. Conrap of Phila- | 
delphia, and, second, by THe NeW YORK j 


Times, which more than intimated that 
plagiarism on the part of convict contribu- 
tors was not at all surprising. ‘‘ No. 1,500 "* 
states—and proves—that the old poem was 
not presented, in so many! words,,as the 
work of the Clinton convict. The line over 
it read ‘“‘ Sent in by Clinton 4,715,"’ and this, 
The Star of Hope editor thinks, should 
have revealed to all readers, even those as 
dense as the newspaper men of Chicago and 
New York, thdt the poem illustrated, not 
the, poetic, but the appreciative, powers of 
“Clinton 4,715."". Perhaps it should, and 
certainly it would, to any reader familiar 
with all details of ‘‘ style’ followed by The 
Star of Hope. Still, the phrase mentioned 
can hardly be regarded as forming an 
ideally frank credit line, and while we are 
now ready to admit that no deception was 
intended either by the contributor to, or the 
editor of, the Sing Sing paper, the fact re- 
mains that nine readers out of ten would 
have been deceived, and that it would have 
been both easy and judicious to credit the 
poem to its author, or at least to show 
clearly that ‘‘ Clinton 4,715"’ didn’t write 
it, and so remove the possibility of mis- 
takes. Incidentally, the editor of The Star 
of Hope says that in two years only a dozen 
attempts have been made by the convicts to* 
palm off on him the work of others as their 
own. Perhaps he refers to the grossest 
form of plagiarism, which consists of exact 
literal copying. As for the*denial of our 
charge that the convict authors almost al- 
ways pose as the victims of unhappy en- 
vironment,’ we notice that in his defense of 
his paper and his contributors the editor 
declares that ‘‘ the aims and objects of the 
paper are apparent to every man and 
woman so unfortunate as to be confined in 
any of our prisons."’ That word ‘unfortu- 
nate’’ accords perfectly with the tone of 
scores of articles we have seen in The Star 
of Hope and does much toward making un- 
necessary a defense of our criticism. 


——In response to a request from The Bur- 
lington Free Press, Bishop ARTHUR C. A. 
HALL has sent to that paper a statement of 
his objections to prohibition as a remedy for 
intemperance. After condemning prohibi- 
tive laws as ineffectual, as making regula- 
tion impossible, and as creating a vast 
amount af hypocrisy among drinkers and 
sellers of liquors and among officials, the 
Bishop, lays special emphasis on the fact 
that in most cases the foundation of such 
laws is the assumption that any use of the 
liquids which, if consumed to excess, in- 
toxicate, is morally wrong. On this point 
he says: 

The use of such drink is in itself no more 
wrong than the use of tobacco. In either case 
it is the misuse which we have to guard 
against. Doubtless with many persons total 
abstinence (from wine or from tobacco) may be 
safest and best. To attempt to enforce this on 
all persons is togmanufacture an artificial sin, 
with the risk of leading many persons to think 
lightly of what is absolutely wrong (for in- 
stance, drunkenness,) because they have come 
to recognize that there is no real sin in what 
they had been taught to regard as equally 
wicked, 


In the opinion of Bishop HALL, this at- 
tempt on the part of the Prohibitionists to 
create an ‘artificial sin’’ has the very 
serious result of tending to break down the 
sense of obligation in the case of all law, 
human or Divine. He regards it aS a dan- 
gerous mistake to claim for what is at most 
only the sentiment of a minority the same 
authority and obligation that inhere in a 
universal moral principle. The Free Press, 
which believes in prohibition, meets the 
Bishop's other objections with more or less 
success, but this one it cautiously avoids. 


——That ghost story from Yonkers would 
be without.any particular interest were it 
not for the fact that five persons instead 
of the usual one claim to have seen the 
apparition. This does not prove, of course, 
that the ghost had the sort and amount of 
reality which ghosts would have if they had 
any, but it does render the case very ap- 
preciably harder to expigin. That any one 
of the young women who were watching 
beside the body of their dead friend should 
have thought she saw a shadowy but rec- 
ognizable figure floating along the wall 
would not have been in the slightest degree 
surprising, considering that the thme was 
early morning and the vigil had lasted 
through all the.long night hours. That 
five of them, however, should have been 
at the same moment the victims of the 
same hallucination presents a problem the 
solution of which is more difficult. Ac- 
counts differ as to just what happened, 
but there is at least plausibility in the sus- 
picion that one of the young women, upon 
whom the weariness and excitement of the 
night had told with special severity, ‘‘ saw’’ 
the vision, and that the others submitted 
to the suggestion derived from her startled 
exclamations. The idea that alf of them 
were in precisely the state to originate the 
apparition can hardly be accepted. That 
each of the five saw exactly the same 
thing need not be admitted, no matter how 
closely the several descriptions coincide. 
The ghost was entirely conventional in ac- 
tion, figure, and attitude, and, once pro- 
‘jected, it was inevitable that its face should 
be that of the dead girl about whom all 
the Watchers had been thinking. Thus, one 
by one, reflection on the circumstances 
would remove the puzzling features of the 
episode. Still it is most unusual for five 
persons to see the same ghost, and doubt- 
less the folks“who hunger for mystery and 
the supernatural will be much stirged up 
by the peculiarities of the case.

WR. CLEVELAND'S 
CONCLUDING LECTURE 


Incidents Leading Up to His Vene-= 
zuelan Message Reviewed. 


Thinks This Country’s Stand Esta 
lished the Monroe Doctrine on Last- 
ing Foundations. 


Ex-President last 


Cleveland delivered 
night, in Alexander Hall, Princeton Uni- 
versity, the second and concluding lecture 
on the national boundary dispute between 
Great Britain and Venezueta. 

Mr. Cleveland reminded his hearers that 


was in 1876 ‘that Venezuela made its 


first appeal to the United States in regard 
to the boundary controversy between this 
South American Republic and Great Brit- 
ain. Five years afterward the Venezuelan 
Minister in Washington appealed very 
strongly to Mr. Evarts, and was met with 
words of encouragement. In 1881 Mr. Blaine 
became interested in the matter. In 1884 
Mr. Freyunghuysen communicated with 
Mr. Lowell on the subject, and later Secre- 
tary gBayard and Minister Phelps took the 
matter up and préssed it forward. In 1887 
our Minister to Great Britain formally 
tendered to the English Government “ the 


good offices’ of the United States to pro- 
mote an amicable settlement of the pend- 
ing controversy, offering our arbitration if 
acceptable to both parties. 
was refused by Lord Salisbury. 
The lecturer narrated some of the inci- 
dents having to do with the collection of 
damages by Great Britain from Venezuela 
in connection with the seizure of two Eng- 
lish vesseis and their crews, in the dis- 
puted region. for alleged violation of the

laws of Venezuela within her jurisdiction. 
In this case the English authorities re- 
fused certain friendly overtures in the in- 
terest of an amicable settlement on the 
eet of the American Minister to Vene- 
zuela. 

Further details were given, showing the 
relation of Secretany B.aine and Minister 
Lincoln to the boundary controversy. Mr. 
Cleveland described, also, his own action 
as President during his second term, cul- 
minating in England’s absolute refusal “ to 
permit Venezuela's claim to be tested by 
arbitration,” while “Venezuela was utter- 
ly powerless to forcibly resist England's 
self-pronounced decree of ownership.” He 
quoted from his own mention of the sub- 
ject in his annual message to Congress, 
spoke of the joint resolution of Congress in 
February, 1895, in favor of friendly arbitra- 
tion, and referred to the efforts of Mr. 
Bayard, who had then become our Ambas- 
sador to London. 

“It now,” said Mr. Clevéland, “ became 
plainly apparent that a new stage had 
been reached in the progress of our inter- 
vention, and that the ominous happenings 
of a few months had hastened the day 
when we were challenged to take our ex- 
act bearings, lest we should miss the 
course of honor and national duty. The 
more direct tone that had been given te 
our dispatches concerning the dispute, our 
more insistent and emphatic suggestion of 
arbitration, the serious reference to the 
subject in the President’s message, the 
significant resolution passed by Co 
earnestly ,recommending arbitration, all 
portended a growth of conviction on the 
part of our Government concerning this 
controversy, which grew to pronounced 
disappointment and anxiety when Great 
Britain, concurrently with these apprising 
incidents, repeated in direct and positive 
terms her refusal to submit to arbitration, 
except on condition that a portion of the 
disputed territory which Venezuela had 
always claimed to be hers should at the 
ones’ be irrevocably conceded to Eng- 
ana, 

Mr. Cleveland further said: ‘‘ Recreancy 
to a principle so fundamentally American 
as the Monroe Doctrine on the part of 
those charged with the administration of 
our Government was, of course, out of the 
question. Inasmuch, therefore, as all our 
efforts to avoid its assertion had misear- 
ried, there was nothing left for us to do, 
consistently with national honor, but to 
take the place of Venezuela in the con- 
troversy, so far as that was necessary in 
vindication of our American doctrine. 
Our mild and amiable proffers of geod of- 
fices, and the hopes we indulged that at 
last they might be the means of sucuring 
to a weak sister republic peace and justice, 
and to ourselves immunity from sterner 
interposition, were not suited to the new 
emergency. In our advanced position 
sympathy for Venezuela and solicitude for 
her distressed condition were no longer to 
be the motive power of our conduct,- but 
were to give way to the duty and @o - 
tion to protect our own national rights. 

In passing, he made a cordial reference 
to the late Secretary Gresham, and came 
then to Mr. Olney’s part in the negotia- 
tions. In 1895 Mr. Olney, said Mr. Cleve- 
land, at the suggestion of the President, 
“began, with characteristic energy and 
vigor, to make preparation for the decisive 
step which it seemed to our Government 
could not longer be delayed.’ Mr. Cleve- 
land said: ‘‘ Whatever our beliefs or con- 
victions might be, as derived from the ex- 
amination we had thus far given the case, 
and however strongly we might be per- 
suaded that Great Britain’s pretensions, if 
allowed, . must result in such European 
colonization as would violate the Monroe 
doctrine, it would nevertheless have been 
manifestly improper and heedless on our 
part to find conclusively against Great 
Britain, before soliciting her again and in 
new circumstances to give us an oppor- 
tunity to judge of the merits of her claims 
through her submission of them to arbitra- 
tion.’ 

He then recited the last decisive steps 
taken by our Government, including his 
own message to Congress and the support 
by Congress of his suggestion of a com- 
mission on the subject. 

The lecture concluded with a description 
of the subsequent action of Great Britain 
in acceding to arbitration as urged by the 
United States, and gave an account of the 
final settlement, which, according to this 
account, Was vastly more favorable to 
Venezuela than has been supposed by 
many. He said that his hearers. would 
very likely be surprised that this “ con- 
troversy was so long chronic, and yet in 
the end yielded so easily to pronounced 
treatment.’’ He added: “My own sur- 
rise and disappointment have arisen more 
rom the honest misunderstanding and the 
dishonest and insincere misrepresentation 
on the part of many of our people regard- 
ing the motives and purposes of the inter- 
ference of the Government of the United 
States in this affair.’ After a reference 
to the complaints on the part of *‘ those 
engaged in speculation and stock gam- 
bling,”’ he concluded with these words: 

“*T hope there are but few of our fellow- 
citizens who, in their retrospects, do not 
now acknowledge the good that has come 
to our Nation through this episode in our 
history. It has established the Monroe 
doctrine on lasting foundations before the 
eyes of the world; it has given us a better 
for in the respect and consideration of 
he people of all nations, and especally of 
Great Britain; it has again confirmed our 
confidence in the overwhelming prevalence 
among our citizens of disinterested devo- 
tion to American honor, and last, but by 
no means least, it has taught us where to 
look in the ranks of our countrymen for 
the best patriotism.” _ 

At the close of Mr. Cleveland's lecture 
President Patton thanked him for his 
“ clear, calm presentation of this most im- 
portant chapter in the history of American 
ee... and said that, while he could 
not officially announce the Stafford Little 
lecturer for next year, he indulged the 
hove that it would be Mr. Cleveland, and 
that he would be the lecturer for years to 
come.

French Chamber Decides that the Fa- 
mous Declaration of 1789 Shall! Be 
Posted in All Schools. 

PARIS, March 29.—In the Chamber of 
Deputies yesterday, amid intense excite- 
ment and uproar, M. Denis (Radical Re- 


publican) claimed urgency for a motion 
to eonsider a revision of the constitution 
by incorporating therein the text of the 
historical Declaration of the “ Rights of 
Man.” The urgency motion was defeated 
by a vote of 23Y to 233. 

‘A motion of M. Dauzon (Radical Re- 
ublican) that the Declaration be posted 
n all the ‘schools was adopted by a vote 


of 542 to one. 


The Declaration of the Rights of Man 
was formulated in 1789 by the Assembly. 
It is virtually the Charter of the Revolu- 
tion, and ranks with the English Bill of 
Rights and the American Declaration of 
Independence. 

The Declaration contains, among other 
clauses, statements that all men are born 
and continue free and equal in rights; 
that society is an association of men to 
preserve the natural rights of man; that 
the law can forbid only such actions as are 
mischievous to society, and that all citi- 
zens have a right to take part, through

Warning Against Eccentricity, the Sign 
of Weakness—Plea for a National 
Theatre—The Prize Winners. 


some thirty or forty young people were 
on the stage of the Empire Theatre yester- 
day afternoon to receive their diplomas as 
graduates of the Empire Theatre School of 
Acting, of which Franklin H. Sargent is the 
head. They were addressed by Richard 
Mansfield, the Rev. Walter E. Bentley, Sec- 
retary of the Actors’ Church Alliance, and 
Anna Warren Story. In the audience were 
many theatrical folk of distinction. It was 
announced that the winner of a medal of- 
fered by David Belasco for the greatest 
technical skill was Charlotte Huntington. 
To Theresa Toube was awarded a medal, 
also given by Mr. Belasco, for the greatest 
Gramatic ability. A second medal was also 
given to Rose Estes. 

The Rev. Mr. Bentley spoke of the need 
of greater reality on the stage and in the 
pulpit. He hoped that the time would come 
when rot only the pulpit, appealing to the 
tar, but the stage, which he characterized 
as a living, tangible medium of art expres- 
tion, would present truth and reality with 
greater power. 

The principal speaker of the occasion was 
Richard Mansfield. He gave advice to those 
about to become actors in a characteristic 
fashion and advocated a National theatre 


s the home of American dramatic art. Mr. 

fansfield spoke in part as follows: 

“I trust you are not:adopting the stage 
tor your profession because you can’t do 
anything else, If you can’t do anything else 
you may be sure you will not succeed upon 
jhe stage, for the stage above all other pro- 
fessions needs a variety of accomplish- 
ments. I am sorry to say that when a per- 
bon finds he can’t do ahything he imme- 
diately says, ‘I’m afraid I'll have to go 
upon the stage.’ I really don’t think we 
want the stage recruited from the ranks of 
the ne’er-do-wells, the idle and the ig- 
norant. 

“There is in this country a somewhat 
blurred conception of the meaning of the 
word stage. The music hall, the dime 
museum, the concert hall. and the café 
fmetant are all called the stage, and if an 
ntoxicated female who dances for her 
wretched existence in a barroom is arrested 
for drunkenness we read in the morning 
papers, ‘ Actress Arrested!’ and one is apt 
to wonder what Mrs. Siddons or Rachel or 
Ristori has been doing. Surely there is no 
profession in the world in which it is so 
necessary for a man or a woman to have 

ood manners. I do not say that you should 

well born, but I do say that you should 
be well bred. 

“It is quite time that persons with the 
manners of a sea cook should cease to dis- 

ort themselves upon the stage—especially 
n society dramas. At least you should know 
how to use your knife and fork, how to sit 
down, how to bew, and how not to bow. Do 
not imitate the gentleman who enters the 
Btage drawing room and places his hat ufion 
the mantelpiece, parts the tails of his coat, 
and straddles a chair. Do not pull down 
your shirt cuffs or contemplate your finger 
nails. One day at a rehearsal in Boston I 
saw a gentleman arranging his finger nails 
with’a penknife while speaking to a lady. 
I think he did it to show he wasn’t afraid, 
to exhibit his insouciance, and that he was 
just as much at home in a drawing room 
as in a stable. And he succeeded. 


A LESSON FOR AN ACTOR. 


“The other day, in a play which intro- 
duces a scene at a dinner table, I called the 
attention of the actor playing with me to 
the fact that well-bred people do not cut 
up their food and then lay the knife on 


one side and eat with the fork, but re- 
tain the knife and fork in their hands. 
You don’t mean to say,’ exclaimed the 
actor, ‘that you want me to eat with my 
fork in my left hand?’ and he looked about 
at the members of the company with an 
expression that said: ‘I wonder what this 
crank will want next?’ The stage does not 
need recruits who are boors and ill-bred

“If the student has unfortunately not 
sequen refinement from his surroundings 
in his own“home, and does not know how a 
lady or gentleman would deport themselves 
under most circumstances, then, if he is 
persistent in his determination to follow the 
Stage, let him take service for awhile in the 
house of a great personage, and watch and 
jearn. In a year or two as footman he will 
be able, while waiting at table and follow- 
ing the other functions of a flunky, to ob- 
serve and copy the manners of those who 
are to the manner and the manor born.

Appearance is 
almest everything on the stage, d how 
humiliating it is to see persons whove man- 
ners smack of the kitchen and the stable, 
disporting themselves as ladies and gentle- 
men. Therefore, if you have not manners, 
hasten to acquire them.” 

Mr. Mansfield referred to the importance 
of good English and the need of French 
and Italian. The voice, he said, should be 
cultivated. Music should be studied. Every 
student should carry with him a mental 
notebook in which impressions were stored 
so that characters labeled: Elderly Butler, 
Family Lawyer, Gay Man-About-Town 
Young Buck, Charming Adventurer, and 
Old Rake could be come upon readily. 

“When you are enacting a part,” con- 
tinued Mr. Mansfield, “ think of your voice 
as a color, and, as you paint your picture, 
(the character you are painting, the scene 
you are portraying,) mix your colors. You 

ave on your palate (pallet) a white voice, 
la voix Bianche; a heavenly ethereal, or 

lue voice, the voice of prayer; a disagree- 
able, jealous, or yellow voice; a steel gray

“Of course, I cannot be guilty of the 
-impertinence of suggesting to multi-mill- 
jonaires how to dispose of their surplus, 
but the establishment of a National the- 
atre would be a lasting monument to the 
memory of the founder. From a merely 
material point of view, the National the- 
atre might tend to improve the condition 
of the traveling actor.~ Perhaps some of 
the managers or janitors of theatres might 
be persuaded to visit New York, and after 
examining the National theatre, with its 
clean and comfortable dressing rooms— 
its greenroom and all its other and proper 
conveniences and sanitation—they might 
be shamed into making some beneficial 
alteration in the dangerous, disgusting, and 
odoriferous pig pens that are now ¢onsid- 
ered by them to be good enough for thet 
uge of actors.

“IT have often wondered why it was ab- 
solutely necessary for certain ,painters of 
my acquaintance to wear velvet jackets 
and red neckties. Don’t imagine that you 
are different from the rest of the world be- 
cause you are an actor or trying to be one. 
You are simply a person pursuing a pro- 
fession, and, therefore, leave your stage 
manners and your wig and your costume 
where they a and walk into the street 
like a quiet, unobtrusive gentleman. Great 
humility of attire is just as conspicuous as 
overdressing. The man who goes to a din- 
ner in a business suit is just as blamable 
as the person who attends a morning func- 
tion in full evening dress—unless, of course, 
he happens to be coming home. 

“You cannot succeed on the stage with- 
out work. You cannot spend the days in 
bed and the nights carousing. More wo- 
men succeed on the mows because they are 
more in earnest, harder workers, more 
courageous, and more temperate than the 
average man. Netning hinders a woman 
on the stage, but plain looks and matri- 
mony. 

““And now I will say, finally, you can’t 
be taught to act. No amount of lecturing 
can make an actor. The actor is nascitur 
not fit. A man with the talent, the 
gentus, the qualifications for the stage must 
earn his rudiments, but you may teach 
two men your rudiments, and the one will 
become an actor and the other won't. 
That's all.” 


A NEW BURLESQUE. 


Perhaps the best bit of burlesque done 
here for some time was introduced in the 
Weber & Fields review last evening. 
Twenty minutes of the act devoted to reg- 
ular travesties of ‘‘A Royal Family” and 
“Gay Lord Quex”’ was devoted to a bur- 
lesque of ‘‘ Captain Jinks,’’ the Clyde Fitch 
play now running so successfully at the 
Garrick. 

It was the second act of that play that 
lent itself so well to the fun-makers of the 
merry company at Weber & Fields’s. The 
incidents for the fun were the interview 
between Mme. Trentain and her persistent 
lover, Capt. Jinks, and the ballet rehearsal 
that followed the scene in which Capt. 
Jinks is charged with trifling with the af- 
fections of the prima donna, in order to 
win a wager e Wolf Hopper was the 
elongated ballet master played by Edwin 
Stevens, David Warfield burlesqued Capt. 
Jinks, and to Fay Templeton was assigned 
the task of impersonating the prima donna 
played so effectively by Ethel Barrymore. 

While both of the men did very cleverly 
in their funmaking, the honors fell to 
Fay Templeton. Her costume was a clever 
exaggeration of that worn by Miss Barry- 
more, white tarieton, roses, wreath, and 
all, even to the enormous bustle. In voice, 
manners, walk, laugh, and talk she was all 
that could ossibly be asked for in a 
burlesque of*a character that lends itself 
sO well to exaggerates as does that of the 
opera singer of the Fitch play. There were 
the peculiar gasps, gurgles, giggles, in- 
tonations, and movements of Miss Barry- 
more exaggerated just sufficiently to bring 
out their funny sides. 

Miss Templeton cleverly managed to es- 
cape overdoing any one of these, and so 
scored what was probably the surest and 
funniest hit she ever made in her long and 
varied career. ad she been able to put 
just a bit more Wim into the dance with the 
ver rotesque ballet that was made up 
of eber, elds, Kelly, Fostelle, and Ali, 
there would have been nothing that one 
could criticise. But unfortunately Fay Tem- 
pleton’s size does not admit of as much 
agility as it did several years ago. 

at ballet was almost as funny as the 
one in the play under burlesque, and that 
is giving it high praise as a fun-maker. 
The little skit is about the best thing of 
the sort yet produced at the house, in its 
clever exaggeration, so far as the acting 
went, not even orceies the Catherine 
burlesque, though:the dialogue was not 
articularly funny in itself, and could 
stand being brightened up without injury.

Mme. Melba made her final appearance, 
singing Marguerite.

She was more than ordinarily 
brilliant vocally and histrionically in the 
jewel song, while in the subsequent pass- 
ages of the garden scene the simplicity of 
her style was captivating.

Mr. Saleza was in good voice, and was, as 
he usually is, a graceful and impassioned 
Faust. He was at his best in the more vig- 
orous parts of the réle. He is never suc- 
cessful in moderato singing, because his 
vocal method in the use of the mezza voce 
is radically wrong. It is a pity that so 
gifted a singer cannot profit in this matter 
from observation, but few operatic perform- 
ers are willing to learn from others. Fort- 
unately the réle of Faust gives abundant 
opportunitfes for robust singing, and in this 
Mr. Saleza was admirable. Mr. Plancgon re- 
peated an interpretation of Mephistopheles 
which is full of high merit. He was at his 
best in the Kirmess scene, where he sang 
and acted with splendid spirit and voice. 
Mr. Scotti was again a vigorous Valentine, 
sometimes more vigorous than discreet.

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BOERS WITH BUFFALO BILL 


They Fraternize with Canadian 
Rough Riders, Whom They 
Once Fought. 


“The Hero of Spion Kop” Tells How 
He and a Companion Held 
the Hill. 


Ambrose Park, in South Brooklyn, which 
is usually dreary and chilly at this time of 
year, is at present in a bustle of activity. 
The rough riders of all’ nations who com- 
pose the show of Col. Cody, otherwise 
known as “ Buffalo Bill,”” with the addition 
of detachments of genuine Boers and Ca- 
nadian horsemen fresh from the Transvaal, 
are encamped there with their horses, som- 
breros, rifles, lariats, ang all the other ac- 
coutrements of war that pertain to the 
full-fledged rough rider. 

The Boers and the Colonials who only a 
short time ago were exchanging rifle balls 
on the veldt are at present exchanging 
Scotch highballs in the saloons in the 
vicinity of the park where they are ‘en- 
camped, and the Indians, United States 
cavalrymen, South American gauchos, Rus- 
sian Cossacks, Mexican vaqueros, and 


American cowpunchers are uniting in sim-. 


ilar efforts to keep up their respectjve cir- 
culations. Ambrose Park is an extremely 
breezy place for an open-air cavalry camp 
at this ttme of year, and in spite of their 
efforts to keep warm, a good many of the 
rough riders are suffering a little from the 
cold, 

The Indians, who for the most part dress 
in a blanket and a coat of some warm 
colored paint, shiver the most, while the 
Boers, who are at present the star attrac- 


tions at the show, suffer very little from 
the cold. There are twelve Boers at the 
show, and every one of them has one or 
more wounds to exhibit and a moving tale 
to tell about his sufferings in the Trans- 
vaal. The commander of the Boer detach- 
ment is Commandant E. A. Van Derloo, 
who was formerly a correspondent for the 
official Boer journal, the De Volkstem of 
Pretoria, 

At{the beginning of the war he enlisted 
as a trooper under Cronje, and was speedily 
made a Lieutenant. He got away from 
Cronje’s army while that General was sur- 
rounded by the British troops under Lord 
Roberts, and afterward became a com- 
mandant of scouts under Gen. De Wet. 
He has two wounds; one in his breast, 
which is the token left him by an English 
lancer, and a bullet wound in the leg. He 
left the Boer army in December and made 
his way to The Hague, where he met 
Jules Keene, who was scouting there for 
Boer soldiers for Col. Cody. 

Mr. Keene secured all the Boers who are 
at the show in Holland, where he was sent 
by Col. Cody. He secured the addresses 
of Boers who had gone to Holland from the 
Boer headquarters at The Hague, and by 
scouting about for them among the farms 
secured the twelve men who are with the 
show, and whom he declares are as desperate 
fighters as ever stormed a kopje. One of 
them, A, De Roos, has already attained 
some fame in Europe, where he is known 
as ‘‘the hero of Spion Kop.” He is a tall, 
sunburned man, clean shaven, but with a 
pipe big enough for Kriiger himself. In 
picturesque broken English he tells the 
story of his defense of Spion Kop to ail 
who wish to listen to it, 

The Boers had decided to abandon the 
hill, but De Roos with another man said 
that they would hold it unaided against the 
British. They were left on the top of the 
hill by the retreating Boers, armed with 
their rifles and a large, showy flag. By 
means of a steady fusillade and a vigorous 
waving of the big flag they kept the Brit- 
ish wajting before the hill for some time, 
then they furled their flag, slung their 
rifles, and abandoned the hill to their ene- 
mies. The hill, it will be remembered, was 
afterward retaken by the Boers. 

De Roos was afterward captured ‘by the 
British, but escaped by taking the rather 
arduous pedestrian journey of 300 miles 
across the veldt. W. Bouink, another Boer, 
was captured while helping to besiege 
Ladysmith, but escaped again. Among 
the other Boers are Jan Vink, who was 
wounded and captured, but escaped; A. H. 
Hillaredes, who assisted in the capture of 
a number of English guns at Colenso; John 
Oudhoff of the Free State artillery, who 
was wounded at Elandslaagte; C. Vereign- 
man, a courier for Gen. e Wet; A. J. 
Winnips, who fought against the Kafirs 
when he was fifteen years old; H. J. 
Gerutzen, who was one of Gen. Joubert’s 
scouts, and C. Van Dremal, who was taken 
prisoner by the Fifth Lancerswat Elands- 
laagte, but who afterward escaped, and 
John Lutke, who was wounded while serv- 
ing under Col. Villebois. 

There are foutteen® Englishmen in the 
show, seven of them who served under Col. 
Baden-Powell in his defense at Mafeking. 
One of them has a story to tell whic 
throws all the adventures of the Boers into 
the shade. He is Henry Bolton, who was 
a Quartermaster-Sergeant in the Baden- 
Powell regiment. While scouting in front 
of Mafeking he was taken prisoner by the 
Boers. The English, who knew that he had 
previously served with the Boer army in 
a campaign against the Swazis, a ferocious 
tribe of savages, who live in a place called 
Malaboch, concluded that he had deserted 
to join his old friends, and offered £100 re- 
ward for him, dead or alive. The Boers 
who captured him recognized him as a man 
who had once fought on their side, and de- 
cided that he was a deserter and a spy. 
They tried him on these charges and ac- 
quitted him. They held him a prisoner of 
war at Pretoria, but he soon escaped by 
digging a tunnel, and joined the English 
army again. He was immediately put in 
irons as a deserter and dragged before a 
court-martial, but was again atquitted, 
this time on the ground that no sane de- 
serter would dig a tunnel to get back to 
the army he had just deserted from. 

Another veteran of the siege of Mafeking 
is' Dunean Presgraves, who was formerly 
a Captain in a Lancer regiment, and still 
wears a Kandahar medal which he won 
by the march under Lord Roberts from Ka- 
bul to Kandahar during the Afghan War. 
At the outbreak of the Boer war he en- 
listed again as a private, and at his dis- 
charge signed articles with J. Clark, for- 
merly a Sergeant in the Scots Greys, who 
now recruits rough riders for Buffalo Bill. 

The Canadian contingent, which consists 
of twenty-two men from the Stratheona 
Horse and the Northwest Mounted Police, 
arrived from Canada on Tuesday night. It 
is under command of Corp. Douglass of the 
Strathcona Horse, who fought eye De 
Roos, the * hero of Spion Kop.”’ he Cana- 
dians are regarded by the Boers as the 
best men in the show. They are all tall, 
clean-shaven, muscular-looking fellows, 
and according to the Boers at the show 
are much better fighters than the English, 


WILLIAM GIBSON’S WILL.

After working there two 
years, his employer died, and he succeeded 
in borrowing the money with which to

Lucy Gibson, kept house for him. In his 
will, which is dated March 30, 1898, he 
gives to his sister the use of the house 
for life and an annual income of $2,000. 

A number of friends, most of them for- 
mer employes or their wives, are remem- 
bered, and the Bedford Street Methodist 
Episcopal Church receives $1,000 for church 

urposes and $1,000 for the use of the 
Bunday school.

The kimona is such a pretty garment in 
itself that it is always becoming when the 
woman inside it is at all attractive. That 
is saying a great deal, for people who are 
adepts in kimona wearing say that most 
people put it on like a rag, and—they add 
with scorn—it always looks like a rag, The 
average woman hasn’t the least idea in 
the world of the way to get into a kimona 
or how it should look after she is in it. 
She stands before her mirror and arranges 
the folds so as to have it as straight as a 

lumb line from her nose down the front. 

hen she tries to pull it out in the back in 
a fanlike train, then she puts on her sash 
and ties it In a big bow in front, and is 
happy.

The fine kimona comes in three mate- 
rials—the soft Japanese silk, crépe, and 
satin. There is nothing prettier for negligé 
wear. The ornamentation depends upon the 
price, and, as in other things, the less ex- 
pensive articles are the poorest in color 
effects as well as in work. But it is not 
necessary to have ornamentation, and the 
soft crépes in plain colors are charming 
and more attractive to women of refined 
taste than those with the cheap embroid- 
ery.

7 DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Gen. Stewart Van Vliet. 
Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, March 29.—Gen. Stewart 
Van Vliet, one of the oldest of the retired 
officers of the United States Army and a 
member of the famous Class of 1840 of the 
Military Academy. at West Point, died at 
his residence in this city to-day. His death 
removes a ynique figure from Washington, 
for there was hardly a resident of the cap- 


ital who did not know him by sight. He 
was @ man of considerable wealth, and 
since his retirement, under the age limit, 
had been a liberal enterti{<-r. He accumu~ 
lated a remarkable collection of pictures 
and objects of art. g,He was a member of @ 


puasher of military and patriotic organiza- 
tions. 

Gen. Van Vliet was born in Vermont Jan. 
21, 1815. He was First Captain of Cadets 
when Gen. Grant was a “ plebe,”” and Gen. 
Grant used to say in later years that he 
was at the time in doubt as to whether Na- 
poleon or Capt. Van Vliet was the greater 
man. Gen, Van Vliet graduated ninth in his 
class. He saw service in the Seminole war, 
and then went through the Mexican war 
with the Third United States Artillery. He 
was in command of the company which led 
the charge that won the day at Monterey 
and received the sword of Gen. Ampuclos. 
He participated in the battle of Blue Water, 
when Gen.-Harney finally defeated the 
Sioux Indians. He fitted out Gen. Albert 
Sidney Johnston’s expedition against the 
Mormons, who were in open revolt against 
the United States, and after it started was 
ordered to go on ahead and communicate 
with Brights So. He made a wonder- 
full rapid 1,000-mile drive from Leavenwortn 
to Salt Lake City, traveling with his escort 
of thirty soldiers, in light wagons. On ap- 
proaching Utah several travelers urged him 
to turn back, as the Mormons had threat- 
ened his life. He was so. much impressed 
by these warnin that.he left his little 
force 150 miles from Salt Lake City, in 
order not to endanger their lives, and rode 
into the Mormon stronghold alone. He 
was treated courteously, and the trouble 
was settled without bloodshed. 

Gen. Van Vilet was Chief Quartermaster 
of the Aree of the Potomac during the 
civil war. is last service was as a mem- 
ber of the Retiring Board at Washington 
in 1879. He received four brevets in the 
course of his career. 


Charles R. Hickox. 

Charles R. Hickox, one of the original 
members of the New York Produce Ex- 
change, died yesterday at his home, 126 
West Ninety-fourth Street. He was born 
in Warren, Ohio, sixty-four years ago, 
and came to this city in 1855. When the 
Civil War broke out, he was appointed 
Second Lieutenant in the Fifth United 
States Artillery, and served through the 
war, being present at many important 
engagements, including Gettysburg, and 


earning a reputation for conspicuous brav- 
ery. He became First Lieutenant in 1864. 

On one occasion, when all of his com- 
mand had fled, he refused to move in the 
face of the advancing enemy, and escaped 
unhurt, being cheered by both sides. 

Mr. Hickox was meensinent in the grain 
commission business in this city after the 
war, and served two terms on the Produce 
Exchange Board of Managers. At one 
time he was a member of the firm of 
Hughes, Hickox & Co., which also in- 
cluded John M. Hughes, Judge Hilton’s 
son-in-law, He retired rr, business 
about fourteen years ago. e was a 
member of the Union League Club, the 
Loyal Legion, the New England Society 
and Lafayette Post of the Grand Army of 
the Republic. He leaves one daughter 
and two sons. 


Frederick Sigrist. 
Ex-Alderman Frederick Sigrist of the old 
Twenty-first Ward of Brooklyn dicd in his 
seventy-second year at the residence of his 
son, John J. Sigrist, 53 Harmon Street, 

Brooklyn, Tuesday, of paralysis. 
Ex-Alderman Sigrist was a life-long Re- 
publican. He always prided himself on the 
fact that he had passed the half century 
mark in Republican votes, he having voted 


at special and regular elections fifty-eight 
times. His Republicanism dates back to 
John C. Frémont’s time, and so strong was 
his belief in the principles of the party that 
he never voted for a Democrat for any of- 
fice. He was one of the first viniculturists 
and producers of California wines and bran- 
dies in his own vinevards, which he named 
“ Challenge,” near Napa, Cal. He retired 
twenty-five years ago. 

Mr. Sigrist was born in Bavaria, Ger- 
many, and leaves three sons and one daugh- 
ter—Francis K., Frederic G. W., John J., 
and Elizabeth. The funeral will take place 
this morning at 9:30 from St. Barbara's 
Chureh, corner of Bleecker and Central 
Avenues, Brooklyn, where a solemn requiem 
mass will be celebrated.

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EARL RUSSELL DIVORCED. 


The Countegs Obtains a Decree Upon 
the Ground of Her Hus- 
band’s Bigamy. 

LONDON, March 28.—Countess Russell 
obtained a divorce this morning upon the 
ground of the bigamy of Earl Russell with 
Mrs. Somerville. The suit was not defend- 
ed. 
Lady Russell, in the witness ‘box, testi- 
fied to her unhappy relations with her hus- 
band from the first. She sketched the va- 
rious proceedings for a separation and 
then for a restitution of conjugal rights, 
and said she was finally obliged to go on 
the stage because her husband did not sup- 

port her * 

The Countess said she knew nothing 
whatever of the Earl's suit for divorce in 
Nevada and his subsequent marriage until 
the facts were announced in London news- 
papers. She declared that the Earl's alle- 
gation that she deserted him was untrue 
and was made solely to obtain jurisdiction 
in the American court. 


The Countess Russell's maiden name was 
Mabel Edith Scott. She is the youngest 
daughter of the late Sir Claude Edward 
Scott, and was married to John Francis 
Stanley Russeil, Second Earl Russell, on 
Feb. 6, 1890. The couple disagreed almest 
from their wedding day, and in 1891 the 
Ceuntess sued her husband for divorce. 

The case occupied some days in hearing, 
and was regarded as the most sensational 
suit of its kind heard in many years. Be- 
sides the statutory grounds for an Eng- 
lish divorce, Lady Russell made abomina- 
ble charges against the Earl. She failed 
to substantiate any of them, and, although 
public opinion had been entirely against 
the husband at the start, he was heartily 
cheéred when a verdict in his favor was 
declared. The Judge took the almost un- 
precedented course of ordering the Count- 
ess to pay the entire costs of the trial, 
amounting to over £5,000. 

Afterward, as a result of the trial, the 
Earl obtained a judicial separation. Since 
then the Countess and her mother, Lady 
“ Tina’’ Scott, have, in one way or an- 
other, been almost continually before the 
public eye. In 1895, Lady Russell brough: 
suit for a restoration of conjugal rights, 
and again failed to get a verdict. In 
Mareh, 1900, she went on the stage, and 
has been appearing at intervals ever since. 

In 1896, Earl Russell had his mother-in- 
law arrested on a charge of criminal lbel. 
She was convicted and imprisoned. Lady 
Russell was convicted for libeling a college 

rofessor, whom she had bracketed with 

er husband in the charges referred to. 

A year ago it was announced that Lord 
Russell had obtained a divorce in Nevada 
and had there married Mollie, daughter of 
the late George Cooke of Combernauld, 
Scotland. She also had obtained a Nevada 
divorce from George John Someryille, a 
Scotchman. Later the Earl and his new 
Countess went home, and the first Count- 
[sy threatened to have the Earl arrested 
tor bigamy.

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AMERICAN SMELTING GO. 
LOSES ON APPEAL 


Permanently Enjoined from Buying 
the Guggenheim Property. 


President Nash Says the Decision Will 
Not Prevent the Deal — Sharp 
Drop in Stocks. 


TRENTON N. J., March 28.—The Court 
of Errors and Appeals this afternoon, by a 
vote of 9 to 5, decided to reverse the Chan- 
cellor’s decision in the American Smelting 
and Refining Company case. 

To-day’s decision orders the issuance of 
an injunction restraining the American 
Smelting and Refining Company from tak- 
ing any further action in the matter of 
increasing its capital stock or acquiring, by 
purchase, the property of M. Guggenheim’s 
Sons, unless it shall be made to appear on 
final hearing that the stock’ to be issued 
for the purchase of the Guggenheim plant 
does not exceed the value of the property 


to be acquired by the purchase. 

The decision is looked upon here as one 
of great significance with respuect to the 
incorporation of companies under New 
Jersey laws in the future. The practice of 
acquiring properties and paying for it in 
stock has been very general, and hereto- 
fore it has not been the policy of the 
State t+ inquire into the value of the 
property purchased or the amount of stock 
issued on account of the purchase. 

It ig feared that the decision may have 
the effect of causing corporations to go 


elsewhere to become incorporated, al- 
though this view is not entertained by all 
corporation lawyers. 


The action of the Court of Errors and 
Appeals of New Jersey in making perma- 
nent the injunction brought against the 
American Smelting and Refining Company 
to prevent the increase in stock for the 
absorption of the Guggenheim smelting in- 
terests reached Wall Street just before the 
close of business. 

Samuel Untermyer of counsel for the 
company, last night gave out the following 
statement by E. W. Nash, the President of 
the American Smelting and Refining Com- 
pany: 

“The decision will not prevent a union 
of the two interests. The desire of the 
stockholders is almost unanimous in favyr 
of this trade. The court has said that the 
bargain is an advartageous one for the 
American Company’s stockholders, as any 
one can see, 

“ All that the Court of Errors decides is 
that the plaintiffs in the present suit are 
allowed to have a trial before the present 
plan is carried out. But it does not by any 
means follow that we need adhere to that 
precise plan or suffer any delay. 

“The decision was not intended and will 
not interfere with an effective consolida- 
tion of the two interests on lines that are 
now being considered. 

‘Meantime both businesses are pagal 
prosperous, and we arte working in har- 
ony, and we are both earning more 
money than ever before. It was proved 
that the Guggenheims’ net profits tor the 
current year from Aug. 1 are at the rate 
of over $4,500,000 and those of the Amer- 
ican Company about $5,000,000, which shows 
sbout 50 per cent. on the price of $50.000,- 
Oyo of common stock after paying 7 per 
cent. on the preferred stock. 

“The present temporary obstruction may 
furnish stock raiders who are trying tu 
cover short accounts an opportunity to 
trighten weak holders and get some cheap 
gtock. That will be its only effect.” 

Samuel Untermyer declined to discuss the 
subject further than to say that, in his 
opinion, a consolidation can be readily and 
lawfully effected under the laws of New 
Jersey without in any way conflicting with 
the decision, and that he anticipated no 
difficulty on that pvint. In his opinion,, the 
decision will have far greater effect on the 
hew companies that are organizing in New 
Jersey than on this company. 

Wall Street construed the decision as a 
serious setback to the company, as was 
shown in the movement of its stocks, whicn 
Were actually buoyant before the decision 
Was known, and then broke sharply. The 
preferred stock dropped from 6% to 9, 
and the common stock from 58% to 52. 

Friends of the company have been insist- 
fing since the legal proceedings were be- 

un, subsequent to the resignations of 

essrs. Rogers and Lewisohn from the 

Directorate, that the proceedings were in- 
stituted and conducted by David Lamar, 
who came into prominence as the colleague 
of Russell Sage in opposing the settlement 
of the Union Pacific-Government debt on 
the terms originally arranged with the syn- 
dicate, and who later figured in the Third 
Avenue Railroad pyrotechnics. He was 
also credited with being the manager of 
the celebrated manipulation of Leather 
Trust common stock, lifting it from 6 to 40, 
and having in this affair the co-operation 
of John D. Rockefeller, Jr. 

When Messrs. Rogers and Lewisohn re- 
signed from the American Smelting and 
Refining Directorate, and this litigation 
started, with Mr. Lamar identified with it, 
and his personal counsel, Edward Lauter- 
bach, appears as the counsel in chief, 
Wall Street quickly concluded that it was 
a Standard Oil move, one of the complain- 
ants having formerly had Standard Oil 
official relations, But as in the early stage 
of action in New Jersey, Mr. Lamar's 
cause was obstructed by an adverse de- 
cision, Stock Exchange speculators loaded 
up with Smelting stock, lifting it higher 
than its level prior to the proceedings, 

Thus, when the announcement.of yester- 
day's decision favorable to the Lamar con- 
tentions came over the Wall Street ticker, 
there was hurried unloading with the im- 
position of large losses.

OLD COUPLE FOUND DEAD. 


Were Brother and Sister, and Lived the 
Life of Hermits in Their Jersey 


City Home. 

An old couple, brother and sister, were 
found dead in their home, at 152 Virginia 
Avenue, Jersey City, yesterday... They had 
been dead a month or six weeks. The wo- 
man’s name was Susan Mead, as inscribed 
in a Bible found on a table, but the man's 
Christian name could not be learned, al- 
though they had occupied the house for 
eight years. 

They first appeared in the neighborhood 
at that time and bought two lots from a 
Mrs. Van Duyne, who is now dead. Mead 
built a two-story frame house on the lots, 
and he and his sister at once took posses- 
sion. They lived like hermits, and in all 
the eight years they occupied the house, 
none of the neighbors was ever allowed 
to enter it. It was Mead’s custom to walk 


to Jackson Avenue every morning at 6 
o'clock in the Summer and 7 o’clock in the 
Winter. At the stores in that vicinity he 
bought a morning newspaper and such 
roceries as he needed and carried them 
ome. When he bought a ton of coal he 
carried it into the house himself. He was 
never seen on any other occasion, and his 
sister was never seen by any of the neigh- 
bors except as they caught a glimpse of 
her through the windows as they passed. 

It was for this reason that their death 
was not learned sooner. Only early risers 
missed Mead, when he was accustomed to 
take his morning walk, and they thought 
he had probably changed his hour. It was 
not until two days ago that suspicion was 
aroused that all was not well with them, 
but the police were not notified until yes- 
terday. Then Sergt. Snow went to_the 
house and climbed through a window. Miss 
Mead sat in a chair in the kitchen. Mead 
lay on a mattress spread on the floor be- 
side the stove. A search of the house 
failed to disclose any letters or papers 
which would throw any light on the his- 
tory of the strange couple. There was a 
daguerreotype of the woman and three of 
the man, the first when he was about ten 
years old. From the fact that he always 
paid cash for everything he bought it is 
supposed that Mead had money, but where 
it is banked or invested could not be 
learned. 

It is believed that their death was caused 
by coal gas, as there had been a fire in 
the stove, the covers of which were off. 
County Physician Charles B. Converse was 
notified, but he had not decided last night 
whether he would make an autopsy or not. 

Mead was about seventy-five years old, 
his sister about seventy. It is believed that 
she was demented, as the neighbors say 
that while she was always quiet during the 
oy, she was frequently heard to scream 
wildly during the night. 


IMPEACHMENT TRIAL CLOSED. 


North Carolina Senate Finds Accused 
Justices Not Guilty. 
Special to The New York Times. 

CHARLOTTE, N. C., March 28,—After 
two weeks, one ©f the most interesting 
trials ever held in this State is ended. Chief 
Justice Furches and Associate Justice Doug- 
las were to-day declared not guilty in the 
impeachment proceedings before the Senate 
of North Carolina at Raleigh. 

The motion for impeachment originated 
in the Lower House, the Judges being 
charged with violating the Constitution in 
ordering the payment of:the salary of 
Shell Fish Commissioner White, whose of- 
fice, it was claimed, had been abolished. 
The speeches on behalf of the Judges and 
for the impeachment have been by the 
ablest lawyers in the State, the closing 
speech being made to-day. 

The claim was made during the trial that 
the proceedings were political, as the Gen- 
eral Assembly was emocratic and thé 
Judges Republican and Fusion, but the vote 
of the Senate to-day stood 34 to 16 on this 
issue, the majority declaring by their vote 
that partisan motives did not actuate the 
Judges. 

The verdict is a great relief to many, and 
perhaps a majority of the citizens of the 
State, who looked on the measure as a 
questionable proceeding.

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FAMILY LIVED BY BEGGING. 


Letters Soliciting Charity Sent to Well- 
Known Persons—Father, Mother, 


and Children Arrested. 


Writing begging letters has proved so 
profitable to the family of Patrick Me- 
Cann, fifty-five years old, of 836 East 
Forty-sixth Street, that he has done no 
work at all for two years, according to 
the stories of neighbors~ Agents Fogarty 
and Pisarra of the Gerry society made a 
descent upon the place last night and ar- 
rested McCann and his wife Mary, forty- 
nine years old, and their four children. 

The scheme of the letters was for the 


woman to represent herself as a former 
servant of some rich person, in dire dis- 
tress through sickness and to appeal for a 
contribution of $5 or $10 to help through 
pressing emergencies, Such a study the 
woman made of the system, the agents 
say, that she read all the soctety announceé- 
ments in the various newspapers in order 
to secure the names of fresh victims. The 
plan then was, according to their story, 
for the woman to seek Mrs. Francis, the 
janitress of her house, and have her write 
the appealing letter, telling of an old ser- 
vant about to be dispossessed, and then 
have one of the children present it at the 
house of the person to be swindled. 

The agents searched the squalid rooms 
and found such a letter completed and 
ready to mail to Mrs, William E. Clark of 
527 Madison Avenue, envelopes addressed 
to ‘“‘ Mrs. W. K. Vanderbilt,’’ Mrs. Howard 
Gould, and Mrs. Lispenard Stewart, a lot 
of blank envelopes, some postage stamps, 
and a list of well-known men and women. 

Mrs. Francis admitted writing the letters, 
but said she did ft to oblige Mrs. McCann, 
who could not write. She was not arrested. 
Mrs. McCann and her dance baby were 
locked up in the East Sixty-seventh Street 
Station, while her husband was locked up 
in the East Fifty-first Street Station and 
the children were taken to the society’s 
rooms. The children are Matthew, eleven 
years old; James, nine, and Bernard, four 
years old. The oldest boy was identified as 
a lad who about a year ago was arrested 
while begging in front of the Union League 
Club. He was released the following morn- 
ing because his mother came into court 
and swere that it was not necessary for 
him to beg for a living 

The parents were charged with employing 
the children to beg for them. 


HIT A CARTRIDGE WITH AN AXE. 


Boys with Yearning for Gunpowder Ac- 
quired at the Military Show Now 
Nursing Their Wounds. 


Among the thousands of children who 
attended the military tournament at Madi- 
son Square Garden on Wednesday after- 
noon were nine very small boys from the 
big tenement at 325 East Thirty-first 
Street. Every one of the nine became 
possessed of a thirst for gunpowder, ex- 
plosions, and other grizzly attributes of 
war. Bight of the nine said it was Eddie 
Bangs, six years old, who found a big 
cartridge in the big show house and put 
it in his pocket. 

Anyhow, Eddie Bangs appeared in the 
back yard of the big tenement yesterday 
afternoon with the cartridge. Willie 
Shannon, aged four years, simultaneously 
appeared with an axe. The other six boys 
were on hand, looking for trouble. The 
mothers and sisters of the boys were on 


the fire escapes at the various floors of the 
tenement hanging out clothes. It was a 
peaceful scene. The bloodthirsty Eddie 
Bangs placed the cartridge on the flag- 
stone. The sanguinary Willie Shannon 
came down on it with the axe. 

There was a tremendous detonation, fol- 
lowed by a simultaneous shriek from about 
twenty women on the fire escape landings, 
extending in one longedrawn-out whoop 
from the first to the top story. There was 
a vigorous howl from the ranks of the 
youthful sappers and miners in the court- 
yard below. Three policemen rushed to the 
scene on the double quick, with drawn re- 
volvers, and ready for anything. * 

When the smoke had cleared away the 
following casualties were discovered: Wil- 
lie Shannon, burned on left knee; Robert 
Haight, seven years old, left shoe torn by 
bullet and foot burned; Willie Doherty, five 
years old, burned about left hand; Eddie 
Bangs, six years old, right side of trous- 
ers burned; Danny Flynn, five years old, 
scratched and burned; Michael Leddin, 
seven years old, left hand burned; un- 
known boy, burned, scarred, and scared. 

Young Haight and Shannon were carried 
by two policemen to Bellevue Hospital and 
their wounds attended to. They were later 
taken home, not very much hurt. The 
cartridge could not be found.

STEEL TRUST VALUES. 


The shares (‘when issued”) of the 
United States Steel Corporation—the bill- 
ion-dollar steel trust—were buoyant yes- 
terday, the first day of their quotation 
upon the Stock Exchange. The entire 
stock market was strong, but the steel 
trust issues were much the most conspic- 
uous feature, transactions in the com- 
mon and preferred stocks approximating 
a quarter of a million shares. 

Wall Street has waited with much 
more than ordinary interest the entry of 
these securities upon the Stock Exchange 
list, and sentiment as to what must be 
the early sequel has been much divided. 
The aggregate of the new corporation’s 
capital so far surpasses anything before 
known that ordinary precedents are put 
aside in calculations. So vast is the 
volume of the stock issue, indeed, that 
many conServative observers have shown 
undisguised apprehension as.to what im- 
mediate market results might be. They 
who have hesitated and doubted are, 
however, in minority. Popular confi- 
dence is generally commanded in so far 
as Wall Street itself is concerned, and 
yesterday’s tests were appreciated rec- 
ords in most Wall Street houses, 

While the United States Steel capital- 
ization does exceed precedent there are a 
variety of attending factors which re- 
lieve the property from ordinary rules in 
comparison. It has, to begin with, an 
established list of 25,000 stockholders. 
The managers of the corporation do not, 
therefore, have to plan and work—asg is 
ordinarily necessary when new compa- 
nies are formed—to introduce their se- 
curities to the public. Every one of the 
25,000 stockholders is a co-promoter. 
Moreover, in very large proportion, these 
25,000 holders of stock have been invest- 
ors in iron-making properties (in the 
very properties that make up this new 
trust) for years and years. As before 
they became owners ‘of United States 
Steel shares they were holders of Federal 
Steel, for example, prior to their Federal 
Steel ownership they had Illinois Steel or 
Minnesota Iron interests. There is here 
but a final merger, the conclusion of a 
trade development long progressing. 

Whatever may be speculative possibil- 
ities or probabilities, very clear is the 
fact that in the tremendous “ billion- 
dollar” capitalization there is actual 
value. Reasons warranting the combina- 
tion have been much threshed over in 
Wall Street—the economy of it, the in- 
creasing net profit, the disposal of the 
hitherto continuous danger of trade 
wars. Apart from that phase of the mat- 
ter, and apart from political-economy 
bearings, what Wall Street most con- 
cerns itself with is as to what the con- 
trolling syndicate can and will do in the 
stock market. It is narrowness to pre- 
suppose that this gigantic undertak- 
ing is for interested bankers merely the 
provision of an opportunity to make a 
speculative turn on the Stock Exchange. 
Even if the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion had been formed only to facilitate 
stock huckstering, it is not reasonable to 
calculate that such a performance would 
be profitable conducted hurriedly. That 
the new stocks are to become speculat- 
ively popular was amply suggested in 
the wide distribution of yesterday’s buy- 
ing, practically every commission house 
in Wall Street joining in the transac- 
tions. It is easy to figure why commis- 
sion brokers, for the present, anyhow, 
will regard the new issues with favor; 
they make virtually all the interest they 
charge to customers; they do not have to 
pay for the stocks they buy till they are 
issued, and just for mechanical reasons, 
(engraved certificates, for example, re- 
quiring much time in execution,) there 
must be considerable delay; what pres- 
ent transactions represent on the Stock 
Exchange is merely the making of con- 
tracts between brother brokers. 

As a still more forceful warrant for 
confident anticipation are these figures 
—quoted officially: The new consolidated 
corporation is to be able to show in an 
exhibit to shareholders that on the pres- 
ent basis of earnings its properties pro- 
duce annual net revenues sufficient to 
pay full interest on its bonds, 7 per cent.

YESTERDAY’S MARKET. 


Another day of great activity and of 
strength pretty generally developed in the 
stock market yesterday. Under the leader- 
ship of the stocks of the United States 
Steel Corporation, which were traded in 
for the first time on the Exchange, and of 
Burlington, Northern Pacific and Lacka- 
wanna, the market, after some early hesi- 
tancy and irregularity, developed substan- 
tial strength, which grew greater as the 
day progressed, until at the close the final 
figures showed net gains quite general to 
the list. Indeed, up to the last fifteen 
minutes of trading there was every indi- 
cation that the closing prices would be the 
highest for the day, so well had the general 
strength been maintained. At that time, 
however, the decision of the New Jersey 
Court of Appeals in the American Smelting 
Company’s case waS made public. This, 
being adverse to the company and continu- 
ing the injunction restraining the consoli- 
dation with the Guggenheims, resulted in a 


severe break in the smelting company’s 
stocks, and had some sentimnetal effect 
on the balance of the list. But this influ- 
ence—which in an ordinary market would 
probably have seriously affected other 
stocks—was not lasting. Within five min- 
utes it had spent its force save and except 
in the case of the smelting stocks them- 
selves, and therefore all the other securi- 
ties moved independéntly and toward re- 
covery. The close was strong, with a 
sound undertone. 

Generally the developments of the day 
were favorable. The capture of Aguinaldo 
foreshadowing, as the Street believes, an 
early cessation of hostilities in the Philip- 
pines and the building up of a new Eastern 
trade; the statement of Father Phillips, 
who on the day previous had held a con- 
ference with Mr. Morgan, to the effect that 
there is little possibility of a coal strike, 
and some further excellent railway state- 
ments, were among the helpful factors. St. 
Paul reported an increase in net earnings 
for the month of February of no less than 
$175,730; Northern Pacific for the same 
month reported a gain in net income of 
$107,640; Chesapeake and Ohio for the same 
month showed an increase of over $102,000, 
while Southern Railway's net in February 
showed an increase of over $89,000. 

The feature of the market was the ex- 
tensive trading in and the great strength 
of the stocks of the Steel Trust, which on 
the preceding day had been admitted to the 
unlisted department of the Exchange. The 
buying of these securities was by many of 
the large banking interests connected in 
one way or other with the corporation, and 
it was under this buying that the strength 
of the shares developed and was so well 
maintained. Coincident with the advance, 
the certificates of the several consituent 
companies showed more activity and 
strength than for some days past, gains of 
2 points being not infrequent. Representa- 
tive steel and iron men, as well as the men 
who, financing the deal, haye had inside 
figures submitted to them, speak in enthu- 
siastic terms of the outlook for the new 
steel corporation. 

Further extensive dealings appeared in 
Northern Pacific and Burlington, each of 
which sold up to the highest prices yet 
recorded in the present movement. Of ru- 
mors respecting the properties there were 
many; of actual specific developments there 
was none. The talk persisted, however, 
that an offer to lease Burlington had been 
made by the Northern Pacific management. 

Not unnaturally, following the hopeful 
utterances of those present at Wednesday's 
conference in J. P. Morgan's office to dis- 
cuss the situation in the coal district, there 
was active demand for the coal stocks. Of 
these the feature was Lackawanna, which 
rose 9 points on dealings in about 13,000 
shares of the stock. The Eries and Read- 
ings were much more heavily traded in, 
but were somewhat reactionary, due to 
selling by previous buyers, who apparently 
sold in the belief that with the more reas- 
suring news and the consequent strength 
of the stocks it was a good time to take 
profit. Some exceptional influences seemed 
to be back of the advance in the Lacka- 
wanna issue. There was talk during the 
day of a change in management of the 
company, and it was suggested that this 
would include the resignation of President 
Truesdale. Mr. Truesdale himself is au- 
thority for the statement that he will not 
resign. It is not improbable, however, that 
certain plans of development of the com- 
pany may shortly be announced. 

In the local railway shares there was 
what the Street considered much better 
buying than has appeared for some time. 
This was especially true of Manhattan and 
Brooklyn, the former at one time selling 
to within a fraction of 126 and the latter 
crossing 81. It is a fact, as regards Brook- 
lyn, that President Vreeland of Metropoli- 
tan has in the last week been in frequent 
conference with Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
officials, while Pennsylvania interests are 
also said to be figuring in some way in 
these conferences. As for Manhattan, the 
buying of the stock in the Street is more 
or less attended with mystery. The identi- 
ty of the purchaser or purchasers who have 
steadily been accumulating the stock for 
the last three or four days remains as 
much a mystery as ever. In the Street the 
purchases are believed to be significant of 
something other than ordinary investment 
or speculative demand. 

When the decision in the 
Smelting case was announced, 
common stock was selling above 58 and 
the preferred above 96. The market re- 
sponse was instant, the common breaking 
sharply to 52 and the preferred to 90. 
half-point declines between sales being not 
infrequent. 

Among other features of the market were 
Western Union, the Wheeling and Lake 
Erie shares, United States Rubber stock, 
and, in the Vanderbilt group, Lake Erie 
and Western. In the case of Western 
Union, whose carefully numbered consecu- 
tive dividends have been the target for 
bear synicism for some time, the stock 
appreciated more than four points on deal- 
ings in about 65,000 shares. There was no 
news to explain the advance, but the buy- 
ing was by Gould brokers. who explain 
their purchases by saying that as a 5 per 
cent. stock the security ts selling much too 
low. The strength of the Wheeling shares 
was on talk that control of the road had 
changed or was about to change. -This 
could not be confirmed. Vanderbilt brok- 
ers were buyers of Lake Erie and Western, 
the talk being that in the Vanderbilt plan 
of development now under way this prop- 
erty will signally benefit. So far as the 
movement in United States Rubber stocks 
was concerned, a movement quite contrary 
to the market—the common breaking 2 
points and the preferred 3%—the only ex- 
planation offered was that the rise upon 
the previous day had been brought about 
solely by manipulation, and that yester- 
day’s declines resulted on selling by the 
manipulators in an endeavor to take prof- 
its. A meeting of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the company was held in the after- 
noon, but it was said that there was noth- 
ing to give out for publication. 

During the day, London traded in about 
30,000 shares of stock, practically all of 
them purchases. 

Money remained easy, at no time going 
above 3 per cent., and at one time falling 
to 24%. Most of the day’s loans were made 
at 2% per cent. 


UNITED STATES STEEL STOCKS. 


Chief interest in the stock market yes- 
terday centred around and about the 
stocks of the new United States Steel 
Corporation, the receipts of which, when 
issued, were traded in for the first time 
on the Exchange, having been admitted 
to the unlisted department on the day 
previous. Opening up somewhat above 
the closing prices pf Wednesday in the 
outside market, where they had been pre- 
viously traded in, the stocks kept steadily 
going up on enormous dealings, until at 
the close of the day a net gain appeared 
of 15% points in the preferred and of %& 
in the common. 3 ’ 

The tape recorded the opening price for 
the preferred at from 93 to 93%, while in 
the common the initial figures were from 
42% to 43%. These were the low figures 
for the day, large buying orders appear- 
ing thereafter and carrying the prices on 
up. The magnitude of the dealings can 
best be understood by stating that in the 
common stock no fewer than 126,000 shares 
changed hands, while of the preferred 103,- 
000 shares were dealt in, the combined 
total representing about one-sixth of the 
entire market transactions. The buying 
was largely by leading banking houses in 
the Street, Morgan brokers and interests 
identified with the various financial com- 
panies concerned in the financing of the 
deal being among the conspicuous pur- 
chasers. 


ONTARIO AND WESTERN. 


New prominence showing in Ontario and 
Western stock, the buying being by inside 
interests, is understood to foreshadow some 
important developments in the company’s 
affairs. It is stated, among other things, 
that the company intends immediately to 
construct an extension from Elienville, one 
of its present termini, into Kingston, a 
distance of about twenty-five miles, join- 
ing there the Ulster and Delaware system, 
ae practically controls the atskills 
trade. 

There are some hints, indeed, though 
these are not officially corroborated, that 
negotiations are now on whereby the On-

No confirmation of 
the report could be obtained, but in well- 
informed quarters it was declared that the 
bid was not improbable. Charles G. Hal- 
sey and Philip London were elected mem- 
bers of the Exchange, and it is understood 
that Mr. Halsey paid $52,000 for his seat— 
the record price. ; 


BEARS TURN BULLS. 

According to the gossip in the Street, the 
Gates following and the so-called Waldorf 
clique, who are reported to have been 
rather badly hit in the sharp rise in 
Northern Pacific and Burlington, have 
shifted their market position. Yesterday 
they were reported to be buying stocks 
for the long account. In respect to one 
member, at least, of the Walderf con- 
tingent, however, this is not true. He 
declared to his friends that he was selling 
stocks short at every half point advance. 


LOCAL RAILWAY SHARES. 


A report in the Street was that the res 
cent decline in the local railway shares at 
a time when they seemed strongest, and 
when, so it is understood, an important 
announcement was about to be made, was 
due to a disagreement among a number of 
inside interests as to some certain details 
and terms in relation to the plans develop- 
ing. It is now said that this disagreement 
has been settled. 

The persistent buying of Manhattan yes- 
terday and the steady absorption 0 
Broklyn Rapid Transit are said to be ex- 
plained by this new and better under~ 
standing. 


CONSOLIDATED RAILWAY. 


Announcement is made of the consolidae 
tion of the Consolidated Railway Lighting 
and Refrigerating Company and the Consol- 
idated Railway Electric Lighting and 
Equipment Company, plans for which have 
been progressing for some months. The 
stock of the Consolidated Equipment Com- 
pany has been acquired by private sale, so 
that the Consolidated Refrigerating Come 
pany has now a majority of the Consoli- 
dated Equipment Company’s stock.

INDEPENDENT - CEREAL COMBINE. | 


Final Steps in the Consolidation Being 
Taken in Chicago. 


CHICAGO, March 28.—Representatives 
of ten of the largest cereal mills not affil- 
iated with the American Cereal Company 
met here to-day to take final steps in the 
consummation of a combine projected by 
O. CC. Barber, President of the Diamond 
Match Company. The new combine will be 
known as the Great Western Cereal Com- 


pany, and will, it is said, have an author- 

ed capitalization of $4,500,000, $1,500,000 
of which will be preferred stock. It is said 
negotiations have been opened with the 
American Cereal Company for a combina- 
tion of all the interests connected with borh 
companies, which would form a $20,000,000

TESTIMONY IN THE 
RICE MURDER CASE 


John R. Potts, One of Patrick’s At- 
torneys, on the Stand. 


A Wrangle Among the Lawyers Calls 
for a Rebuke from Justice 
Jerome. 


Assistant District Attorney James W. 
Osborne continued yesterday his efforts to 
adduce sufficient testimony from Albert 
T. Patrick’s employes and friends to war- 
rant Justice Jerome in holding the lawyer 
for the action of the grand jury on a 
charge of murdering William Marsh Rice 
on Sept. 23, 1900, to get possession of the 
old man’s millions. 

John R. Potts, who is one of 
civil lawyers, was the principal 
at yesterday's hearing. He 
was the official stenographer of Part 
IV. of the City Court, that he was the 
sole owner of The Appeal Printing Com- 
pany, and that he had known Patrick since 
the latter was four years old. Patrick had 
asked him to come over and take offices 
with him at 271 Broadway, and he had 
gone some months before Rice had died. 
Patrick had shown him the general as- 
signments and will of Rice, and Potts had 
told him he was a lucky dog. Potts, how- 
ever, loaned Patrick $125 at one time, and 
$150 a few days before the old man’s death. 
The first sum was returned, but the lat- 
ter amount has not been yet, he said, as 
Patrick has been in prison, and couldn't

Potts answered 
the question about eight times. Mr. Moore 
objected emphatically after about the 
fourth reply.

“Well.” said Potts after much apparent 
thought, ‘“‘ he tol? me that he had a rich 
client who was very feeble and that he 
might die at any time. This was subse- 
quent to telling me cf the will.”’ 

Potts then told of going with Patrick on 
the day after Rice’s Ceath to visit the vari- 
ous banking institutions where Rice had 
money and securities deposited. 

Patrick had served on each a notice of his 
rights in the premises in view of the gen- 
eral assignments. Swenson & Sons wouldn't 
accept the service of the general assign- 
ment and give a receipt therefor, but took 
a copy of it. The City Safe Deposit Com- 
nany, after a conference with their counsel, 
said they would let Patrick know of their 
‘ecision later, Patrick wished to be noti- 
fied by this company if Capt. Baker of 
Texas came on and wished to enter their 
safe deposit vaults and inspect Rice's se- 
curities 

* Leaving there,’ said the witness, “‘ Pat- 
rick pulled a check for $25,000 out of his 
nocket and said: ‘ John, will you be the cus- 
todian of this check for me? I don’t want 
to put all my eggs in one basket.’ ‘ Why, 
certainly,’ said I, and I stepped into my 
hbank—the Chatham National—and deposited 
the check to the account of ‘ John R. Potts, 
trustee,’ because, you see, I was afraid 

‘* Never mind,” Interrupted Mr. Osborne. 
Mr. Potts was quite voluble and was hard 
to stop when he got started, even when 
Lawyers House and Moore, Patrick's coun- 
se], interposed an objection. He would keep 
right on talking. 

Replying to questions of Justice Jerome, 
Potts said he had simply gone with Patrick 
because he was a friend of his. 

* You deposited a check of a man you 
knew was dead?’ asked Justice Jerome, 
severely. 

“Why, yes,” replied the witness, with 
an injured air. ‘‘ There was no impropriety 
in that—especially in view of the fact that 
I had seen the documents conveying to 
Patrick everything Rice had. I believed 
Patrick. I did; upon my word, I did,” said 
Mr. Potts. 

‘“*When did Patrick tell you Rice was to 
be cremated?’’ queried Mr. Osborne. 

‘“‘Sometime before the funeral,”’ replied 
the witness, in sepulchral tones. A laugh 
ran round the narrow room. 

‘“* Did he have anything to say about the 
cremation?”’ 

“Yes: he said Rice wanted to be cremat- 
ed because Cols. Waring and Ingersoll were 
and in the interests of sanitation.” 

“Did not you suggest that he should go 
slow with this cremation in view of his 
possession of these checks. and until the 
arrival of relatives from Texas?”’ 

“* Well, I suggested that he have a Chris- 
tian burial. Patrick said Rice didn’t want 
a minister, but I said it would look better 
if he had one.”’ 

** Did he say anything else when he made 

ou the custodian of that check?” asked 

ustice Jerome, reverting to that subject. 

“Well, he said Capt. Baker, when the 
latter learned that Rice had made a dif- 
ferent disposition of the estate from what 
he expected, would probably begin litiga- 
tion.”’ 

‘What did you and Patrick talk about 
when you rode down to Police Headquar- 
ters when the police sent for him?” 

“Well.” replied the witness, ‘he sald 
the police thought there was something 
wrong about Rice’s death; that there was 
something criminal in it, but that their 
suspicions were unfounded, and that every- 
thing was all right.”’ It took Mr. Potts 
some time, and only after much jogging 
of memory by Mr. Osborne, to answer this 
question. 

“He said he was going down to explain,” 
continued Potts; ‘‘ that he could prove the 
will making him residuary legatee genuine, 
and that Rice died a natural death.” 

Potts concluded his testimony by saving 
that. as he wasn’t at all of a suspicious 
nature, he had not asked Patrick anything 
about the $250,000 check, and the matter 
of the settlement of the claims to Mrs. 
Rice’s heirs. The examination will be con- 
tinued to-day. 


Woodward Well on Navassa Island. 
WASHINGTON, March 28.—The Navy 


Department received a telegraphic report 
from Commander Kennedy of the May- 
flower, dated at San Juan de Porto Rico, 
as to her visit of relief to Navassa Isl- 
and. The telegram is as follows: “ Arrived 
Navassa Monday. Woodward and _ the 
other men well; short of provisions: left 
them six weeks’ rations.”” Woodward is a 
resident of Brooklyn, and his relatives in 
that city, after waiting fong for word from 
him. became alarmed and asked the Navy 
Department to take steps to ascertain 
whether he were alive or dead, as they 
Bares that he was starving on the little 
sland.

A YARD OF JEWELRY MISSING. 


Owner’s Son-in-Law, Accused of Steal- 
ing It, Is Arrested in Court. 


Stealing a yard of jewelry was the charge 
made against George H. Heesemann of 444 
Central Park West, who was arraigned in 
the West Side Police Court yesterday aft- 
ernoon. He was arrested in the courtroom, 
where he had gone on a summons issued to 
the executors of the estate of his father-in- 
law, William Steers, who died about fifteen 
years ago. 

Heesemann had been living with his 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Catherine Steers, and 
the three feet of jewelry which he was 
accused of stealing was a portion of a 
great many yards of antique watches, 
rings, chains, lockets, and precious stones 
all sewn on a long strip of ribbon. The 
collection was made by the late Mr. Steers, 
and was said to be worth more than $4,000, 
_This coil of jewelry was kept by Mrs. 
Steers in a safe which stood in her parlor. 
The safe was an old-fashioned affair which 
opened with a key. The key was hidden in 
the room. On March 4 the entire length of 
the jewelry was inspected by Mrs.-Steers 
and found to be intact. When she inspected 
it on March 8 about a yard of the ribbon 
had been cut out of the middle and the 
jewelry on this missing strip was gone. 
Heesemann was asked to take a list of the 
missing property to the police station and 
have the matter investigated. He failed 
to go to the station house, although he 
told his family that he had been there. He 
was therefgre suspected of having taken 
the jewelry. 

Magistrate Meade said there was not 
much evidence against the prisoner, but 
he consented to hold him in $1,000 bail to 
give the police a chance to strengthen their 
case. Heesemann was not bailed out. 


JOHN SCHUTZ’S UNIQUE WILL. 
He Had Been a Court Officer Thirty 
Years and the Judge Attend- 


ed His Funeral. 


Justice Bischoff adjourned Trial Term, 
Part VII., of the Supreme Court, for two 
hours yesterday in order that he might 
attend the funeral of John Schutz, his per- 
sonal attendant, who had been a court offi- 
cer since 1870. Mr. Schutz died on Tuesday 
last. Shortly after the funeral his will 
was filed in the Surrogates’ office. The 
document was drawn up by the testator. 
The spelling and phraseology are unique, 
and the bequests are unusual. Parts of the 
will read as follows: 

‘To my wife all my household furniture 
except I give to my two sons, Michael and 
Valentine A. Schutz, each one a bed.” 

“The piano shall remain with my wife 
so lang She like to have it. If she don’t 
like it any more She shali Salet and the 
proceeds shall be devided the same as my 
other estate. My Family plot in the Caval- 
lary Cemedery shall be keept by my wife 
so long she lives and remains my widow, 
my wife shall have full controll over the 
plot and when my wife dies she shall be 
buried in the family plot.” : 

“To my wife shall be allowed $60 a 
month and free rent on her floor if she 
stayes.”’ : 

“If my wife shall marry again to an- 
other man, my executors shall sell and de- 
vide my property as above mentiont in my 
last will and testament, my son John 
Schutz, Jr., shall have nothing to say, into 
my family Plot, or my estate, he got more 
out of me what he is entitled to.” 

At the death of the widow the estate is 
to be divided among the sons, with the ex- 
ception of John, of whom the testator says, 
*‘] gave him more as his share alreatty.’ 

The testator owned his home at 238 East 
Fourth Street, and had some other proper- 
ty. Ex-Judge George M. Van Hoesen was 
named as an executor along with the 
widow, but he filed a renunciation with 
the will. 


MRS. WANDELL CROSS-EXAMINED. 


Defendant in the Divorce Suit Will Re- 


sume the Stand To-day. 


Mrs. Charlotte Wandell did not complete 
her testimony yesterday in the action for 
divorce which her husband, Francis L. 
Wandell, has brought against her, in the 
Supreme Court. Mrs. Wandell went on the 
witness stand Wednesday afternoon, and 
she will be on again this morning. Mrs. 
Wandell in her testimony, both direct and 
on cross-examination, denied all the alle- 
gations made against her. She explained 
her relations with Dr. A. Norton Brock- 
way as that of patient and physician, and 
she denied all the testimony given by her 
former servant Gertrude Nilson. 

During the cross-examination, counsel 
for Mr. Wandell and J. Stewart Ross, who 
represents Mrs. Wandell, had several legal 
combats over the treatment of the wit- 
ness, and finally Mr. Ross appealed to 
Justice Blanchard and asked that his op- 
ponent be compelled to conduct the case in 
‘‘a gentlemanly and courteous manner.”’ 


FOR A DIRECT BRIDGE APPROACH. 


Commissioner Bell Expresses Himself 
as Opposed to the Diagonal Plan. 
The diagonal plan for a new street ap- 

proach to the terminal of the new East 

River Bridge will be opposed by some of 

the Commissioners. James D. Bell, of the 

commission, said yesterday: 
“We might just as well go and open a 
brand new street up to Forty-second Street 


from the bridge plaza. All the people want 
is a quick approach to some trunk line. 
if anything is done, I say, let Delancey 
and Broome Streets be widened from Nor- 
folk Street to the Bowery. This would 
leave a narrow strip of property between 
the two streets, which might be utilized 
for an elevated structure, tunnel, or any 
rapid transit method deemed advisable. 
The bridge plaza should never have been 
designed as it is. This work was done 
by the former East River Bridge Commis- 
sioners.”’ 


LEGAL NOTES. 


Liquor Tax Law.—State Commissioner of 
Excise Henry H. Lyman sued the City 
Trust Safe Deposit and Surety Company to 
recover $1,000, the penalty of a bond exe- 
cuted by the company as surety for John 
M. Kurtz upon an application by the latter 
for a liquor tax certificate. The breach of 
the condition of the bond sued upon was 
that Kurtz permitted gambling to be done 
by maintaining an “ electric nickel slot ma- 
chine’ on the premises. A verdict for the 


amount of the penalty, which was unani- 
mously affirmed by the Appellate Division 
of the Fourth Department, has just been 
upheld by the Court of Appeals. The de- 
fendant claimed that the bond did not cover 
the breach sued upon. 

The Court of Appeals, in an opinion by 
Judge Gray, holds that the Legislature in 
providing, as one of the conditions of a 
liquor dealer’s bond, that no gambling 
should be allowed upon the premises, in- 
tended to make the breach of that condi- 
tion ground for a recovery of the penalty 
of the bond; and a surety would be deemed 
to have so understood it. When a liquor tax 
certificate has been issued. or transferred, 
to a person, the court says he is the princi- 
pal whom the law will hold responsible for 
compliance with the statutory provisions, 
whether he is carrying on business for his 
own account or for some one else. A 
*‘ nickel slot machine,”’ by which the player 
hazards his money on the chance of win- 
ning a larger sum, is held to be a gambling 
device.

CITY MARSHAL’sS OFFICIAL BonpD.—Henry 
Lowey, a City Marshal, made a levy in No- 
vember, 1896, upon personal property, under 
an execution issued upon a judgment ob- 
tained by Antonia De Sisto against one 
Fortunato. After the levy was made De 
Sisto deposited $250 with Lowey, who gave 
receipt that the money was to be held by 


him as security for damages he might sus- 
tain by reason of the levy, and to be re- 
turned in twenty days unless a suit was 
begun for the goods levied upon. Because 
Lowey did not return the money, though 
no action was begun, De Sisto got judgment 
against him for conversion. He then sued 
John Stimmel, surety upon Lowey’s official 
bond, in the Municipal Court. The condi- 
tion of the bond was that if Lowey should 
‘“* well and faithfully execute the duties of 
said office of Marshal, without fraud or 
deceit or oppression, the above obligation 
shall be void; otherwise shall remain in full 
force and virtue.”’ 

Judgment tg in favor of the plaintiff 
was reversed by the Appellate Term, and 
that determination is now sustained by the 
Appellate Division. Justice Patterson, giv- 
ing the opinion, says the test of Mability in 
the case was whether the act of the Mar- 
shal in receiving the deposit was an official 
or purely an individual one. The liability 
of the surety upon a Marshal’s bond, the 
Court says, does not extend to making good 
defaults of the Marshal upon special con- 
tracts which may be made by him with 
persons for whose benefit he is charged 
with the execution of legal process. These 
contracts are not made officially, and while 
the officer may be liable personally upon 
them, they are not within the obligation of 
an official bond such as that upon which 
the action was brought,
